The girl had been shot in the 
head. The bullet, which entered 
above the left ear and lodged in 
the right side of the head, was 
recovered by Dr. Herbert S. Brey- 
fogie, Coroner's pathologist, who 
Said it apparently was of .32 cal- 
iber. The bullet had nickel cap 
of the type indicating it had been 


fired from an automatic pistol. 
There were no powder burns. 


The body, found about 500 feet 
miorth of the end of the streetcar 
line, bore numerous cuts and 
beuises. There was a deep wound 
of the abdomen and about 12 su- 
perficial lacerations on the back. 
Dr. Breyfogle said the cuts were 
jagged, and might have resulted 
from the body being dragged 
through brush and over rocks. 

Coroner Arnold Willmann esti- 
mated the girl had been dead 
from 12 to 24 hours when found. 

The girl was attired in a coat, 
dress and gloves, but her shoes 
and stockings were missing. Her 
clothing was in disarray, and her 
white gloves were stained with 
blood.

Her purse was found stuffed in 
@ pile of brush about 50 feet from 
the body. Beside it was a soft 
Grink bottle, one-third full, which 
police will check for fingerprints. | 

Automobile tire tracks were 
found extending 200 feet from 
Marine avenue to a point about 
six feet from the spot where the 
body was found. 

The body was found by Mr. and 
Mrs. D. L. Flemming, 4510A Flad 
avenue, as they were walking 
through the woods. The secluded 
spot is about six miles west of 
the girl’s home.

BUY FINDS SKULL 
LATER LEARNS IT’S 
MISSING FATHER'S 


Thinks It Is Indian Relic 
Until Rest of Skeleton 
Is Discovered and Iden- 
tified. 


A skull found last’ winter by 
Clifford Lutz, 12 years old, near 
his home in Caseyville, St. Clair 
County, and kept in the house 
since that time in the belief it 


was an Indian relic from one of 
the burial grounds in the vicinity, 
was identified yesterday as that 
of his long absent father, Albert 
Lutz. 

Lutz had been missing since 
last May 6 The skull was de- 
termined to be his after the rest 
of a human skeleton, found yester- 
day by a neighbor, was identified 
by Mrs. Mary Lutz, his wife, 
through clothing and a 38 caliber 
revolver found among the bones. 

The skeleton was found by 
George Nutzel, who lives a short 
distance from the Lutz home on 
Route 157, when he was hunting 
for mushrooms. It was lying in 
a thicket in woods 200 yards from 
the back door of the Lutz home, 
and was complete expect for the 
skull. 

Dr. C. C. Kane, coroner of St. 
Clair County, said the missing 
skull was undoubtedly the one 
found by Clifford Lutz last winter. 
It had been found about 40 feet 
from where Nutzel found the 
skeleton, when the boy was walk- 
ing through the woods, Dr. Kane 
said. There was a bullet hole in 
the skull, 

Dr. Kane and the St. .Clair 
County sheriff's office said Lutz 
apparently shot himself shortly 
after he disappeared. One dis- 
charged cartridge and four loaded 
ones were in the revolver found 
with the skeleton. 

Lutz had apparently become 
mentally unbalanced the day of 
his disappearance, Dr. Kane said. 
Lutz threatened his wife, told the 
family he intended to burn the 
house, and announced he was go- 
ing to commit suicide, Dr. Kane 
reported. 

In addition to Mrs. Lutz and 
Clifford, Lutz is survived by six 
children ranging in age from 3 
to 18.

Woman Asserts 


She Saw Hitler, 


Eva Braun on Their Death Beds 


Elsa Krueger is a former secre- 
tary of Adolf Hitler's deputy, 
Martin Bormann. The following 
story was released to Interna- 
tional News Service by her at- 
torney.

NUERNBERG, April 6 — I am 
the only woman who saw Adolf 
Hitler and his bride Eva Braun 
on their deathbeds in the Berlin 
chancellery nearly a year ago. 

The dead Fuehrer’s face was 
hollow, sunken and pain-distorted. 
His wife looked peacefully asleep. 

Martin Bormann, my former 
boss who worked 20 hours a day 
and treated his employes like 
slaves, wanted to have a death 
mask made of Hitler before the 
bodies ‘were taken out and burned. 

But he countered this order 
when he saw the expression on 
the face. 

“It would not convey to poster- 
ity the real features of the Fueh- 


The truth fs that Hitler, on 
April 21, ordered the entire Fueh- 
rer headquarters moved to Ober- 
salzberg. His private luggage al- 
ready had been dispatched by 
plane. 

We were all relieved at the 
prospect of leaving Berlin on April 
22 when, two hours before our 
scheduled departure, Hitler suf- 
fered a nervous breakdown, with 
trembling fits, and the trip was 
canceled. 

When he recovered two days 
later with the aid of injections 
administered by his doctor, flight 
was no longer feasible due to the 
progress of the Russian advance. 

Thus Hitler was trapped. He 
was no hero. 

In the last days, drugs kept Hit- 
ler in a state of unrealistic bliss as 
he reminisced about his past 
career.

The figure is the estimated 
budget cost of supplying the 
American zone with food and oil 
sufficient to maintain a subsist- 
ence standard of living. 

France is the chief opponent of 
centralization, and there is no 
sign that it is receding from its 
position. 

Lt. Gen. Lucius D. Clay and his 
Military Government staff have 
been making the utmost effort to 
slash this United States-zone 
budget, pruning such essefttials as 
school books, films, ete. for re- 
educating the Germans, and con- 
fining the budget purely to food 
and transport necessary to main- 
tain a minimum standard of liv- 
ing. But 200,000,000 remains the 
rock-bottom figure of the project. 
Gen. Clay said: “The American 
zone has never beén self-suffi- 
cient by itself.

Attitude on Orient, 

Naming names, he declared that 
the United States would expect 
Great Britain, Soviet Russia and 
other countries to pursue peaceful 
objectives in the Orient in return 
for United States recognition of 
their “important” economic inter- 
ests in that area. 

The United States will have to 
be dealt with in the Orient, he 
asserted, because of its own inter- 
est in peace and security there. 

Our “universal” foreign policy; 
Truman said, must guide our rela- 
tions with every country, no mat- 
ter how remote it is from our 
shores. 

He declared that the United Nae 
tions, which he said the United 
States would back “to the ut- 
most,” have a right to insist that 
the sovereignty and integrity of 
the Near and Middle East coun~- 
tries must not be threatened “by 
coercion and penetration” through 
outside rivalries which might 
“erupt into conflict.” 

He expressed the hope of 
his country “for the peaceful set- 
tlement of differences which have 
arisen between colonial people and 
colonial sovereigns in all areas.” 

For Draft Extension. 

To back up American policy 
he renewed his plea for extension 
of the Selective Service Act an- 
other year, a program of univer- 
sal training and a merger of the 
Army and Navy into a single de 
partment of national defense with 
the air forces having co-equal 
status. 

“No one knows yet what would 
be needed in terms of infantry, 
artillery, pilots or bombs” in “the 
atomic age,” he continued sol- 
emnly, but modern warfare re- 
quires “the total mobilization of 
all men and all energies.” 

“Next time—if there must be a 
next time—we are likely to be the 
first target,” he said.

America’s Civilian Army.

Next to food, Europe's great- 
est need is for machinery and 
raw materials to rehabilitate her 
transportation systems, her 
mines, and her factories.

The Congress is now consid- 
ering, and I hope will soon ap- 
prove, the financial agreements 
with Great Britain. These ar- 
rangements have not been made 
merely to support a faithful ally. 
They are of vital importance to 
our own country as a means of 
opening the channels of world 
trade to American enterprise. 


We shall work to achieve equal 
opportunity in world trade, be- 
cause closed economic blocs in 
Europe or any place in the world 
can only lead to impoverishmént 
and isolation of the people who 
inhabit it.

The St. Louis © unty Planning 
Commission ig prepared to disre- 
gard changes recommended by the 
County Court in the proposed 
zoning plan for unincorporated 
areas of the county and resubmit 
its plan to the court for action, 
the Post-Dispatch has learned. 

Rejection of the County Court 
suggestions will be recommended 
at a meeting of the commission 
Tuesday night, it was learned, be- 
cause a majority of the nine com- 
mission members are of the opin- 
ion that the suggested changes 
covering the size of lots for single- 
family dwellings would wreck that 
phase of the plan. Since propos- 
als of the commission require 
adoption by the court to become 
effective, it appears that an im- 
passe in the zoning program is 
impending. 

The effect of the commission's 
plan, as explained by William 
Bruemmer, chairman, is to pre- 
vent further wasteful extension 
outward from the central urban 
area of intensive residential dis- 
tricts. Covering 442 square miles, 
the zoning keeps about 70 per cent 
of this area in the agricultural 
classification, with three acres as 
the minimum site for a residence. 
This zone, generally, covers about 
everything beyond Lindbergh 
boulevard. : 

Single Family Zoning. 

Single-family residence zoning, 
with minimum sites of one acre, 
covers about 15 per cent of the 
unincorporated area, chiefly the 
outer ring of the semi-urban terri- 
tory, with a strip on Manchester 
road to Ellisville. There are four 
other single-family zones, covering 
43 per cent of the area, with lot 
Sizes on a decreasing scale down 
to 6000 square feet. Provision for 
pee family flats and apartment 

uses is almost negligible, 

- The County Court on Feb. 4 re- 
turned the plan, which had been 
presented for adoption to the com- 
mission for “further considera- 
tion” with the following recom- 
mendations: That zone sections 
A, B and C, with three acres, one 
acre and one-half acre minimums 
be combined into District No. 1 
With a minimum lot area of 20,- 
000 square feet, or about one-half 
acre; sections D, E and F, with 
10,000, 7500 and 6000 square feet re- 
strictions, be combined into Dis- 
trict No. 2 with a 6000 square foot 
minimum. The court’s directive 
contained no comment on the pro- 
posals, 7 ; 
View of Court, 

Presiding Judge Luman F. Mat- 
thews, who admits there is “no 
doubt about there being a con- 
troversy.” said it was the court’s 
opinion that the commission's plan 
as submitted might tend to re- 
tard residential construction in 
the county by requiring the pur- 
chase of large lots. 

Judge Matthews indicated that 
phases of the commission's plan 
Were especially favorable to own- 
ers of extensive estates, and he 
observed that there is nothing in 
the court's recommendations, 
“which stops an individual from 
building a large estate if he wants 
ag 

“It is up to us to do what we 
believe is right,” Judge Matthews 
stated, adding that the court had 
accepted the commission’s general 
recommendations on commercial 
and industrial zoning with some 
exceptions. The Planning Com- 
mission is appointed by the Coun- 
“ty Court as a planning and ad- 
visory body, and one of the judges 
is a member of the commission. 

Defend Commission Plan. 

Bruemmer. and Norman Risch, 
who represent Lemay township 
on the commission, are confident 
that “90 per cent of the people fa- 
vor the commission plan.” The 
commission chairman and Risch 
said their estimate of approval 
was based on public reaction at 
township meetings on the zoning 
plan, at which maps illustrating 
the proposed effect were displayed 
and explained, and those in attend- 
ance freely voiced their opinions. 

Opposition to the zoning as it 
now stands, Bruemmer stated, was 
chiefly from a committee repre- 
senting the St. Louis Real Estate 
Exchange, St. Louis County Real 
Estate Board, the Builders’ Guild, 
Mortage Bankers’ Association of 
St. Louis and a group of building 
and loan associations. The objec- 
tors complained to the County 
Court that the plan was being 
hurried through to completion 
without affording time for a thor- 
ough study, by all those interested, 
the commission chairman said. 

Bruemmer, a real estate man, 
who was secretary of the commis- 
zion before becoming chairman, 
asserted that the objecting organ- 
izations failed to send representa- 
tives to township and other meet- 
ings, although specifically invited 
. to do so, and had taken little or 
no advantage of the opportunity 
for studying the ozning maps, 
which are open to public inspec- 
tion in the commission’s offices 
at 7927 Forsythe boulevard, Clay- 


ton. 
Back Smaller Lot Zones. 

Both Bruemmer and Risch, who 
fis in the residential construction 
business in the Lemay area, de- 
clared the smaller lot zones pro- 
vided under the commission plan 
are more than ample to accommo- 
date the anticipated county popu- 
Jation increase of approximately 
175,000 individuals by 1970. The 
gum total effect sought through 
zoning is to preserve the attrac- 
tive residential character of the 
county as a whole, and prevent 
unjustified suburban expansion,

COUNTY COURT TO ACT 
ON PARKWAY PLAN 


- 


To Study All Planning Com- 
mission Proposals Involving 
Unincorporated Areas. 


The St. Louis County Court will 
consider adoption of proposals for 
parkways, nine new major parks 
and 70 athletic fields and play- 
grounds, which were presented by 


the County Planning Commission 
at a public hearing at Clayton 
courthouse Friday night. All pro- 
posals of the Planning Commis- 
sion involving unincorporated sec- 
tions of the county are subject to 
adoption by the county court be- 
fore becoming effective. 


Peninsula Parkway, a_ scenic 
dfive comprising 62 miles of new 
road following the outer boundary 
of the county, is a major item in 
the proposal. The drive would fol- 
low a route from Riverview boule- 
vard, at the northern city limits, 
to Jefferson Barracks, on the 
south, and would pass through 
Creve Coeur Memorial Park and 
Babler State Park. It would also 
touch six of the proposed new 
parks, as well as scenic points on 
the Missouri, Meramec and Mis- 
sissippi rivers. 

Three auxiliary parkways are 
also proposed in the plan, which 
takes into consideration a prob- 
able parkway along the Missis- 
sippi riverfront to form a con- 
tinuous parkway drive encircling 
the city and’ county. One of the 
auxiliary parkways would follow 
Gravois Creek from Watson road 
into Lemay, a distance of eight 
miles. A second, called Maline 
Creek Parkway, would follow a 
seven-mile course from Bellefon- 
taine road to Midland boulevard, 
in Overland, to Creve Coeur Me- 
moria] Park, The third would be 
an extension of Midland boule- 
vard into University City. 

Two of the major parks recom- 
mended would overlook the Mis- 
souri river in the northern section 
of the county, one would be sit- 
uated on the Meramec river and 
one ‘on the Mississippi river. The 
athletic and recreational grounds 
are proposed for existing, and an- 
ticipated, residential areas. 

Cost of the improvements was 
estimated by the commission at 
$11,022,500, of which $4,650,000 
would be the cost of the parkways. 
SucH an extensive program pre- 
sumably would necessitate a bond 
issue.

400 HOUSEHOLD JOBS OPEN 
IN SPITE OF HIGH WAGES 


Wages “previously unheard of” 
for housekeepers, cooks and 
maids, as well as other special 
nducements, are being offered in 
St. Louis, but more than 400 job 
openings in household employ- 
ment are going begging, the 
United States Employment Serv- 
ice reported yesterday. 

As of March 29, there were 8762 
job openings of all types listed. 
Approximately 2000 were for wom- 
en workers in the garment, shoe 
and electrical manufacturing in- 
dustries, some of these jobs offer- 
ing pay equal to or better than 
wages beginners received in war 
plants, the agency reported. 

There is an acute shortage of

BILL OFFERED IN SENATE 
TO BOOST ARMY-NAVY PAY 


WASHINGTON, April 6 (AP)— 
Senators Revercomb (Rep.), West 
Virginia, and Wilson (Rep.), Iowa, 
proposed in the Senate today an 
increase in pay for enlisted men 
in the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps. 

The Revercomb - Wilson Dill 
would boost the monthly pay of 
men in the lowest rank, the sev- 
enth class or buck private from 
$50 to $66. Sixth class enlisted 
men such as privates first class 
would be increased to $72, fifth 
class to $81, fourth class to $90, 
and third class corresponding to 
staff sergeant, to $99.

Firm Head Says They 
Quit to Spare Company 
Embarrassment of Ad- 


verse Publicity. 


With the Ace Cab Co, facing an 
investigation of its operations by 
the Board of Public Service, Leo 
Brothers, a former convict, and 
an associate, Joe Costello, have 
resigned their jobs with the taxi- 
cab firm, William D. James, com- 
pany president, said yesterday. 

James said he reluctantly ac- 
cepted the resignations, which he 
said were submitted voluntarily, 
in orde, to spare the company 


and its drivers iurther embarrass- 
ment through adverse publicity. 

The Board of Public Service has 

ordered James to appear before it 
Tuesday to answer questions 
about his firm, which requires in- 
dividual owners of Ace taxicabs 
to post $1000 for “spots” in addi- 
tion to furnishing their own auto- 
mobiles. 
James said he was “forced” to ac- 
cept the resignations because of 
adverse publicity about the com- 
pany’s operations and emphasized 
that “I have nothing against them 
and still think they have a perfect 
right to earn a living.” 

He reiterated that Brothers and 
Costello, partners in the B. & C. 
Sales Agency, 4916 Delmar boule- 
vard, where the taxicab company 
has temporary headquarters, were 
his employes and had not invested 
in the company. 

The Board of Public Service 
plans to study the financial struc- 
ture of James's company because 
of the withdrawal of two of his 
partners who had furnished half 
the firm’s $40,000 assets. The 
board also will re-consider the is- 
suance of permits for the com- 
pany to operate 75 taxicabs. 


HOUSEWIVES’ NEW 
PROBLEM: BUTTER, 
EGG CARTONS LOW 


Because of a critical shortage 
of butter and egg cartons and 
paper bags, housewives soon may 
have to resort to devious methods 
of carrying eggs home from the 
grocery store.

“The United ‘States,” 
nounced at one point, “intends 
to join with other sovereign 
republics of America in a regional 
pact to provide a common defense 
against attack.” 

Beginnings of World Wars. 

Explaining America’s interest in 
outside rivalries all over the globe, 
the President said: 

“Remember that the first World 
War began in Serbia, that the 
peace of Versailles was first 
broken in Manchuria and that 
the second World War began in 
Poland.” 

Prior to his speech, in a seven- 
hour visit to Chicago he, was 
cheered by thousands in a brief 
parade to his hotel, questioned 
for 20 minutes by Chicago high 
school journalists and feted at a 
civic luncheon at which he re- 
ceived a Chicago medal from 
Mayor Kelly. 

He told his unprecedented teen- 
age press conference that he fa- 
vored extending to 18-year-olds the 
right to vote since boys of that 
age had proved in time of war 
their devotion to the highest prin- 
ciples of citizenship. He told them 
to read and study the Sermon on 
the Mount to prepare themselves 
for the days ahead. 

“Fatal Tendency.” 

Secretary of War Patterson, 
who also spoke at Soldier Field, 
said the nation suffers from “a 
fatal tendency” to forget the 
Army now that the shooting is 
over and asserted this attitude 
is “dangerous” in these times. 

Patterson and Gen. Dwight D 
Eisenhower, Army chief of staff. 
both said the job of the soldier 
today is to enforce the peace and 
wipe out Nazi doctrines. 

As Patterson put it, the peace 
must be enforced on the “millions 
who hate us for our victory, who 
will fan any flame that starts up.” 
By readiness and ability to defend 
the peace, he said, the Army can 
prevent war. 

“Our ability to make our views 
for the maintenance of peace felt 
throughout the world,” he said, 
“depends on the power we may 
possess to back up fully the pol- 
icies we support. That is the 
primary function of an Army that 
is the servant and instrument of 
a peace-loving and democratic 
people.” 

Patterson renewed his plea for 
universal training, sayigg it was 
necessary to establish a reservoir 
of trained men as “insurance” for 
national defense. 

Eisenhower pledged the Army’s 
“earnest” effort to develop nation- 
al security “as a cornerstone of 
the peace structure that must be 
built in the world.” To do this, 
he said, the Army must foster re- 
search on war weapons and main- 
tain its strength as an interim 
force, in support of the United 
Nations, until the future peace- 
time army can be formed.

5. That education in tax-sup- 
ported, tuition-free co-educa- 
tional schools be compulsory 
until completion of “lower sec- 
ondary schools” or until the age 
of 16. 

6. That health education pro- 
grams stress nutrition, hygiene 
and public health problems. 

7. That every possible facility 
be utilized for adglt education. 

8. That vocational training be 
emphasized in all education 
levels. 

9. That higher education be- 
come “the opportunity for many 
rather than a privilege of a 
few.” 

MacArthur, commenting on the 
report, said “some of the recom- 
mendations regarding education 
principles and language reform 
are so far reaching that they can 
only serve as a guide for long 
range study and future planning.” 

He added, however, that the re- 
port would be “most helpful” to 
Allied headquarters’ civil informa- 
tion and education section.

“The terminal building problem 
is in a state of great flux,” the 
Mayor pointed out. Since con- 
struction could not begin for at 
Jeast another year, until grading 
and drainage has been completed, 
he said, there will be no loss of 
time by temporarily withholding a 
a final decision on the plans for 
the terminal. 


The operations tower will be 


part of the proposed new terminal | 


building and its location and de- 
sign will be subject to the final 
design of the terminal itself, the 
Mayor said. 

Field Plans Approved. 


Final plans for the expansion | 
of the field itself have been ap- | 
proved, except for details of the | 
“Terminal area. The plans include | 


runway layouts, taxiways, ramp 
layouts and the position of the | 


terminal building. Grading plans | 


for the field have been completed | 
and drainage plans are nearing | 
completion. The enclosure of Cold | 
‘Water Creek is about 50 per cent 
completed and should be finished — 
by August, the Mayor said. 

Engineers studied the soe 
of a “spot grading” program to be 
carried out pending acquisition of 
-all the land needed for the ex- 
panded field, the Mayor said, but 
reported the proposal was not 
practical. Land acquisition has 
been slowed down by the necessity 
of condemning many parcels, and 
suits have been pending for more 
than a year. 

The Mayor said a new policy 
had been reached which may 
speed the acquisition of the land. 
The major portion of that needed 
for the first phase of construc- 
tion has been obtained and the 
area still to be acquired, though 
important, is small, he stated. 

Designs for the widening of Nat- 
ural Bridge road from Pine Lawn 
to the airport have been com- 
pleted by the State Highway De- 
partment and approved by the 
Federal Government. The state 
is moving to acquire right of way 
and is being aided by the city in 
this, the Mayor reported. The 
city has persuaded the State to 
locate an interregional highway 
so that it will also serve the field, 
the Mayor reported. 

Land for Second Airport. 

About 1500 of the 4000 acres in 
the Columbia Bottom site, where 
the city’s second major airport 
will be located, has been acquired 
by outright purchase, the Mayor 
said. The rest of the land is 
under condemnation. Plans are 
being pr@pared for the airport on 
this site. 

Lack of minor airports has 
forced many small private planes 
to operate from Lambert-St. Louis 
Field, an undesirable situation not 
only to the operation of major 
nirline traffic but also for the pri- 
vate owners, the Mayor asserted. 
An attempt has been made to cor- 
rect the situation by providing for 
private flyers the facilities they 
need. Since the first of the year, 
plans for four minor airports have 
been begun, he reported.

Ro: Stockton. 

Here’s a Post-Dispatch prod- 
uct in whom this writer takes 
especial pride, although during 
my 38 years as head of the de- 
partment some unusually tal- 
ented writers have developed 
and graduated to important 
posts in the newspaper and busi- 
ness world. The pride rests on 
the fact that a quarter of a 
century ago I picked him for 
just this job. ... Which, coupled 
with the fact that in 1944 I 
was the only guy to pick the 
Browns and Cardinals to meet 
in the world series, seems to 
rate me a Grade A clairvoyant. 

It happened this way: Just 
after the first world war the 
sports department lost several 
men, among them W. J. O’Con- 
ner, who looked like material 

of high quality to develop as an 
understudy for the head sport 
job. We tock our trouble to the 
managing editor:

“He’s yours”, was the answer 
—and then and there the Post- 
Dispatch got the makings of 
its No. 1 sports man of today.

He did such a 
job at the typewriter that I saw 
then and there that I had un- 
covered a writer with a rare 
flair for telling a story that 
gripped you so you couldn’t let 
go. 

And so, after that, you began 
to hear more about J. Roy Stock- 
ton, the writer. And for years 
you have been reading his 
graphic stories of baseball, foot- 
ball and other sports in the 
Post-Dispatch. . . . He has 
given you the inside dope on 
many a deal in his Extra In- 
nings column. . . . You have 


read his “Rags to Riches” and 
other breezy articles about base- 
ball’s big shots, published in the 
Saturday Evening Post. You 
also remember his entertaining 
talks and lectures about his tour 
with a USO team during the 
invasion of France. . .. And 
his KSD sport talks, with Frank 
Eschen and Harold Grams, have 
been gospel to thousands of 
sports fans. 


Stockton, now in the early

Sufficient documented informa- 
tion exists to revolutionize world 
relationships and build a decent 
free world if only we could com- 
municate that information, Dr. 
Edgar Dale, professor of educa- 
tion at Ohio State University, told 
the concluding session of the West- 
ern Arts Association convention 


at Hotel Jefferson yesterday. 

Specialization has developed a 
“monstrous terminology” which 
has spread from the pure sciences 
to“the social sciences and even 
to the humanities, he said, thus 
effectively preventing the com- 
munication of ideas and discover- 
ies beyond very limited groups in 
the same specialized field. 

Asserting that communication 
may be achieved In a number of; 
media other than the written or 
spoken word, Dr. Dale urged on 
his listeners a wider use of films, 
charts, posters, drawings, demon- 
strations, models and exhibits, all 
of which reached such a high 
state of development by the armed 
forces during the war. 

Reading and Civilization. 


As to reading, Dr. Dale pointed 
out that, generally speaking, the 
methods and materials of instruc- | 
tion have not changed in the last | 
30 years. A recent Gallup poll, | 
he said, showed that about one. 
third of all adults in the United 
States did not know the meaning) 
of the word “tariff” while seven | 
ninths were ignorant of the mean-| 
ing of the word “subsidies.” 

“Can we in all honesty get | 
broad discussions on a topic like 
the loan to Britain unless we | 
have some understanding of the’ 
elementary concepts of world) 
trade?” he asked. | 

If civilization is to survive the, 
atom bomb, he said, the emphasis | 
will have to be on educating for 
decent, happy, thoughtful, demo- | 
cratic human relations. These are | 
achieved by decent standards of | 
living for all, enjoyment of the 
right to grow spiritually and men- 
tally, opportunity for achieving a 
sense of status and establishment 
of an atmosphere of friendliness 
and affection. 

None of these basic human needs 
can be widely met without per- 
fecting the fine art of communica- 
tion, he declared.

Mid-East Naval Power So Even 
The Missouri Could Upset Balance

In this connection, it is inter- 
esting to study the naval strength 
of three of the powers most direct- 
ly concerned—lItaly, Russia and 
Turkey.

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CHAMBER REPORT 
PREDICTS 167,000 
JOB RISE FOR AREA 


Business Men Even More 
Optimistic Than Be- 
fore Over Post-Recon- 
version Outlook. 


Business men now are even 
more optimistic about post-recon- 
version prospects in the St. Louis 
metropolitan area than they were 
19 -i0onths ago, the Committee on 
Economic Development of the 
Chamber of Commerce reported 
last night. 

Construction and improvement 
projects calling for expenditure 
of nearly $600,000,000 are expected 
to expand total employment to 
784,000. This would be a 48 per 
cent increase over total employ- 
ment shown in the 1940 census. 


An increase of 34 per cent was 
anticipated when the CED made 
its first survey in the summer of 
1944, 

Developments planned for the 
next five years should bring the 
population of the metropolitan 
area to 1,761,700, it was estimated. 
This would be an increase of 9.3 
per cent over the 1943 population 
and 23 per cent over the 1940 
census figure. 

The CED based its figures on 
an estimated postwar labor force 
of 831,000, calculating that 47,000 
persons in this group, or slightly 
less than 6 per cent, would be un- 
employed. Unemployment in the 
district is currently estimated at 
50,500. 

Job Increase of 167,000. 

From the end of 1945 to the 
execution of postwar plans, the 
date for which would vary with 
individual firms, employment is 
expected to increase from 617,000 
to 784,000. This net gain of 167,000 
is viewed by the CED as “a num- 
ber sufficient to absorb the re- 
turning veterans, besides provid- 
ing jobs for the large number of 
war workerr who migrated into 
the district during the war and 
who appear to want to stay here, 
leaving an unemployed reservoir 
of approximately 6 per cent.” 

In issuing the committee's lat- 
est report, George C. Smith, presi- 
dent of the chamber and CED 
director, added this word of warn- 
ing: 

“There are, however, many fac- 
tors to be eliminated and many 
problems to be solved before there 
can be anything like a full re- 
alization of these amazing plans. 
Although St. Louis, unlike many 
cities, has no serious reconversion 
problem as such, in view of the 
fact that wartime production 
brought about . no significant 
changes from peacetime processes, 
the problems brought about by the 
differences between: management 
and labor, material and housing 
shortages, government price poli- 
cies and many other factors must 
be solved if we are to have aét any 
time in the near future real re- 
conversion and the prosperity 


) which would follow.” 


Housing Chief Problem. 


The report termed housing the 
most serious problem in this area,

Connally and Austin 


Say Settling of ae 


Issues by Victors Would Not Be 
By-Passing U.N. 


WASHINGTON, April 6 (AP)— 
Senators Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
and Austin (Rep.,) Vermont, pro- 
posed tonight an -early meeting 
of President Truman, Prime Min- 
ister Attlee and Generalissimo 
Stalin to settle issues they said 
can only be decided by the war's 
victors. 


The chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee and 
one of its Republican members 
agreed in talks on a State De- 
partment broadcast ‘that such a 
meeting in no way would “by- 
pass” the United Nations in its 
effort to solve work problems. 


Suggesting frequent meetings 
of the “Big Five” foreign min- 
isters, as well as the heads of 
states, Connally said that. many 
issues otherwise will “drag on 
and cause needless friction.” 


Problems Arising From War. 


“Problems arising directly from 
the war don’t come within the 
scope of the United Nations,” he 
pointed out, adding: “It is not 
the job of the United Nations to 
draft the peace treaties.” 

Austin said he felt that there 
are “numerous questions resulting 
from our joint military effort that 
must be settled by the nations 
primarily responsible for victory.” 

He said he felt that the Big 
Three should “deal with all ques- 
tions of re-establishing peace, in- 
cluding the problems of the occu- 
pied countries as well as the treat- 


ment of enemy countries up to the 
point where they are permitted to 
join the United Nations.” 


In a general discussion of for-. 


eign affairs, Austin suggested that 
the United States and Russia en- 
ter into negotiations “to relax con- 
trols over the gathering of news 
and its transmission in both direc- 
tions, so that both countries will 
be better informed about each 
other, 

“If that can be accomplished, I 
think it will do a lot to build mu- 
tual confidence,” he said. “There 
is a measure of truth in the say- 
ing that ‘to understand all is to 
forgive all.’” 

Control of Atom by U.N. 

Austin said also that if Russia 
is sincere in wanting to outlaw 
war, it would “be glad” to permit 
a United Nations Commission to 
inspect its atomic energy re- 
sources like those every other 
country. 

A provision calling for such in- 
spections, Austin said, “undoubt- 
edly” will be included in the pro- 
posal to be presented shortly by 
the U.N. Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion seeking safeguards against 
the use of atomic weapons for 
war. 

“Once agreement has been 
reached outlawing the bomb, in- 
formation on all other aspects 
of atomic energy will be avail- 
able to Soviet Russia and to every 
other country on a mutual basis,” 
Austin added. 


probably 30,000 dwelling units ex-

After reconversion, existing 
manufacturing industries are ex- 
pected to increase their employ- 
ment total by 100,000, or 60 per 


cent, over the 1939 census figure. 
Reconversion plans call for expen- 
diture of $99,415,000. Recently an- 
nounced plans for new industries 
call for an employment increase 
of 5348 and expenditure of $62,- 
955,200 for plant and equipment, 


In the field of retailing, an em- 
ployment increase of 30,000, or 
40 per cent, is anticipated. New 
constrction and fixtures involve 
an outlay of $45,000,000. Since 
October 1944 1080 vacant stores 
have been occupied, the commit- 
tee pointed out. 


Public Improvement Projects, 


Announced public improvement 
projects call for expenditures of 
$192,894,000, one third of which 
the city of St. Louis alone al- 
ready has arranged to finance. 
Other major types of projects 
planned and amounts involved 
include: Public utilities and trans- 
portation, $107,838,800; schools, 
$27,723,550; highways, $17,060,000: 
hospitals, $11, 166,940, and housing, 
$11,000.000. 


In April, 1940, the census cred- 
ited the St. Louis area with an 
employment (excluding agricul- 
ture) of 517,300. The wartime 
peak, attained in November 1943, 
was 687,600. The CED post-recon- 
version estimate of 784,000, which 
includes agricultural employment, 
is 14 per cent above the wartime 
peak. 


The CED reported that aggre- 
gate resources of 28 banks in the 
city have increased 116 per cent 
since 1939, and a $25,000,000 credit 
pool has been established for fi- 
nancing reconversion. It estimated 
that war bonds held by local in- 
vestors aggregate nearly two 
billion dollars. 

The committee, whose basic 
data was supplied ‘by business 
men. pointed out this report is 
the second recheck made since its 
original survey in 1944, each re- 
check having found business men 
more optimistic than before. ag 
latest estimates summarize 
forthcoming comprehensive report 
now being prepared for publica- 
tion under the title, “Metropolitan 
St. Louis Blueprints Its Future.” 


Survey in Other Counties. 

The Madison county committee, 
rechecking 53 industries, estimated 
employment ‘in that section by 
Nov. 1 will be nearly 50 per cent 
higher than in 1940, with emplol- 
ment of women expected to double. 
The St. Clair county recheck vir- 
tually coincided with the original 
CED survey, which indicated a 
26 per cent postwar increase over 
1940 employment. 

The area covered by the survey 
consisted of the city of St. Louis 
and St. Louis, St. Charles, Madi- 
son and St. Clair counties.

Sumners, now 70 years old, will 
not seek what would have been 
certain re-election. Instead, he 
plans to give at least two years to 
a campaign close to his heart— 
restoration of States’ rights and 
the education of citizens to take 
an active interest in government. 

Although chairman of the pow- 
erful House Judiciary Committee 
and a speaker who commands 
great respect on the House floor, 
he feels he has a higher calling. 
Like Jeremiah, he must go to the 
people to warn them that they are 
following a false god—a Washing- 
ton government that seemingly 
gives them something for nothing. 


To Pay His Own Way. 


Sumners will pay his own way. 
Well-to-do from what he calls 
“tradin’ in land,” he says he will 
snend his own money as he sees 
fit. 

“T’'ve skinned enough people on 
real estate to pay for the next 
two years,” he told the Post- 
Dispatch writer one evening after 
a busy day in his committee and 
on the House floor. 

“T made a contract with myself 
when I was elected to Congress 
back in 1912 that I wouldn’t take 
any money from anybody. A 
couple of years ago T had to send 
back a check for $2500 to the 
Reader's Digest people for a piece 
I wrote called “Don’t Blame the 
Bureaucrats!’ But I was always 
a good trader and I’ve got some 
money. When I was a youngster 
I could have traded horses with 
David Harum and not got the 
worst of it. I figure I can pay 
‘for the next two years out of my 
own pocket.” 

The interview was in the 
“Judge's” crowded office adjoining 
the spacious Judiciary Committee 
hearing room, Sumners is not a 
judge but his dignified manner 
makes the title appropriate. He 
was seated behind a large table 
piled high with correspondence, 
newspapers, magazines and books. 
One leg over the arm of his large 
chair, he looked, in his double 
breasted grey suit, stiff white col- 
lar and neat tie, 10 years younger 
than his real age. 


Ideas Unchanged. 


Sumners and the writer began &@ 
friendship 20 years ago when he 
was one of the prosecutors in the 
impeachment of Federal Judge 
George W. English of Tilinois, 
whom the Post-Dispatch had ex- 
posed as guilty of corruption in 
bankruptcy cases. Judge English 
resigned from the bench before 
his trial in the Senate. As de- 
scribed by a Post-Dispatch writer 
in 1926, Sumners of those days 
was the “soft-voiced and deadly 
type. He is smoother than silk 
and sharper than a razor.” 

Time has laid a light hand on 
the Judge and his philosophic 
views about government. Last 
month he put into the Congres- 
sional Record a speech he made 
in 1925 on “Our Choice—Decen- 
tralization of Governmental Re- 
sponsibility or Government by a 
Centralized Bureaucracy.” In this 
speech is every idea, developed at 
length, that was in his recent for- 
mal statement of his reasons for 
not seeking re-election. He was 
for States’ rights and against the 
march of federal empire then; he 
is just as positive now, 

To save time, Sumners had 
asked the writer to draw up a 
list of questions for the interview. 
There were seven, beginning: 
‘How would you reshape Congress 
to make democracy work?” and 
ending, “Is not your Jeffersonian 
concept of Government out of 
date: does not Big Business and 
Big Labor require Big Govern- 
ment?” Under the first there were 
subheads about congressional pay, 
committee reorganization, minor- 
ity pressure groups and the atti- 
tude of voters who want their 
Congressmen to be errand boys,

“I'm not going to answer those 
questions,” he said, handing them 
back to the writer. “Dadbummit, 
it would take me a couple of 
weeks. 

“TI'm’ not interested in methods 
or details about what we should 
do. We must agree on principles. 
We've got to decide whether we 
want popular control or central- 
ized power in Washington. 
“We've got “to stop the people 
from coming to Washington for 
money, thinking they are getting 
something for nothing. It reminds 
me of my boyhood in Tennessee 
when we caught the  half-wild 
hogs by dribbling corn to the pen. 
The hogs thought they were get- 
ting something for nothing, | in- 
stead of rooting for it, and we 
caught them easy. 

“People are coming to Washing- 
ton the same way, instead of 
working out their own difficulties. 
Power follows the dollar. Three 
weeks ago we passed an appropri- 
ation bill of $50,000,000 for school 
lunches. I opposed it. It meant 
two sets of officials, Federal and 
local, would be eating off the tax- 
payers. We don’t pay for this; 
the kids themselves pay for it 
because we are issuing bonds to 
meet the cost. And the worst 
thing is that we are doing this 
to children at their most suscep- 
tible ages, when they start with 
the’ idea that they are getting 
something for nothing. 


Against Centralization. 


“All this started years ago when 
the Federal government appropri- 
ated money for maternity aid. 
Now we do it for social security 
and good roads. The Lord only 
knows where it will all end unless 
the States start looking after 
themselves.” 

Sumners spoke at length in the 
House against the school lunch 
appropriation and brought up his 
familiar arguments against cen- 
tralization of power through ap- 
propriations. 

In this speech, the Texan said 
that “we have got to wean our- 
selves from dependence upon 
Washington for a thing so inti- 
mate, so completely within State 


jand community governmental ca- 


pacity.” He continued: 

“Have we reached that low level 
in America where we cannot trust 
the people in our States and com- 
munities to take care of their 
children? Did all of wisdom and 
interest and sense of responsibil- 
ity and capacity come to Wash- 
ington with us from our respec- 
tive districts?” 


Attacked by Flannagan. 


When Sumners had finished, 
Chairman John W. Flannagan of 
the House Agriculture Committee, 
after noting that he was one of 
Sumners’ admirers, said: 

“T have watched the gentleman 
operate. I have seen him vote 
for appropriation bills year in and 
year out that carried money to 
look after Texas steers if they had 
the Bangs disease and hogs down 
in Texas if they had the cholera, 
Yes, I will go further. I have 
seen him vote for appropriations 
to find out the right kind of feed 
to give Texas steers. Now, it does 
seem to me that if the gentleman 
is so concerned about the steers 
and hogs of Texas he would show 
more concern over the welfare of 
the boys and girls down in Texas,” 


During the interview Sumners 
was asked if every American child 
was not entitled to a minimum 
standard of living and if back- 
ward states like Mississippi were 
not doing but little for their chil- 
dren.

Old) 
Automotive President, in a 
Frank Discussion With a 
Post - Dispatch Reporter, 
Outlines His Industrial 
Philosophy.

DETROIT, Mich., April 6. 
ENRY FORD II, grandson of the 
H founder of the Ford Motor Co., and 
America’s youngest major industrial 
leader, believes that co-operation between 
labor and management can solve most of 
the problems now facing industry. This be- 
lief is the basis of the new deal in labor 
relations he is instituting in the Ford em- 
pire. 
In a remarkably frank intérview with the 
Post-Dispatch, Ford outlined his personal 
philosophy of industrial management. He 
charged management with responsibility for 
improving the position of labor, by meas- 
ures including the avoidance of seasonal] 
layoffs in the automobile industry. He re- 
jected paternalism, hdwever, and called on 
labor to assume its share of responsibility 
along with management. 
“Management can’t just dictate to labor,” 
he said. “‘Management can furnish leader- 
ship, but employer-employe relations have 
to be co-operative if they are to be any good 
at all.” 


Ford Trying to Get 
Closer to Employes. 


In Ford’s view this not only means “get- 


using union leadership to help solve some 
of his company’s production problems. It 
means that Ford is trying to get closer to 
his own employes, to take them into his 
confidence on management problems, and is 
trying himself to see the employe point of 
view, 

Perhaps a measure of Ford’s attitude to- 
ward employer-employe relations can be 
found in his comment on the unionization 
of foremen in Detroit’s automobile plants, 
a development that~-leaves executives of 
some of Ford’s competitors just short of 
apoplexy. 

Ford asked a question and answered it 
himself. ‘‘Why do you think the foremen 
turmed an organization of their own? I'll 
tell you why. It was because the com- 
panies had pushed them too far. The com- 
panies asked for it—and I don’t blame the 
foremen a damned bit.” 


Ford is 28 years old. Since last Septem- 
ber he has been the boss of 121,000 em- 
ployes and the head of an industrial empire 
that includes 21 major manufacturing and 
assembly plants, 15 ships and 400,000 acres 
of timber and mining lands. 
He believes that ‘“‘human engineering” is 
his challenge as mass-production engineer- 
ing was a challenge for “‘Grandad.” Young 
Ford poses as no genius, however. He de- 
tests pretense. . 

He is a paunchy, round-faced Yale man, 
a Catholic by conversion, a veteran, a hus- 
bund and a father. He is six feet tall, but 
despite expensively conservative tailoring he 
carries his 190 pounds with no particular 
grace, 

The only really surprising thing about 
Henry Ford II is his remarkable resem- 
llance to several million other American 
young men trying to get ahead in the world.

As president 
“f the Ford Motor Co., it means trying to 
conduct operations profitably under cur- 
rent unfavorable conditions. Ultimately, he 
hopes it will mean reversing a 16-year 
downward trend for the enterprise his 
y-andfather founded in a bicycle shop. 

Money, in the usual sense, probably means 
little to Ford, Yet he thought enough of it 
to point out to this writer that he gets an 
“incentive bonus” if the company makes 
sufficient profits. 


Believes American 
People Hate Regulation. 


“And like a lot of other guys,’ he said, 
“T need a new house. I'd like to build one. 
We don’t have enough closet space at home, 
and we've got two kids. Also, I need more 
room for my junk, to keep it out of the way 
of the kids. 

‘But I can’t afford to build a house, now. 
You wouldn’t get enough for your money, 
building now.”’ 

Ford is not careless of his own funds or 
of the fortunes of the Ford Motor Co, His 
new broom has swept a good deal of reac- 
tion out of the firm and the new deal in 
Ford’s labor relations is real— but Henry 
Ford II is no socialist. 

“TI don’t know what’s wrong with social- 

m,” he said. ‘I just don’t like it.” 

He sees a trend toward an increasing de- 
pendence of peqple on the Government for 
security —-and instinctively he still doesn’t 
like it. 

“The Government can’t run anything well. 
The postoffice is an exception, maybe, but 
even that—remember when the Government 
tried to fly the air mail?

Not socialism, but co-operation is the com- 
mon sense answer to most American eco- 
nomic and social problems, Ford believes. 
He likes the sound of the word, “‘co-opera- 
tion.” 

Ford believes the union showed a co-op- 
erative attitude in its last negotiations for a 
contract. He hopes that under that con- 
tract Ford can achieve an important in- 
crease in production. The Ford record in 
the recent past is not impressive. There 
have been 773 strikes at Ford in the last 
four and a half years. The efficiency of 
Ford workers has dropped 34 per cent, by 
company estimates. 


Says OPA Ineffective : 
in Stopping Inflation. 


Low production means high costs. Al- 
though there have been no strikes at Ford’s 
American factories since Henry Ford II be- 
came president, strikes in ompanies making 
parts for Ford have cut the estimated pro- 
duction at Ford ty nearly two-thirds. Ford 
in February repoited that it was costing his 
firm more than $1000 to build an automo- 
~‘le which had to be sold at the Office of 
Price Administration ceiling of $728. 

In view of these hard facts Ford believes 
the OPA can provide only an ineffective 
dam against inflation. . 

“The people who sit back and say that 
Government controls will stop inflation are 
all wrong,” he tcld this writer. “Inflation 
is the greatest danger facing this country 
today. It’s a terrible threat. 

‘‘Controls might help in some cases — but 
what we really need is production, 

‘We need to produce more and more 
goods at less and less cost and sell them at 
cheaper and cheaper prices.” 

“o get this kind of production Ford has 
advocated, in a telegram to officials in 
Washington, D. C., that OPA prices be lifted 
from the automobile and supplying indus- 
tries. If he can get the parts, Ford believes 
he can build enough machines to keep the 
unit price down. 

“I've got enough faith in the automobile 
industry to believe it wouldn’t gouge the 
public, ceiling or no ceiling. . We've got to 
look farther ahead than that, and keep the 
good will of the public. 

“I know very well that Ford wouldn’t 
charge any more without an OPA ceiling 
than we'll have to charge anyway, to stay 
in business, If the other manufacturers 
charged more we'd just undersell them.” 

It is a fundamental part of Ford’s philos- 
ophy to reject a reliance on Government to 
control inflation—or for almost anything 
else. He doesn’t even want Government to 
curb labor unions, ‘‘You can’t coerce great 
numbers of Americans into doing something 
that they think is unfair and against their 
best interests,’ he said. 

“You can see that I’m a little bitter about 
Government interference,’’ he told this writ- 
er. “I wish you could sit in this chair for 
a day or a month, or however long it took 
and see how much of that stuff we have to 
put up with.” 


Would Not Lift All 


Price Restrictions. 


Ford, however, does not advocate lifting 
all OPA price restrictions. To the question 
—do.you want price ceilings lifted from food 
and housing?—he gave a simple answer: 

“Hell, no.” 

Even if OPA restrictions were lifted from 
the automobile industry, however, and if 
that succeeded in getting Ford the parts he 
needs, Henry Ford II would not be satisfied. 

“Here in the Ford’ plant,” he said, ‘‘the 
thing that has stood in the way of real quan- 
tity production is that we haven't got high 
productivity of labor.” 

Two things in the recent past have stood 
in the way of high productivity of labor at 


Ford; strikes and low individual production. 


To correct this situation is the challenge of 
‘human engineering’’ that faces Henry 
Ford II, 

“We've made a beginning,” he said, “in 
our contract with the union. It isn’t all we 
wanted, but it’s something. The union has 
given us good co-operation and, boy, we 
need it.”’ 

The union contract provides, among other 
things, that the union accept some responsi- 
bility for stopping wildcat strikes; penalties

atomic energy.”

It should be noted that the 
President’s proclamation. did not 
extend the territorial waters of 
the United States beyond the tra- 
ditional three-mile limit. It was 
stated specifically that the “char- 
acter as high seas” of the waters 
above the shelf was not affected. 
The fact that a nation has sover- 
eignty over a three-mile-wide.Jand 
of open sea around its coasts has 
general acceptance in interna- 
tional law, the basis of the theory 
being that three miles once was 
maximum cannon range, Although 
the. basis no longer is valid, the 
theory has remained and no gen- 
eral extension of the limits of ter 
ritorial waters has been recog- 


iu width, and along the Pacific 
Coast it is from one to 50 miles 
wide, 


What minerals the shelf will 
yield is not known certainly. 
But, as an Interior Department 
spoOsaesman phrased it to the 
Post-Dispatch: 

“The thing that looms as im- 
portant is oil and oil alone.” 


It is the probable presence of 
vast petroleum deposits, coupled 
with legislation now’ before the 
Senate which would renounce Fed- 
eral claim to what are commonly 
known as the tidelands, or area 
from the shore to the three-mile 
limit, that gives particular signif- 
icance to the government action 
on the Continental Shelf at the 
present moment. 


Borchard Testimony. 


_ Here is the reason: 

Testifying last year before the 
Senate Committee investigating 
petroleum resources, Professor Ed- 
win Borchard of Yale University, 
who said he was appearing as a 
witness in behalf of the oil in- 
dustry, asserted that any settle- 
ment concerning title to the mar- 
ginal sea area would legally apply 
also to the entire Continental 
Shelf. Presumably Professor Bor- 
chard was also presenting the 
viewpoint of the oil industry. 


The anticipated prize, if the 
coastal states win final title to 
the marginal sea, is thus vastly 
enlarged to imclude the last re- 
maining source of unexploited pe- 
troleum. Even Speaker Sam Ray- 
burn of the House of Representa- 
tives, whose home state of Texas 
is acutely oil-conscious, told the 
Post-Dispatch last year that if 
the present quitclaim legislation is 
passed renouncing Federal rights 
to the marginal sea, he will sup- 
port new legislation extending 
state ownership to include at least 
15 seaward miles of the shelf. 


In a letter sent to all 48 state 
Attorneys General last autumn, 
William W, Clary, special assis- 
tant Attorney General of Califor- 
nia, who drafted the pending quit- 
claim legislation, asked the Attor- 
neys General to go easy on any 
mention of the Continental Shelf 
until the present legislation was 
passed.

nized. 
Part of Continent. 


In an explanatory statement, the 
White House said that the policy 
proclaimed by the President does 
not touch upon the question of 
federal versus state control It is 
concerned solely with establishing 
the jurisdiction of the United 
States from an international stand- 
point, 


The shelf itself, geologists say, 
is in reality part of the continent 
and generally drops off at a point 
where the depth of the water {fs 
approximately 100 fathoms, or 600 
feet. It then becomes the Contt- 
nental Slope, which leads into the 
great ocean deeps. Putting it an- 
other way, there is just a little too 
much water in the world, with the 
result that the edges of the con- 
tinent are submerged. 


Maps issued by the Interlof De- 
partment, which under an execu- 
tive order has jurisdiction over the 
shelf pending the enactment of 
legislation, show the contour of 
the land running down from Ar- 
kansas, across Louisiana and out 
Into the Gulf of Mexico. In this 
area, Interior Department geolo- 
ists think, may be found 22 bil 
lion harrels of oil, more than 
proved reserves on the continent. 


Oil-Bearing Strata. 


A generalized cross section 
shows the shelf descends gradual- 
ly in almost a straight line from 
the shore to a point about 128 
miles offshore, when it dips gently 
and forms another straight line 
for about 20 miles, then drops 
again. The 100-fathom depth is 
reached about 130 miles offshore, 
where the Continental Slope be- 
gins. The slope extends to a 
point 240 miles from shore, where 
it falls off sharply into the Sigs- 
bee Deep. 


In this cross section known oll- 
bearing strata are traced under 
Arkansas and Louisiana, and it 
is inferred from the geologic struc- 
ture that they continue out into 
the Gulf, perhaps as far as 100 
miles. It is known also that the 
shelf has undergone geologic 
processes that produce oil. Since 
the shoreline has moved often dur- 
ing geologic time, its present lo- 
cation has no bearing on under- 
lying oil. 

Ickes has pointed out that the 
anticipated great wealth of this 
new acquisition is not something 
that may be realized in a few dec-

Junk-Control Nonsense 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

One of the arguments being used in 
the current campaign to lift price con- 
trols would be amusing if it were not 
so loaded with danger for all of us. 
“Remove price controls on manufac- 
tured goods,” we are being told in full- 
page ads and high-priced radio time, 
“and production will step up fast. Goods 
will then pour into the markets and 
within a reasonable time prices will ad- 
just themselves naturally.” 

It is true, of course, that production 
is the only real cure for inflation. So 
long as we have shortages on one hand 
and great purchasing power on the 
other, inflation will continue to threaten 
us. 

But everyone who is old enough to 
remember World War I knows that sim- 
ply to lift price controls would not in- 
sure production. At that time, there 
were no controls. Did goods “pour into 
the market” in a great inflation-curing 
flood? They did not. 

Production in 1919 was 6.5 per cent 
lower than in 1918. In 1920, when prices 
were soaring, production recovered only 
by the amount it had lost the year be- 
fore. In 1921, when prices “adjusted 
themselves naturally,” production sagged 
almost to 1914 levels. 

From 1919 to 1922, the period when 
this “natural adjustment” of prices was 
taking place, 5,600,000 workmen lost 
their jobs. From 1920 through 1922, over 
50,000 businesses went on the rocks, in 
comparison with 6450 failures in 1919. 
From 1922 to 1926, 453,000 farmers lost 
their farms. 

Having paid this price in our own 
generation, when there were no controls 
and we still didn’t get production, why 
should we now be asked to believe that 
we have only to lift the wicked controls 
and goods will come pouring back into 
the market in sufficient quantity to pre- 
vent a sharp rise in prices? 

The relationship between rising prices 
(which mean rising costs in production), 
is particularly clear with regard to hous- 
ing. From 1918 to 1920, construction 
costs went up 60 per cent. Just after 
the war there was a sharp spurt in 
house-building, but it was very short- 
lived. 

In 1920, when building costs were 
soaring, the number of new units built 
dropped off by almost half. In 1922, 
when costs were again low, three times 
as many houses were built as in 1920. 
In other words, when building costs are 
rising, people postpone building. 

Exactly the same situation is in the 
make just now. According to a recent 
curvey by Architectural Forum, 490,000 
families are ready to buy or build homes 
right away, but 37 per cent of them 
would put off building, they said, if 
costs rose by as much as $1000. 

On the face of it, the argument that 
the way to get production is to remove 
price controls seems a bit silly—or 
worse.

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The Atom—Master or Slave? 


Today the Post-Dispatch is publishing a spe- 
cial section to present to its readers what may 
prove to be one of the most important docu- 
ments of the century—a plan for control of 
atomic energy drawn up by a State Department 
board of consultants. Success or failure of this 
plan—or one like it—may mean the difference 
between life and death for those who read these 
words, or for their children, or for their chil- 
dren’s children. ; 

The plan is advanced modestly by its authors 
not as a complete and final answer, but as a 
basis for study and discussion. No doubt study 
and discussion can. improve it; however, those 
who read the text of the plan will realize, we 
believe, that it is so simple and so fundamental 
in its approach that any final solution of the 
atomic energy problem will have to borrow 
heavily from it. 

Meanwhile, as against the modesty of its 
authors, the plan has already received high ac- 
claim and enthusiastic indorsement from top- 
ranking scientists and others who should know 
whereof they speak. Their views are also print- 
ed in the special section. 


Indorsements of Plan 


Under Secretary of State Dean Acheson says 
it is “the most constructive analysis that has 
appeared.” Dr. Vannevar Bush, over-all top 
man in the atomic bomb research, believes it 
to make “the best and most encouraging pro- 
posals I have seen for dealing with the novel 
problem of ... nuclear fission.” John J. McCloy, 
former Assistant Secretary of War, says that “the 
report is distinguished for its helpful, affirma- 
tive and practical approach to the problem of 
» . » huclear energy.” 

President Conant of Harvard adds his “en- 
thusiastic indorsement of the proposal developed 
by the panel of consultants headed by David E. 
Lilienthal.” Chancellor Compton of Washington 
University thinks the plan presents “a sound and 


. constructive basis for solving” the difficult prob- 


lem of management of atomic energy. “In fact, 
it is the only adequate basis that has yet come 
to my attention.” . 
The distinguished physiologist, Dr. A. J. Carl- 
son of Chicago University, says it “is the wisest 
practical proposal so far made by anyone any- 
where.” Dr. F. R. Moulton, secretary of the 
American Association for the Advancement of 
Science, is confident that the report “will be 
regarded as a great historical document, distin- 
guished alike for its scientific excellence and 


' fits statesmanship.” The brilliant William L. Lau- 


rence, science editor of the New York Times, who 
flew over Nagasaki with the atom bomb, does 
not hesitate to say “The Lilienthal report is the 
most constructive and statesmanlike step taken 
so far toward the solution of the greatest prob- 
lem facing the world today.” 


Universal Wave of Fear 


The problem of the atomic bomb has been 
haunting the world ever since it was dropped on 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki. At that time, there 
was a feeling of temporary exultation because 
there seemed little question that these two bombs 
convinced the Japanese that they must sue for 
peace, and because that action saved hundreds 
of thousands of lives. It made unnecessary a 
bloody landing on the shores of the Japanese 
islands. 

This feeling of exultation was soon followed 
by a world-wide wave of fear. The brilliant suc- 
cess of the scientists in forging this unimagin- 
ably destructive weapon demanded of statesman- 
ship an equally brilliant solution of its control 
and, furthermore, of a way to use ‘atomic energy 
for the benefit of man. A test was at hand of 


men’s wisdom, to find out if atomic energy is to 
be the master of mankind or its servant. 

In a rash statement at Reelfoot Lake, Presi- 
dent Truman said that the United States would 
not share its atomic bomb secrets with any other 
nation. In the lower House, men of little minds 
hastily concocted the May-Johnson bill, which 
would have placed scientific research under a 
Gestapo-like surveillance. In the upper House 
was introduced the McMahon bill for atomic 
control, an improvement over the May-Johnson 
bill, but lacking the vision and imagination re- 
quired for a world-wide solution of the question. 


They Slaved and Sweat 


Men of science, blasted from their ivory towers 
into the field of politics, stared aghast at the 
assumption on the part of the Administration, 
Congress and military leaders, that the secrets 
of atomic energy could be preserved by us. They 
were appalled at the hobbles that were contem- 
plated for scientific research. They began to 
make themselves heard. It was impossible, they 
said, to keep the secrets and, if the United States 
tried to do so, the end could only be gn atomic 
armament race that could cause World War III 
and the destruction of civilization. It was crim- 
inal, they added, to place restraints around re- 
search which could make atomic energy the 
peaceful servant of mankind. 

It was in this atmosphere that the Acheson 
committee’s board of consultants sat down this 
year to attempt a solution of the dilemma. They 
were five men of different backgrounds—from 
industry, as represented by Mr. Winne of Gen- 
eral Electric, Mr. Thomas of Monsanto, Mr. 
Barnard of Bell Telephone; from the field of 
pure science as represented by Mr. Oppenheim- 
er; from public life, as represented by Mr. Lili- 
enthal, head of TVA. 

They slaved and sweat and knocked their heads 
together and, as the weeks wore on, a solution 
to the problem began to take form. In the end, 
they were in full agreement. To what they agreed 
is presented on Page 1 of the special section to- 
day in complete text as well as in a highly sim- 
plified digest drawn up by Mr. Winne. 


Impossible Alternatives 


In studying this report, let ‘us consider the 
alternatives to the plan for turning over control 
of the dangerous phases of the atom to an Atomic 
Development Authority which, in turn, would 
make available non-dangerous fissionable mate- 
rial to all nations for the uses of peace. Time 
magazine mentions some of them, which may be 
paraphrased as follows: 

1. Let us keep the bomb to ourselves. It can’t 
be done. 

2. Let the United States give away the bomb. 
A magnificent but foolish and politically impos- 
sible gesture. 

3. Let the United States give the bomb to the 
UN. But if the atomic bomb plants remained in 
the United States, where they could be seized 
by us in case of war, other nations would be as 
insecure as at present. 

4. Let the bomb be controlled by international 
inspection. That would require a world-wide Ges- 
tapo and access to all industrial plants, to which 
no nation would agree. 

The first real ray of light concerning the con- 
trol of atomic energy is in the plan printed in 
today’s Post-Dispatch. It represents the first 
real hope that statesmanship will be able to match 
scientific genius in the harnessing of a new and 
elemental power, monstrous in its capacity for de- 
struction but capable, if used peacefully, of ush- 
ering in a new Industrial Revolution and there- 
by bestowing blessings on all of mankind. 


Mr. Truman on Army Day 

The reality of uneasy peace discounts some of 
the optimism in President Truman’s Army day 
address. 

In so far as Mr. Truman paid tribute to our 
victorious wartime Army, he spoke of an Army 
that no longer exists. When he sketched a world- 
wide foreign policy, he stated principles that 
cannot be enforced without a strong Army. While 
he outlined measures for sustaining our military 
power, these measures have been brought up be- 
fore. and none seems near enactment. 

The President said that the primary need of 
our peacetime Army is extension of Selective 
Service. Yet Republican members of the House 
Military Committee threatened to vitiate the 
President’s words before they were spoken. These 
Congressmen produced a proposal to extend the 
draft, but which in effect would prohibit new in- 
ductions—a fatal joker. 

Neither of the President’s proposals for merg- 
ing the armed forces and for universal training 
is making headway. Naval opposition, and an 
Army-Air Force feud, have so far frustrated the 
Commander-in-Chief’s request for a merger. The 
House committee has abandoned the subject of 
universal training for this year. 

Consequently the Army dwindles, no reason- 
able reserve is being created and the lessons of 
the war on unity of command have not been 
learned. The President talks and Congress fails 
to listen. Behind Congress is the happy heed- 
lessness of the American people, hunting a pros- 
perity at home that depends on peace every- 
where, but unprepared to accept America’s re- 
sponsibility for keeping that peace. 

This great nation is in danger of retiring to 
the empty edifice of its prewar foreign policy, 
wherein it tried to prevent war by moral suasion 
and aggression by documentation, 
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Politics and Hunger 

When Fiorello LaGuardia, new UNRRA direc- 
tor, said that “wheat has no political complexe 
ion,” he forgot the farm lobby in Washington. 
The lobby is holding out for a price increase 
against the new plan to provide wheat for the 
starving abroad. By mixing politics with hunger, 
the lobbyists have surpassed their ordinary self- 
ishness with a cynical disdain for humanity. 

Fred Bailey of the Grange and his lobbying 
cohorts say the way to get relief wheat is to 
raise wheat prices. But under the new plan, 
farmers who sell wheat for the famine areas 
will be guaranteed against a future price in- 
crease. They have nothing to lose. Bailey’s 
gang knows that, but still tries to squeeze a 
price rise out of the desperate need for food 


for relief. He is callous enough to say that farm- 
ers can make more money feeding grain to live- 
stock than selling it“‘as grain. Can he think that 
wheat producers would rather feed pigs than 
starving people? 
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Task for the Security Council 

Poland’s proposal to bring the Spanish ques- 
tion before the Security Council brings to the 
front once again the curious vacillation of Amer- 
ican policy toward Dictator Franco. 

Since the outbreak of the Fascist revolution 
in Spain, in 1936, the State Department has 
been torn between disapproval of Franco and 
an evident fear of doing anything about it. The 
year 1936 is a very long time ago, in terms of 
events since then. One would have thought 
American policy on ‘Spain would have jelled 
before now. It hasn’t. 

We allowed Franco to come to power by co- 
operating with Britain and France to prevent 
republican Spain from obtaining the war ma- 
terials with which to defend herself. Came 
World War II and Franco behaved in precisely 
the manner one would have expected—as a 
junior partner of the Axis powers. This fact 
was thoroughly documented by the State Depart- 


“ment last March 4 when it released state papers 


captured in Europe showing Franco’s relations 
to Germany and Italy. 

At the same time, the governments of the 
United States, Britain and France issued a joint 
declaration calling for the withdrawal of Franco 
and the abolition of his Fascist party, the 
Falange. These things, however, were to be ac- 
complished without civil strife, by the better 
elements in Spain. 

Nothing of the sort has taken place, of course. 
Franco still holds his medieval terror over 
Spain. 

Meanwhile, France, Russia and now Poland 
have suggested that the case of Franco be placed 
before the Council. Britain and. America have 
opposed this—on the grounds that Spain is not 
a threat to international peace. 

It would be hard to find a less consistent 
argument than this. For, if this is true, what in 
heaven’s name were the motives that prompted 
the ineffective “joint declaration’? If Spain 
is no threat to world peace, then let the Security 
Council declare it, and have an end to such 
activities outside the UN as the “declaration.” 

To show our faith in the UN, and to settle 
the Spanish question once and for all, the case 
of Franco should be placed squarely before the 
Security Council at the earliest opportunity. 
Nor, if the case against Franco is sound, should 
the United Nations hesitate to employ the means 
to enforce a decision that Franco must go.

How to Lift the Iron Curtain

Western nations must strive through UN to modify censorship 
which keeps Russia behind curtain of fear, Briton says; cannot af- 
ford to appease Soviet persecution mania; they can balance Stalin's 
claims with demand for free circulation of ideas across all frontiers.

A new specter haunts the world—the ap- 
peasement of suspicion. In 1939 we were 
appeasing the German mania of grandeur: 
today we are appeasing the Russian mania 
of persecution. The chances of success are 
in the second case about the same as in 
the first. 


More drastically even than in recent po- 
litical events, the pitch of the Russian per- 
secution mania was revealed by the gro- 
tesque incidents which marked the Russian 
footballers’ first visit to England. These 
athletes, who had never been abroad be- 
fore, moved through London with the de- 
fiant wariness of an expedition among 
African head-hunters. 


They refused to touch chicken sand- 
wiches offered them by the football asso- 
ciation—if Maxim Gorki was poisoned by 
a plot engineered from abroad, as we all 
officially know, what would be more nat- 
ural than to poison a simple Russian foot- 
baller? 


Russia’s Mania of Suspicion 


On the whole, as one columnist pointed 
out, their visit did more harm to Anglo- 
Soviet understanding than three diplomatic 
conferences. 


I mention this curious episode to illus- 
trate that. the suspicion of the outside 
world has become a mass psychological fac- 
tor throughout the Soviet Union. As long 
as this pathological condition exists, all 
hope for genuine world co-operation is 
illusory. But it-is also an illusion to think 
that the mania of suspicion _can be cured 
by little pills of appeasement. 


During the war, pressure was brought 
upon the press and radio in Britain not to 
utter any criticism which might upset-our 
Soviet ally’s delicate temper. But as it 
passed through the filter of Soviet censor- 
ship, the gentle cooing:of the Western 
voices became transformed into the bark- 
ing of mad imperialistic dogs. 


The majority of Soviet citizens never 
heard of Dunkerque, of Bataan, of El Ala- 
mein; what they heard were reports that 
we were sitting back in our armchairs 
watching the Russian people bleed to 
death. 


Two Reasons for Distrust 


What historical reasons prompted the 
leaders of the Soviet state to create sys- 
tematically, since 1918, this artificial cli- 
mate? There were two reasons why the 
common man in the U.S.S.R. had to be vac- 
cinated with the serum of distrust against 
foreign influences. The first was external, 
the second internal. 


The external reason Is fairly obvious, 
The Western powers had supported the 
armies of the counter-revolution during the 
civil war; they persecuted Communists; 
they waited hopefully for the collapse of 
the Soviet regime and tried in various 
ways to speed it up; their reactionary press 
and politicians spread shameless lies about 
conditions in Russia. 

Western countries had, of course, as 
sound reasons to be suspicious of Russia. 
However, by the middle '30s the average 
man in the West had lived down that 
trauma. He was able to do that because 
a free press, free discussion, uncensored 
books, etc., had gradually enabled him to 
gee things in their proper perspective, 

Thus the original shock was gradually 
lived down in the West, while it artificially 


was fanned and preserved by the central- 
ized propaganda apparatus of Soviets. 
Why? We now come to the second, inter- 
nal, cause for this attitude. 


Transformation of Soviet Eurasia from 
a backward agrarian to a modern indus- 
trial country was a gigantic task which re- 
quired gigantic sacrifice imposed upon the 
population, 


A Secret from the Masses 


This sacrifice consisted of exporting food 
and raw materials in order to import ma- 
chinery, and concentrating on heavy indus- 
try instead of producing commodities. But 
it would have been too much to expect the 
masses to understand the paradox that 
workers and peasants in a Socialist coun- 
try were worse off in food, clothing and 
housing than workers and peasants under 
the capitalist yoke. 


So the fron curtain was lowered all 
around Russia. No Soviet citizen, except 
on special permission, was allowed te leave 
the country or make friends with foreign 
journalists and engineers in Russia. Non- 
fraternization was the motto of Russian 
contacts with the outside world. The state 
monopoly in information did the rest to 
give the Russian masses their grotesquely 
distorted picture of conditions in the West. 


So much for the genesis of suspicion. 
What can we do to break it down? 


Since the end of the war, the U.S.S.R. has 
raised certain claims in Southeastern Eu- 
rope, the Middle and Far East and North 
Africa. The Western powers, who have 
no territorial counter-claims to make, 
should pursue instead the demand for psy- 
chological disarmament, including: 


Demand to Circulate Ideas 


1. Free access of foreign newspapers, pe- 
riodicals, books and films to the U.S.S.R., 


2. Such modifications of Russian censor- 
ship as to permit the free circulation of in- 
formation about the outside world through- 
out Soviet territory. 


3. Free access for accredited journalists, 
parliamentary committees, etc., to Russian 
occupied territory, 


4. Abolishing of restrictions on travel for 
foreigners in Soviet territory and for So- 
viet citizens abroad. 


5. Active co-operation with Western pow- 
ers in organization of “vacations abroad” 
schemes, on a mutual exchange basis, for 
students, teachers, writers, workers and 
professional men, 


The demand for the free circulation of 
ideas across frontiers, for restoring the 
arrested bloodstream of the world, should 
be raised at every meeting of the Big 
Three, Security Council committees and 
Assembly of UN; it should be made a pre- 


condition of concessions in the geograph- 


ical, economical and scientific field. 


To get it accepted, the use of all levers 
of pressure, political and economical, would 
for once be morally justified. For the al- 
ternative for the next two decades before 
us is one world—or no world at all.

Novel About a War Flyer 


Lloyd Wendt in the Chicago Tribune Magazine 
of Books. 
“Never So Young Again,” by Dan Brennan. 
hart & Co., New York.) 

Dan Brennan, young Minneapolis news- 
paper man, fought with the Royal Cana- 
dian Air Force and the United States Army 
Air Forces, participating in 52 combat mis- 
sions. He was wounded twice, survived 
three crash landings, and received the Sil- 
ver Star for gallantry. 

“Never So Young Again,” his first novel, 
based on his wartime experiences, was pub- 
lished successfully in England in 1944 and 
now is offered to American readers. 

Meanwhile, Brennan has returned to his 
newspaper job and is working on a second 
novel. 

This book is In many respects autoblo 
graphical and may be accepted as an au- 
thoritative account not only of a young 
man’s reaction to the grim experience of 
war, but also of his attempts to adjust 
himself among an alien people who speak 
his language, but who differ from him in 
many ways,

In this latter aspect, Mr. Brennan’s book 
has undoubtedly proved of value to Brit- 
ish readers seeking a down-to-earth ex- 
planation of the attitudes of the Amer 
can GI, 

The story concerns Mack Norton, an 
American with the Canadian Air Force, 
who falls in love with an English girl, 
Diana. Their romance provides interludes 
for battle and barracks scenes in which 
Brennan demonstrates his greatest 
strength. The reader experiences war 
through Norton, a sensitive, but often in- 
adequately articulate youth, who finds in 
fighting much more bitter disillusionment 
than glory. 

The book is characterized by an intense 
realism. Many of the scenes are strongly 
realized, particularly that in which the 
bomber pilot, Craven, who once, from fear, 
refused to fly, meets his death in an air 
battle.

But the style, as a whole, while exhibit- 
ing a Hemingway touch, does not, unfor- 
tunately, approach the Hemingway talent. 
The author’s adoption of a second-person 
technique, effective in several scenes, pre 
sents difficulties he has not surmounted 
too successfully, and the result is a jolting, 
erratic style hampering his story. 

Despite these shortcomings, there is 
much honesty and sincerity demonstrated 
in “Never So Young Again,” plus frequent 
evidence of genuine talent. Young Mr, 
Brennan should definitely try again,

MERICAN newspaper readers can now be sure they are re- 
ceiving news from a great part of the world without censorship. 
However, areas of blackout and brownout remain. 


Of all these, Soviet Russia is the largest. 
Definite restrictions also remain in two of Russia’s western 


neighbors, Poland and Hungary. 


In Germany, the Russian-occu- 
pied zone is the only section in 
which foreign newsmen are unable 
to operate at wild. 

In Latin America, regulations 
range from complete freedom to 
a strict censorship in Paraguay. 

China has abolished the last of 
her restrictions. The military 
censors of southeast Asia have put 
away their pencils. Press mes- 
sages flow freely in and out of 
Japan. 

There has also been a consider- 
able improvement in press freedom 
within other countries, but there 
is still only a handful which enjoy 
anything like what is known to 
Americans and British as free- 
dom of the press, and even in the 
most liberalized areas newsprint 
shortages hold the dissemination 
of information to a fraction of that 
to which the United States is ac- 
customed. 


Europe 


A world survey of news condi- 
tions by the Associated Press 
shows the following situations, 
geographically grouped: 

Albania—News freedom for 
American reporters was one of the 
conditions for United States rec- 
ognition. Correspondents transmit 
their dispatches directly through 
Allied military channels without 
Albanian superVision. 

Austria — No pre-censoring of 
domestic press, but newspapers 
are subject to post-publication 
ecrutiny and held responsible for 
their content by the military gov- 
ernment. In the United States 
zone there is no censorship, but 
outgoing press dispatches are 
channeled through the Army pub- 
lic relations section and one copy 
is taken on the theory that head- 
quarters must know what is being 
sent. The British system is simi- 
lar, One difficulty of foreign 
correspondents is that, with the 
play of forces among the occupy- 
ing powers and between those 
powers and the Austrian govern- 
ment, Much news must be sent 
without attribution of qualifica- 
tion. 

Belgium — The constitution 
grants freedom of the press and it 
-Means just what it says. News- 
print is rationed. 

Britain — No censorship. Most 
papers are down to four pages, 
although some froze their circula- 
tion to print editions of six and 
eight pages. 

Bulgaria—No restraint on dis- 
patches by foreign correspondents. 
Co ies are translated, however, 
primarily for the information of 
the ministers concerned. Restora-| 
tion of freedom of speech and of 
the domestic press is among de- 
mands made on the government 
by opposition parties. 

Czechoslovakia—Political and 
economic news sources are easing 
and members uf the government 
are holding a growing number of 
press conferences. No censorship 
of outgoing messages. 

Dea.mark—No censorship. News- 
print rationed. The large Copen- 
hagen dailies average 16 pages. 
Foreign agencies operate freely. 

Finland—Domestic press receives 
official “guidance” on matters re- 
lating to the armistice and similar 
subjects with the view of avoid- 
ing complications with the contro] 
commission. Censors listen to tele- 
phone conversations and some- 
times interrupt. 

France— No censorship. Any 
newspaper allowed by the govern- 
ment to publish is permitted 
enough newsprint for a normal 
sized single sheet or a two-sheet 
tabloid, served by the government- 
subsidized Agence France Presse 
or any other domestic or foreign 
agency. 

Germany—Press under strict 
Allied supervision. All news in 
the Soviet zone is pre-censored. 
A Gérmany agency under French 
military contro] censors all news 
in the French zone. In the British 


and American zones licensed pub- 
lishers are held responsible for) 
what they print. Foreign corre- | 
spondents have freedom in all sec- 
tors except the Russian zone out-| 
side Berlin, where they are limit- | 
ed to conducted tours.

Greece—There is no censorship 
of any kind. Newspapers are sin-

The government propaganda de- 
partment, headed by Antonio 
Ferro, acts as an official news 
agency and, along with other 
material, supplies official state- 
ments and propaganda which 
newspapers are expected to carry 
“as is.” All news agencies must 
submit their copy to the censor 
— delivery to newspaper of- 
ices. 


Romania—Soviet censorship of 


all news, whatever the source, 
was provided for in the armis- 
tice. In addition, Romania has its 
own censorship setup. The Rus- 
sians have voluntarily released 
major Allied correspondents from 
censorship and _ correspondents 
from minor Allied countries re- 
port little trouble. However, re- 
porters from bordering nations 
such as Turkey have sometimes 
been unable to clear even ma- 
terial which had appeared in the 
local press because the censor 
held that it might create a bad 
impression in their homelands. 

Russia—Censorship of outgoing 
correspondence was transferred 
March 1 from the foreign minis- 
try to the administration for the 
affairs of literature and publica- 
tions, called Glavlit, whose chief 
job is censoring domestic press 
and radio material. Dailies such 
as Pravda, Izvestia and Red Star 
ordinarily publish four pages, in- 
cluding one page of foreign news 
supplied by Tass, the official news 
agency. Tass bureaus abroad ob- 
tain news from the Associated 
Press and other sources, which 
are duly credited, 

Spain—A limited relaxation of 
censorship of the Spanish press 
was announced March 26, but ‘the 
decree warned against attacks on 
Spain’s unity or security or per- 
sons or institutions of the gov- 
ernment and the Catholic church. 
Foreign correspondents are not 
subject to censorship, but com- 
plain of the difficulty of obtaining 
information, the slowness of of- 
ficial sources and poor commu- 
nications. 

Sweden—Foreign correspondents 
have been working freely and 
without censorship since last July. 
Swedish newspapers also operate 
without restrictions and world 
news comes in freely. 

Switzerland—No restrictions on 
the domestic press or foreign cor- 
respondents. 

Yugoslavia—No restraint on dis- 
patches of foreign correspondents. 
However, correspondents are held 
strictly accountable for what they 
send and are subject to punitive 
action in case of the transmission 
of “false” dispatches. 


Levant, Neighbors 


Egypt—No direct censorship 
on foreign correspondents, but res- 
ident visas are subject to the gov- 
ernment approval. The Egyptian 
press syndicate recently com- 
plained of internal censorship, cit- 
ing confiscation of some editions, 
Premier Ismail Sidky Pasha said 
the action was to suppress calls 
for a revolution. World news is 
received freely. 

Iran—Premier Ahmed Qavam 
and Prince Firouz, propaganda di- 
rector, state that no censorship 
exists and assure correspondents 
of their co-operation. Qavam ex- 
pressed appreciation to American 
newspapermen March 24 for pre- 
senting “an unprejudiced picture 
of the Iranian problem to the 
American public.” Firouz, how- 
ever, has asked reporters to con- 
sider his office “the only compe- 
tent source of official news.” The

Indochina—The French some- 
times unofficially seek to suppress 
unfavorable news by refusing to 
transmit it via the government- 
operated radio. 

Indonesia—The press is entirely 
uncensored in Dutch territory and 
correspondents are free to report 
the news. Newsprint is scarce. 

Japan—Supreme command cen- 
sors all papers and radio sta- 
tions, “deleting anything which 
might impede the occupation.” 
Authorities say very little incom- 
ing Associated Press news is de- 
leted. No censorship of outgoing 
dispatches. The domestic news- 
print supply is estimated to be 
20 per cent below the current 
tightly ‘rationed consumption. 

Korea—No censorship of in- 
coming and outgoing dispatches. 
Domestic newsmen subject to rep- 
rimand or arrest for “false or in- 
flammatory matter.” Papers are 
limited to a single sheet. 

Malaya—British require that all 
incoming news be received and 
distributed through the govern- 
ment-operated Malayan Posts and 
Telegraph. Short newsprint sup- 
plies are allocated by the Brit- 
ish military administration. 

Philippines—No censorship 
whatever. Imports easing news- 
print situation for the stronger 
prewar papers, but the supply for 
postwar starters is still tight. 


The Americas 
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Argentina—No censorship of for- 
eign correspondents and no re- 
strictions on domestic press. How- 
ever, as in most South American 
countries, cable companies are 
held responsible if any news is 
sent which is officially regarded 
as against the interest of the 
state, News agencies receive news 
from abroad through discretionary 
'permits of the government. 
| Brazil, Bolivia, Colombia, Can- 
ada—No censorship. 

Mexico—Censorship is maintain- 
ed, althougs it was officially re- 
ported abolished after the war. 
Censors are posted in press as- 
sociation offices, but never censor 
news going abroad or coming into 
the country. Domestic news 
gathered by Mexican organizations 
is scrutinized and “detrimental or 
unkind phraseology” about the 
government or high officials is 
deleted. Rarely, if ever, is an en- 
tire story killed. Domestic press, 
is not under restrictions except 
the moral and political influence 
inevitable in a governmental 
party country. All foreign agen- 
cies operate freely. 

Ecuador—‘‘Free expression of 
any opinion, whatever the means 
to express it and spread it,” guar- 
anteed by the constitution. 

Chile—The government allows 
both domestic and foreign report- 
-ers freedom of action, but imposes 
an unofficial censorship of cable 
and radio during crises to pre- 
vent transmission of any dispatch 
“which threatens the security of 
the state.” The domestic press 
follows the same orientation in 
regard to publication of material 
considered dangerous to national 
security.

A Hitchcock Script. 


It is important to note that 
“firmness and patience” are a 
continuing policy, with strong 
Senatorial and public support, for 
the very simple reason that the 
chapter is not closed by the un- 
conditional Soviet commitment to 
withdraw Russian troops from 
Iran. The Soviets employ a wide 
range of methods to gain their 
ends. Take, for example, a tale 
from Rumania, which sounds like 
an episode from the Alfred Hitch- 
cock film, but is rated as entirely 
probable by an official American 
source, 

Some time ago, the Soviets be- 
an to be inconvenienced by the 
continued presence in Rumania of 
King Michael and the Queen 
Mother, who are awaiting the yer- 
dict of a plebiscite on their future. 
The NKVD was ordered into 
action, and detailed a Russian 
NKVD officer for the job. He in 
turn hired a Romanian officer, 
who was to do what was necessary 
with a minimum of fuss. Unhap- 
pily, the Romanian succumbed to 
nerves, and liquidated himself in- 
stead of the King and Queen. The 
higher authorities of the NKVD 
then investigated the Russian who 
had chosen such a poor tool, found 
him guilty of high living and 
dubious female associations, and 
liquidated him, carefully arrang- 
ing that his death should be an- 
nounced as the work of “Fascist 
terrorists.” : 

Agents at Work. 

The situation of the Romanian 
dynasty is certainly not an inter- 
esting subject, but the little tale 
is significant because it is neces- 
sary to grasp that this kind of 
thing is quite possible in very 
large areas of the world today. 
Only by understanding that much, 
is it possible to grasp in turn the 
stern and calculated determina- 
tion which characterizes much 
larger and more far-reaching So- 
viet maneuvers. Take for exam- 
ple Iran, where Byrnes’ “firmness 
and patience” has just scored an 


initial success, The Soviet troops 
may go, but they will leave be- 
hind a Middle Eastern problem of 
the most difficult kind, which 
Soviet agents have very astutely 
and capably prepared. 

Recent reports from Iran in- 
dicate that the Azerbaijanian sep- 
aratists are being heavily armed 
by the departing Russians, as are 
the forces of the “autonomous 
Kurdish Republic.” The Moscow 
press is declaring that the Sanjak 
of Alexandretta, a Turkish prov- 
ince, is Kurdish at heart. And 
now American cables add a new 
group-—-the Assyro-Chaldaeans — 
to the list of Middle Eastern racial 
minorities with new arms, new 
ambitions to become independent 
states, and new friends in Moscow. 
This fighting tribe is being en- 
couraged to form another “auton- 
omous republic.” Meanwhile So- 
viet agents are carrying on an 
active campaign to gain over Mo- 
hammedans all over the Middle 
East. 


The Practical Lessons. 


The purposes of these moves 
are obvious. The sponsorship of 
the independence movements in- 
creases the pressure on Iran to 
accede to Soviet demands. At the 
same time, a general hell’s brew 


ig produced in the Middle Kast 
as a whole,. which further under- 
mines British influence, and 
creates conditions for further Rus- 
sian penetration. 

The methods employed by the 
Soviets are distinctly tough and 
cold blooded, but the American 
policy-makers do not succumb to 
spasms of useless moral indigna- 
tion because the Soviets are seek- 
ing in these ways to promote what 
they regard as their national in- 
terests. National interest invar- 
iably conditions the policies of na- 
tion states. It is recognized that 
Soviet maneuvers seem novel be- 
cause the Soviet type of nation 
state is sufficiently closely organ- 
ized to do this sort of thing in an 
efficient way. It is also recog 
nized, however, that what is hap- 
pening now is a pretty good sub- 
stitute for the use of military 
force; that it means Soviet objec- 
tives have not changed, and that 
“firmness and patience” will there- 
fore be needed for a long time to 
come. 

More important still, it is in- 
creasingly accepted that putting a 
temporary stop to Soviet imperial- 
ist advances in Iran or elsewhere 
is only a needed first step. The 
political and economic backward- 
ness of the Middle and Far East, 
the hunger and misery of Europe, 
are the factors which make it rel- 
atively easy for the Soviets to ad- 
vance. If these iactors are not 
removed by positive, constructive 


action, the Soviet advance will 
soon begin again, no matter how 
often it is halted.

WASHINGTON, April 6 (AP) 
the close of his first year in the 


White House, apparently is still unembittered by the taunts of 
his critics, loyal to his friends and his political philosophy. ‘ 
A year of continuing crises has not dimmed his sunny disposition 
nor robbed him of that bouncing vitality that is the envy and wonder 


of his associates. 


The 12 months brought to the 
White House doorstep the thrill 
ef proclaiming the _ victorious 
ends of two wars—over Germany 
and Japan—and the unprecedent- 
ed problems of reconversion at 
home, rehabilitation and new 
outbreaks of controversy abroad. 

Truman once said that he found 
each week “a little more hectic” 
than the last. “To do something 
about it,” he told a group of gov- 
ernment personnel heads, was his 
way to get ready for another cri- 
sis “just around the corner.” 

He mildly observed on a few 
occasions that the crises always 
got more publicity than their set- 
tlement. 

Franklin D. Roosevelt lay dead 
at Warm Springs, Ga., when the 
nearly 61-year-old Vice President 
Truman was whisked to _ the 
White House last April 12 to take 
the oath as his successor. 

Hurrying up to the Senate the 
next day, he confided to news- 
paper friends: “Last night, the 
whole weight of the moon and 
stars fell on me.” 

Except for growing confidence, 
President Truman has changed 
little from his days in the Senate. 

It is still his view that Franklin 
DP. Roosevelt's economic and s60- 
cial welfare programs should be 
carried through. 

His insistence that they be car- 
ried out only as fast as a major- 
ity of the people is willing to go 
has won him criticism from some 
labor and other followers of Mr. 
Roosevelt. 

At the same time, he has been 
criticized by certain Southern 
Democrats and some Republicans 
on Capitol Hill who say he has 
been following the CIO-Political 
Action Committee line. 

Left-of-Center Philosophy. 

As Vice President, Truman 
summed up his own political 
philosophy last year before a 
Washington's birthday audience 
at Jefferson City, Mo. 

In telling how he regarded 
Missouri, he said his home state 
politically, as well as geographi- 
cally, is a little left of center, 
“leaning toward neither extreme.” 

He said it has found that “it 
is disastrous to permit either 
radicals or reactionaries to obtain 
control of our political affairs.” 

Widely-differing groups at 
times have said that he lacks a 
positive program. 

He called upon Congress for a 
21-point reconversion program. 
When it showed no disposition to 
grant him most of it, he carried 
his case to the people in January 
in his first “fireside chat” over 
the radio. 

Four months later most of what 
he sought—expanded unemploy- 
ment compensation coverage at 
higher rates, national health in- 
surance, universal military train- 
ing and other postwar legislation 
—still 
committees. 

Truman journeyed by land, sea 
and air upwards of 28,000 miles, 
including the round trip to Pots- 
dam for his first “Big Three” 
meeting. 

His C-54 luxury plane, “Sacred 
Cow,” carried him about Europe 
(after he left. the cruiser Augusta 
at Antwerp); to the West Coast 
for a Washington state vacation 
and a speech to the postwar se- 
curity conference at San Fran- 
cisco; and four ttmes to Grand-

93-year-old Mrs. Martha E, Tru- 
man. 

This new “prisoner” of the 
White House makes many escapes. 
While he cannot slip out to the 
corner drug store or poke around 
the clothing store in search of a 
oy bow tie, he does get about a 
ot.

Leslie Biffle, secretary of the Sen- 
ate, can count on seeing the Presi- 
dent whenever he can slip away 
to have lunch with them. He likes 
nothing more than to be able to 
spend an evening with the boys of 
the National Press Club, the 
White House correspondents or 
the radio writers at their annual 
dinners. 

He’s no fisherman, but he likes 
long walks, an occasional swim 
and most of all a friendly game of 
poker. He likes to play for pen- 
nies as well as for higher stakes, 
and gets as much fun out of los- 
ing as winning. 

He seldom takes more than a 
couple of drinks at a gathering. 
Nowadays he seems to prefer 
scotch and soda to bourbon, his 
old favorite. 

White House Schedule. 

Occasionai:y he relaxes by cruis- 
ing on the Potomac river in his 
presidential yacht, the Williams- 
burg, with his family or a group 
of friends. 

Whenever he gets an opportun- 
ity, he sits down at a piano to 
run throush one of the classics. 
If anybody laughs, it is the Presi- 
dent himself, who insists he is a 
“very poor” player. 

The one-time farm boy has, to 
use the words of one of his aides, 
“all F o'd bad habits.”

sippi, they can move elsewhere. 
But people in a community will 
see that their neighbors don’t 
starve. In my time I’ve seen them 
help each other build barns. It’s 
up to them to work out their own 
difficulties. That’s what “makes 
them strong. Nobody had to feed 
me when I was a kid.” 

“Do you think we would have 
had our present highway system 
if the Federal Government had 
not aided the states?” I asked. 

“Perhaps not,” Sumners.  an- 
swered. “But we would have got 
good roads later on. If the good 
Lord had intended us to have 
roads all over the country, he 
would have blanketed the country 
with a highway system. Instead, 
He gave us difficulties to over- 
come.” 


A Religious Man. 
Throughout the interview, Sum- 
ners repeated belief in a Supreme 
Being which directs the destiny of 
man. Inherently he is a religious 
man, and it is not surprising that 

he writes mystic poetry. 


This religious feeling and his 
study of history account for his 
attitude toward centralized gov- 
ernment, which he says is the re- 
verse of popular government. His 
basic premise is that the Supreme 
Intelligence originally directed 
this country toward popular gov- 
ernment and that this great plan 
is being frustrated by ambitious 
men who are usurping the powers 
of the people. 

Sumners is especially annoyed 
at what he calls the worship of 
the “Founding Fathers” of this 
country. He insists that they were 
“finding Fathers”; that is, that 
they used ideas which events had 
created. He will talk about. this 
during his forthcoming crusade. 


Here is a typical example of his 
reasoning: 

“Your Constitution and mine 
existed in the very nature of 
things before there was any posi- 
tive precept. It is perfectly evident 
wheng you examine life that the 
Almighty God intended that men 
should be free. In God Almighty’s 
economy He does not attempt to 
protect human beings against dif- 
ficulties. In fact, He creates dif- 
ficulties.” 

Here is another example: 


“Popular governments grow as 
a tree grows. Man can help but 
he cannot create, and he can help 
only when he works in harmony 
with nature. Not only must those 
who establish the visible evidences 
of a popular government and pro- 
vide its functioning machinery 
work in harmony with natural 
law, those who operate that ma- 
chinery must do that thing also. 
We seem to have overlooked that 
fact. We seem to have overlooked 
the fact that everywhere there is 
law which directs and limits hu- 
man discretion, The physician rec- 
ognizes it. The farmer recognizes 
it. The builder recognizes it, and 
those who operate the machinery 
of this Government must begin to 
recognize it. We will have to face 
about. Nature compels respect for 
her plan as much by the limita- 
tion imposed upon human ¢Ca- 
pacity as by the capacities given 
to human beings. When the limit 
of human capacity is reached, 
that is the end of argument.

journeys about the country he can 
simplify his words. When the 
writer persisted that he would 
have to be more specific, he re- 
plied that he wanted to strip the 
Federal government of all of its 
usurped powers, and particularly 
he wanted the people to under- 
stand that Congress could not 
go on spending vast sums to be 
spent on local projects. 

How It Started. 


“IT know how it all started,” he 
said. “Down South we thought 
the damnyankees were getting our 
money through the tariff and it 
was all right for us to get some 
of it back through Federal spend- 
ing. In those days management 
was in power and wanted a cen- 
tralized government it could con- 
trol. Now other fellows are in 
power and they call themselves 
progressives and liberals, They 
are not, They are reactionaries, 
The true liberal wants power in 
the people, not the government. 
History shows that I am right. 

“Now if you strip the Federal 
government down to its essen- 
tial functions, you won’t have to 
worry about reorganizing Con- 
gress. Senators and Representa- 
tives will have time to study leg- 
islation they have to vote on and 
they won't have to be running 
around to the departments ask- 
ing favors for their constituents. 

“A man can’t serve two masters 
—his people and the central gov- 
ernment. Now, on the one hand, 
he is expected to vote on legis- 
lation for the people; on the other, 
he is asking the Président to-give 
him an appointment for somebody. 
How is he going to vote inf a sit- 
uation like that—for the people 
or for the central government?” 

Sumners had no specific ex- 
amples to cite when asked to 
elaborate his charge that the Fed- 
eral government ,had become an 
“instrumentality of favoritism, 
tyranny, oppression and corrup- 
tion.” . 

As to corruption, he said that 
he was thinking about “the na- 
ture of things” rather than ac- 
tual corruption, which he believed 
virtually ‘non-existent in the Fed- 
eral ‘government, partitularly in 
Congress. 

Elated Over Response. 


“But where you have a situa- 
tion,” he said, “in which a go0- 
called bureaucrat can make a de- 
cision whether a citizen will get a 
million or three million dollars in 
some case pending before one of 
the executive departments, you've 
put him in a position of great 
temptation and I don't know how 
long a man would be able to with- 
stand it.” 

The" Judge” frankly admits that 
he doesn’t know how far he will 
get with his personal crusade. He 
is elated over the response he has 
received from his announcement 
that he would take his cause to 
the country. He has been invited 
to discussion groups from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific, and has been 
solicited to write books and maga- 
zine articles on the restoration of 
popular government. 

He concedes that his may be a 
lost cause, that the people will 
continue to look to Washington 
for social and economic legisla- 
lation, that they want their Con- 
gressmenh to be errand boys, 

“There is too much talk today 
about. ‘results,’” he told the 
writer.“I'll do my best, and when 
I do my best, I consider that a 
success. I can’t do more.” 

The House, where he has be- 
come an almost legendary figure, 
will miss “Judge” Sumners. His 
learned discourses on_ consti- 
tutional law and American history 
have brought him a large follow- 
ing. He was opposed to President 
Roosevelt’s Supreme Court pack- 
ing plan, and many persons be- 
lieve that had the House had a 
chance to vote on it, Sumners 
would have been largely instru- 
mental in its rejection there. 

Perhaps one reason for Sum- 
ners’ economic, social and _ eco- 
nomic views is his own career. He 
was born near Fayetteville, Tenn., 
of well-to-do parents who lost 
their money in the “Cleveland 
panic of 1893” after moving to 
Dallas County, Tex. He comes 
from what he calls “thinking 
folks” and he had to begin sup- 
porting the family when he was 
18 instead of going to college. 

He had finished high school and 
started reading law with a firm 
in Garland, Tex., near Dallas, 
When he was 25 years old, he was 
elected county prosecuting attor- 
ney and served two terms. He was 
elected to Congress in 1913, when 
the city of Dallas had a popula- 
tion of 40,000. Today it has about 
300,000 residents, 

He has never married and does 
not smoke or drink. His swearing 
is mild and usually colloquial. His 
hobby has been the study of 
British and American constitu- 
tional history. His exercise is 
walking into the country. 

His duties as chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee are heavy 
and he has many callers. To get 
away from these distractions, he 
has a hide-away office in the 
basement of the Capitol, where he 
does his most serious studying 
and working. Only the most im- 
portant telephone calls are put 
through to this office, in which 
there is no secretary. 

He has been giving his speech 
on States’ rights for 30 years to

are provided for those participat- 
ing in such “illegal strikes.” 
“That’s a big step,” Ford said. 
“The more responsible labor lead- 
ers want to take that responsibil- 
ity, I believe, but this is the first 


glimmer of real labor responsi- 
bility, down in black and white in 
a contract.” 

The contract also provides that 
Ford may reward by promotions 


t+} workers who are efficient produc- 
:iers, rather than promoting strictly 


according to the number of years 
a worker has been with the com- 
pany—by seniority, Seniority will 
govern promotions, under the con- 
tract, only where “merit and abil- 
ity and past performance” are 
equal, This modification of senior- 
ity promotions seems to Ford to 
be another big step in the direc- 
tion of higher productivity of 
labor. 

“Seniority,” he said, “is the 
most detrimental thing there is to 
contend with in running a shop. 
It tends to prevent the man with 
the know-how from getting ahead. 
It stifles ambition. Only the men 
who don’t like to work want sen- 
lority—a minority. 

“Of course, I can see why they 
wouldn't want a man with 30 years 
experience to be laid off when 
the company would keep a man 
who had only a year or 80 Of ex- 
perience, That shouldn’t happen. 

Believes Unions Are Changing. 

“Also, I can see that some com- 
panies might promote men who 
had been against the union and 
hold back union leaders—but there 
is no question of that with us. 
We've got a union shop; everyone 
belongs to the union.” 

Ford thinks union leaders will 
be more and more willing to help 
him achieve high productivity of 
labor. He believes the union ac- 
ceptance of the modification of 
seniority promotions is a straw 4n 
the wind, 

“You know,” Ford sald, “it used 
to be that union leaders preached 
only ‘Spread the jobs around. Don’t 
work too hard. Give everybody 
a chance.’ I think that’s changing. 

“IT think you'll find that intelli- 
gent union leaders are changing 
their thinking. They’re coming 
around to the idea that the more 
the men work and the harder they 
work the higher their pay will be 
—and the more jobs, even, there 
will be for everyone. 

“I know one company that sold 
the union leaders on their time 
standards (the amount of produc- 
tion expected of a worker in a 
given period of time), and the 
union leaders went right out and 
sold the men on their time stand- 
ards, 

“We always consult our union 
leaders in making up our time 
standards. I think they’re getting 
sold on the idea, too.” 

Besides working closely with the 
union, Ford is trying to get closer 
to his employes directly. This, he 
said, does not mean he believes in 
paternalism. 

“There’s nothing at all in pater- 
nalism,” he said. “I don’t believe 
in mollycoddling employes, That’s 
no damned good at all.” 

Nor is Ford trying to cireum- 
vent the union. Recently he pre- 
pared a letter to be mailed to all 
Ford employes. 

“We asked our union leaders if 
it was O.K. with them,” Ford said, 
“and they said they had no o 
jections.” 

That letter, Ford added, is the 
first of a series. It’s pretty 
general, but I’m going to write 
one every month and take up our 
problems with the employes as 
they arise, 

“In the first letter I tell the 
employes how badly we need pro- 
duction. Hell, I really believe 
they'llebenefit and everybody will 
if we can get real productivity 
in the plant, 

“IT explain that it’s manage- 
ment’s job to plan production, and 
what labor’s job is—to produce. 
But I say that the public is the 
real boss. We've got to get real 
productivity and low costs. I'll 
explain. that. That'll mean lower 
prices—but. higher wages, too. 

“Most of all I tell them that we 
can only get the kind of produc- 
tion we need by real teamwork— 
teamwork between management 
and labor.” 

Ford also plans’ considerable 
changes in Ford publications for 
employes. 

Favors Decentralization, 

“The ones we had,” he said, 
“were aimed at dealers and the 
public, as well as at employes. 
They were neither fish nor fowl, 
and were doing a lousy job for all 
of them.” 

Whatever methods he uses, how- 
ever, Ford admitted the great size 


b- | 


of the Ford Motor Co. is in itself 
a serious handicap in establishing 
close employer-employe relations. 

“The ideal shop is small enough 
so that the boss can know every- 
one who works there,” said the 
man who employes 121,000 work- 
ers. 

“IT believe in decentralization. 
That doesn’t mean that I want to 
break up our River Rouge plant. 
Don’t say I want to do tnat. 

“But if we could have more com- 
plete plants, from top to bottom, 
it would give everyone more in- 
centive to. get ahead. The boss 
would have a better chance to 
know everyone in his plant—and 
there would be more opportunities 
to be boss.” 

No amount of sharing responsi- 
bilities with labor unions and 
co-operating with employes can 
eliminate the importance of indus- 
trial management, Ford said. 

“Management has got to decide 
what to build. It’s got to engineer 
the product and decide how much 
of it to build. Management has 
got to decide how to sell the prod- 
uct and what to charge for it. 

“Ultimately, also, management 
must decide what wages it will 
pay. It should pay the going rate. 

“Well, I'll say management 
should pay just as high wages as 
it ean, without curtailing re- 
investment in the business. 

“A business that doesn’t _re- 
invest is on the way out. Anyway, 
when a business gets as big as it 
wants to be it can keep on re- 
investing to make the plant a bet- 
ter place to work in. Re-invest- 
ment is very important. 

“That's the trouble with unions, 
lots of times, If a union sees your 
books they say, ‘hell, you put too 
much back in the business,’ It's 
hard to get them to see the man- 
agement’s viewpoint there, 

“One thing I think management 
is responsible for, though, is to 
avoid layoffs. I don’t mean de- 
pressions. If we get a general de- 
pression I don’t think anyone can 
do much about it. But I mean 
seasonal unemployment, in the 
automobile business. 

“One way might be to change 
models over a period. You could 
build two models at once, say a 
1946 model and a 1947 model, You 
could sett the old model at a 
somewhat lower phrice, like in a 
bargain basement. Stores just take 
the goods from upstairs to the 
basement and put a different tag 
on them. 

“We could do the same thing 
with automobiles, That would 
help keep everyone working the 
year around. We wouldn’t have 
layoffs for retooling. , 

“T don’t know whether that 
would work or not, but it’s an 
idea. It’s never been tried in the 
'automobile industry.” 

Ford said that industrial 
workers “should have a feeling 
of individuality on the _ job, 
should be paid decent wages and 
‘should work in a favorable en- 
vironment.” Then the young auto- 
mobile executive laughed at him- 
self, 

“IT got that out of a book,” he 
said, “I agree with it though.” 

Henry Ford II said he would 
like to see his company do quite 
a ‘few thing® for its employes 
that it isn’t doing. “I'd like to see 
a pension plan at Ford,” he said, 
“but we can’t afford that, yet. 


| Government Interfered. 
| “We did have a plan under 
which employes could invest their 
savings with the company. We 
paid them as high as 14 per cent 
interest. Then the Securities and 
Exchange Commission came along 
and said we couldn’t do that un- 
less they could see our books, 
“That was before my time, but 
|we said ‘go to hell. We'll just 
‘drop our plan.’ So we did. That's 
‘one way to get rid of Government 


| interference.” 


| A minimum annual wage for 
|employes has been _ discussed 
among Ford executives, but Henry 
|Ford II (#8 not sure whether he 
favors it or not, “I’m afraid it 
| wouldn’t provide an incentive for 
| production,” he said, “and its pro- 
‘duction we need, now.” It was at 
'this point that Ford pointed out 
'that even he gets an “incentive 
'bonus,” if he is able to make the 
firm pay sufficient profits. 

Ford does not believe any 
worker need be afraid of “working 
himself out of a job.” 

“Everyone said when they mass- 
produced automobiles a lot of 
workers would lose their jobs. 
They didn’t. The automobile in- 
dustry created all sorts of new 
jobs, in filling stations, mending 
roads and doing lots of other 
things that no one thought of at 
the time.” 

Nor is Ford afraid of wage in- 
creases, given high-volume produc- 
ition. “Remember when Grandad 


raised wages to $5 a day? Boy, 
productivity sure jumped then. 

“I still believe in high wages— 
and high productivity.” 

Ford is going to continue to be 
a “lone wolf” in the automobile 
industry. 

“We're all lone wolfs,” he said. 
“That’s what makes the industry 
great.” 

Henry Ford II believes in the 
automobile industry—and in the 
Ford Motor Co. He is, however, 
no crusading zealot. His suits run 
to grays. He adheres to the com- 
pany rule prohibiting smoking in 
the office, but occasionally has a 
cigarette outside. He has not fol- 
lowed his grandfather in teetotal- 
ism, but drinks very moderately. 

Horror of Extremes. 

His apparent horror of extremes 
has led the automobile industry 
generally to underestimate young 
Ford, At Yale he was not a 
particularly brilliant student. He 
began studying engineering, then 
switched to sociology. 

The high point of his college 
career came in his senior year, 
when he was made manager of 
the crew. He left Yale in 1940 
after four years, during which he 
did not accumulate enough credits 
for a degree. 

The occasion for his leaving 
was his marriage to Anne Mc- 
Donnell, whom’ he had met four 
years before aboard the otherwise 
luckless French liner, Normandie. 
Miss McDonnell was one of 14 
children of the James Francis 
McDonnells of Manhattan and 
Southampton, Long Island, a 
wealthy family by any standard 
except Ford's, 

Like the Fords, the McDonnells 
are scandal-free and undivorced. 
Unlike the Methodist Fords, how- 
ever, the McDonnells are Catholic. 
Henry Ford II took his religious 
instruction from Msgr. Fulton J. 
Sheen and was baptized into the 
faith the night before his wedding. 
He is, however, as moderate in 
his religious feelings ‘as in other 
things. 

The biggest influence in his life, 
Ford said, were his parents. Edsel 
Ford, his father, died in 1943. 
Shortly after that Henry Ford II 
was released from the Navy, 
where he had served in a training 
job with the rank of lieutenant, 
junior grade, and began comin 
to the Ford executive offices every 
morning. 

Henry Ford I had all but re- 
tired, but on the death of Edsel 
Ford he resumed the title of presi- 
dent of the Ford Motor Co., and 
began breaking young Henry Ford 
into the business. The first Henry 
Ford was then 80 years old, 

Top power, under the elder 
Ford, then was held by Harry H. 
Bennett, for many years head of 
Ford’s strong-arm “service de- 
partment,” who exercised vast 
and often despotic control over 
much if not all of the Ford em- 
pire. Until his death, Edsel Ford 
was never able to break Bennett’s 
power. 

It is reported in Detroit that 
Mrs. Edsel Ford made it a con- 
dition of Henry Ford II’s ascen- 
sion to the presidency that no 
one, not even Bennett, would 
hold power over him. In any 
event, Henry Ford II has been 
the boss in name and fact since 
his grandfather resigned the 
presidency and retired, last Sept. 
21, writing to the board of direc- 
tors a letter recommending “that 
it consider the appointment of 
my grandson, Henry Ford II, as 
my successor.” 

Bennett’s Power Broken. 

Bennett's power was broken, 
and he severed active connection 
with the firm. The star of Henry 
Ford II has been rising since that 
day. 

Ford takes advice from older 
heads. Those who work for him 
say he knows how to delegate 
authority. His policy committee 
consists of John S. Bugas, 33 
year-old former Federal Bureau 
of Investigation agent and head 
of the industrial relations depart- 
ment at Ford; J. R. Davis, head 
of the department of sales and 
advertising; B. J. Craig, vice- 
president and treasurer; M. L. 
Bricker, vice-president in charge 
of production; C. H. Carroll, di- 
rector of purchasing; R. H. Mc- 
Carroll, executive engineer, and 
H. L. Moekle, secretary and as- 
sistant treasurer. 

Ideas in Ford’s public addresses 
are his own, he said, Like other 
busy executives, however, he often 
accepts assistance from his pub- 
lic relations advisers in wording 
those addresses. 

When this writer asked young 
Ford point-blank if he were boss 
at the Ford Motor Co., his answer 
was not qualified. 

“Sure. I overrule the policy com- 
mittee, sometimes. Sometimes I 
even overrule myself.” 


CONTINENTAL SHELF 


SAID TO POSSESS 
VAST OIL DEPOSITS 
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ered from under 600 feet of water 
and distant from the shore, but 
engineers believe methods can be 
worked out, especially if there ap- 
pears to be a large enough stake. 
The worst hazard would be that 
of storms; the depth of the water 
is not thought a considerable bar- 
rier. Oil is being removed from 
a well 90 feet below the surface 
of Lake Maracaibo, in Venezuela, 
one of the deepest submerged 
wells. 

Geologists think there may be 
areas of the continental shelf off 
the Pacific Coast which contain 
oil, and that petroleum may be 
located off the coast of Alaska. 
The Standard Oil Co. of New 
Jersey is making soundings within 
the three-mile limit off Cape 
Hatteras. However, the Gulf of 
Mexico offers the greatest prom- 
ise of oil-bearing structures at the 
present time. 


Petroleum History. 

Petroleum production began in 
the Gulf coast areas of Louisiana 
and Texas 45 years ago, and since 
then geologists have been so suc- 
cessful in finding new deposits 
that the region contains about one- 
fifth of the nation’s proved oil 
reserves, The existence of numer- 
ous large and productive deposits 
along the coast and prospecting 
in the marshes, bayous, lakes and 
coastal bays of Louisiana have 
made it evident that productive 
areas extend into the Gulf. 


a mile offshore from Cameron 
Parish, Louisiana, was discovered. 
It proved to have a productive 
area of about a square mile and 
was under about 25 feet of water. 
In 1941 a second field was dis- 
covered in the gulf nearly two 
miles offshore from Jefferson 
county, Texas. Several other fields 
have been developed in bays, and 
an oil company has made a seis- 
mograph survey to a distance of 
26 miles off the Louisiana coast. 

The Interior Department has 
made preliminary plans for its 
proposed survey, but must wait 
on Congress for the necessary ap- 
propriation. The cost has not been 
figured, but is expected to run 
to several million dollars. The 
following methods for surveying 
the shelf may be used, singly or 
in combination: 


Magnetic surveys, which can be 
made rapidly from airplanes and 
which can furnish information on 
the magnetic properties of sub-

We are impressed also by the aspect of the plan 
which concentrates in the hands of the international 
agency only the activities which it is essential] to control 
because they are dangerous. to international security, 
leaving as much freedom as possible to national and pri- 
vate research and other activity. 

We wish to stress two maiters brought out in the board’s 
report—matters of importance in considering the report’s 
proposals as they affect the security of the United States 
both during the period of any international discussion of 
them and during the period required to put the plan into 
full effect. 

The first matter concerns the disclosure of informa- 
tion not now generally known. The report points out 
that the plan necessitates the disclosure of information 
but permits of the disclosure of such information by pro- 
gressive stages. 

In our opinion, various stages may upon further 


study be suggested. It is enough to point out now that 
there could be at least four general points in this pro- 
gression. 

Certain information, generally described as that re- 
quired for an understanding of the workability of pro- 
posals, would have to be made available at the time of 
the discussions of the proposals in the United Nations 
Atomic Energy Commission, of the report of the commis- 
sion in the Security Council and General Assembly of 
the United Nations and in the national legislatures which 
would be called upon to act upon any recommendations 
of the United Nations. 

We have carefully considered the content of this in- 
formation, and in our discussions with the board have 
defined it within satisfactory limits. We estimate the 


posals I have seen for dealing with the novel problem posed 
by our ability to utilize the power of nuclear fission. 
‘‘Undoubtedly improvements in varions phases of the pro-. 
posals of the report can be accomplished through further 
thought of the same high quality. Sincere reasoned discussion 
of the problem is the duty of every American, and the con- 
sultants have made such discussion feasible. For they have 
laid down a positive, practical, common-sense basis for gen- 
eral consideration and the formation of national policy. 
‘‘From the policy developed by calm and thorough con- 
sideration of the proposal that is so definitely and rationally 
presented in this report can come a working plan of action, 
This will give the United States a sound opportunity for 
working effectively in the international deliberations neces- 
sary for bringing the beneficial potentialities of atomie 
energy into the peaceful service of mankind, and for taking 
an important step down the long and difficult road toward 
finally and completely banishing war from this earth.”’

‘Highlights of Report—By One of Its Authors 


Here are the highlights of the State Department's Board of Con- 
sultants’ Report on the International Control of Atomic Energy. 
It was prepared by Harry A. Winne, a member of the board, who 
is vice president of the General Electric Co. in charge of engineer- 
ing policy. 


SIMPLE agreements between nations to forego using 

atomic weapons will not give adequate security. This 
is unpleasant, but true. 

A police-like international inspection system attempt- 

ing to detect violations of such agreements, and with 
no other purpose, holds no promise of success. 


3 The facts which led to the development of the plan 
* . ’ . . 

of control recommended are: (A) Uranium is the 
only available natural substance that can maintain a 
chain reaction. It is the key to all foreseeable means of 
developing atomic energy. (B) With natural uranium 
available, fissionable materials for bombs can. be pro- 
duced, but ‘‘denatured’’ fissionable materials can also 
be produced which could not be converted into bombs 
without major industrial developments which should be 
readily detectable. (C) ‘‘Denatured’’ fissionable mate- 
rials are entirely suitable for industrial and other peace-

(C) -Leasing denatured fissionabie 
materials for use by nations or their citizens in peace- 
time developments of atomic energy, under a reasonable 
license and inspection system.

5 Under the plan, individual nations and their citizens 

* would be permitted and encouraged to carry on 
peaceable, or “‘safe.’’ undertakings, such as: (A) nuclear 
research, using small, non“*dangerous quantities of fission- 
able materials; (B) manufacture and use of radioactive 
materials; (C) development and operation of large atomic 
power plants employing ‘‘denatured’’ material. 
6 In other words, all ‘‘dangerous’’ activities would be 

* carried on, not merely inspected, by a live, function- 
ing international authority, with a real purpose in the 
world, capable of attracting competent personnel. A large 
field of ‘‘safe’’ activities would be open to individual 
nations, their industries and institutions. 
7 The authority’s ‘‘dangerous’’ production plants, 

* stockpiles, ete., will be strategically distributed geo- 
fraphically. If a nation, bent on atomic war, should seize 
the plants within its borders this would be a clear warning 
to the world, and other nations could take similar or other 
appropriate steps. Probably at least a year would be re- 
quired after such seizure to produce bombs. Therefore, 
the plan can provide a great measure of security against 
surprise attack, 

United States now has a monopoly of atomie bombs 
and production facilities, but, whether or not we 

embark in a system of international control, we eannot 
maintain that monopoly. Other nations, in time, can equal, 
and perhaps surpass, us. 
9 With a plan of international control of atomie energy 
° effectively in operation, we shall know what other 
nations are doing. Without such a plan, we shall fear 
what they are doing, and that fear will grow, and grow, 
and grow,

degree of its importance and the effect of its disclosure 


to be as follows: 


If made known to a nation otherwise equipped by 
industrial development, scientific resources and possess- 
ing the necessary raw materials to develop atomic arma- 
ment within five years, such disclosure might shorten that 
period by as much as a year. Whether any nation—we 
are excluding Great Britain and Canada—could achieve 
such an intensive program is a matter of serious doubt. 

If the program were spread over a considerably 
longer period, the disclosure referred to would not short- 


en the effort appreciably. 


The next stage of disclosure might occur 


when the 


proposed international organization was actually estab- 
lished by the action of the various governments upon the 
report of the United Nations. At this time the organiza- 
tion would require most of the remaining scientific 
knowledge but would not require the so-called technical 
know-how or the knowledge of the construction of the 


bomb. 


By the time the organization was ready to assume 
its functions in the field of industrial production it 
would, of course, require the technological information 
and know-how necessary to carry out its task. 

The information regarding the construction of the 
bomb would not be essential to the plan until the last 
stage when the organization was prepared to assume 
responsibility for research in the field of explosives as 
an adjunct to its regulatory and operational duties. 

The second matter relates to the assumption or trans- 


fer of authority over physical things. 


Here also the plan 


permits of progress by stages beginning in the field of raw 
material production, progressing to that of industrial pro- 
duction, and going on to the control of explosives. 

The development of detailed proposals for such schedul- 
ing will require further study and much technical competence 
and staff. It will be guided, of course, by basic decisions of 


high policy. 


One of these decisions wi 


ll be for what period of time 


the United States will continue the manufacture of bombs. 
The plan does not require that the United States shall dis- 
continue such manufacture either upon the proposal of the 


plan or upon the inauguration of the internat 


ional agency. 


At some stage in the development of this plan this is re- 


quired. 


But neither the plan nor our transmittal of it 


should be construed as meaning that this should or should 
not be done at the outset or at any specific time. 
That decision, whenever made, will involve considera- 
tions of the highest policy affecting our security, and must 
be made by our government under its constitutional proc- 
esses and in the light of all the facts of the world situation. 
Your committee, Mr. Secretary, awaits your further in- 
structions as to whether you believe it has performed the 
task vou assigned to it and may now be discharged, or 
whether you wish it to go further in this field under your 


guidance.

energy. 

Since Feb. 25 this board has met 
almost continuously, developing 
and writing the following report. 
Our absorption in this task does 
not, of course, assure the sound- 
ness of the recommendation which 
is the product of our deliberations. 
But it is relevant as a measure of 
how important and urgent we feel 
it to be that the Government and 
the people of the United States de- 
velop a rational and workable 
plan, before the already launched 
international atomic armament 
race attains such momentum that 
it cannot be stopped. 

We have concluded our de- 
liberations on this most difficult 
problem, not in a spirit of hope- 
lessness and despair, but with a 
measure of confidence. It is our 
conviction that a satisfactory 
plan can be developed, and that 
what we here recommend can 
form the foundation of such a 
plan. 

It is worth contrasting the 
sense of hope and confidence 
which all of us share today with 
the feeling which we had at the 
outset. The vast difficulties of 
the problem were oppressive, 
and we early concluded that the 
most we could do would be to 
suggest various alternative pro- 

, indicate their strengths 
and limitations, but make no 
recommendations. But as we 
steeped ourselves in the facts 
and caught a feel of the nature 
of the problem, we became more 
hopeful. 

That hopefulness grew not out 
of any preconceived “solution” 
but out of a patient and time- 
consuming analysis and under- 
standing of the facts that throw 
light on the numerous alterna- 
tives that we explored, 

Five men of widely differing 
backgrounds and _ experiences 
who were far apart at the out- 
set found themselves, at the end 
of a month’s absorption in this 
problem not only in complete 
agreement that a plan could be 
devised but also in agreement 
on the essentials of a plan. We 
believe others may have a simi- 
lar experience if ag similar 
process is followed. 


industrial experts and geolo-

We have described the process 
whereby we arrived at our recom- 
mendation, to make it clear that 
we did not begin with a precon- 
ceived plan. There is this fur- 
ther reason for describing this 
process. Others would have a 
similar experience if they were 
able to go through a period of 
close study of the alternatives 
and an absorption in the salient 
and determining facts. Only then, 
perhaps, may it be possible to 
weigh the wisdom of the judg- 
ment we have reached, and the 
possibilities of building upon it. 

The plan of the report itself 
may be briefly described, as an 
aid in reading it: 

In Section I we examined the 
reasons that have led to a com- 
mitment for the international 
control of atomic energy and 
the early proposal for realizing 
this objective by a system of 
inspection. 

In Section II the essential 
characteristics of a workable 
plan for security are stated, and 
the considerations that favor 
the development of a plan are 
set out, By the time this dis- 
cussion is concluded, the out- 
lines of a workable plan as we 
see it are apparent. 

In Section III the essentials 
of an organization that puts 
such principles into effect are 
described, 

In Section IV we consider the 
problems of the transition per- 
iod leading from the present to 
the full operation of the plan. 
We have tried to develop a re- 
port that will be useful, not as a 
final plan, but as a place to be- 
gin, a foundation on which to 
build. 

Many questions that at later 
stages should and must be asked 
we have not touched upon at all. 
We recognize that securing the 
agreement of other nations to 
such a plan will raise questions, 
the precise contours of which can 
hardly be drawn in advance of 
international meetings and nego- 
tiation. 

We have not, of course, under- 
taken to discuss, much less to try 
to settle, problems of this char- 
acter. The newly created Atomic 
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Energy Commission of the United 
Nations; when its deliberations 
begin, will deal with many of 
these in ‘joint discussion. Indeed, 
this process of joint internation- 
al discussion is itself an integral 
part of any program for safe- 
guards and security. 

We desire here to express our 
great indebtedness to the secre- 
tary of the Secretary of State's 
Committee on Atomic Energy, Mr. 
Herbert S. Marks, assistant to the 
Under Secretary of State, and to 
the secretary of this board, Mr. 
Carroll L. Wilson. They have con- 
tributed in many ways to the work 
of the board. Whatever value our 
work may prove to have owes a 
great deal to their acumen, dili- 
gence and high quality judgment. 
We wish especially to thank Gen. 
Groves and his associates in the 


Manhattan District and the in- 
dustrial contractors for facilitat- 
ing our inspection of the installe- 
tions at Oak Ridge and Los Ala- 
mos,,and Capt. Joseph Volpe Jr., 
for ._his liaison services. We are 
also indebted to a number of other 
officers and staff members of the 
Manhattan Project for their co- 
operation. As a result of this co- 
operation we have had unlimited 
access to the entira range of facts 
and activities involved in our as- 
signment, and this has been most 
helpful. 

It has not been possible for se- 
curity reasons to set forth in this 
report all of the facts which we 
have taken into account, but we 
believe that those which are set 
forth are a sufficient basis for a 
useful appraisal of our conclu- 
sions and recommendations. 


Section I--Background 
of the Problem 


HIS report is a preliminary 
study of the international con- 
trol of atomic energy. It has 
been prepared to contribute to the 
clarification of the position of the 
United States representative on 
the United Nations Commission 
on atomic energy set up by resolu- 
tion of the United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly to inquire into all 
phases of this question. 
The Commitment for 
tional Control. 

We were given as our starting 
point a political commitment al- 
ready made by the United States 
to seek by all reasonable means 
to bring about international ar- 
rangements to prevent the use of 
itomic energy for destructive pur- 
poses and to promote the use of 
it for the benefit of society. 

It has not bee. part of our as- 
signment to make a detailed an- 
alysis of the arguments which 
have led the Government of the 
United States in concert with 
other nations to initiate these 
steps for international action. 

By way of background, however, 
it is useful to. review some of the 
main reasons which have influ- 
enced the people of the United 
States 2nd its Government in this 
course. These reasons were first 
definitely formulated in the 
Agreed Declaration of Nov. 15, 
1945, issued by the President of 
the United States and the Prime 
Ministers of the United Kingdom 
and Canada. An understanding of 
the declaratio s in that document 
will itself throw considerable light 
on the criteria by which any spe- 
cific proposals for international 
control may be judged. 

The Agre.d Declaration cites 
three reasons for seeking interna- 
tional control. This declaration 
recognizes that the development 
of atomic energy, and the appli- 
cation of it in weapons of war, 
have placed at the disposal of 
mankind “means of destruction 
hitherto unknown.” The American 
people have l:eeiu quick to recog- 
nize the really -evolutionary char- 
acter of these weapons, particu- 
larly as weapons of strategic bom- 
barament aimed at the destruc- 
tion of enemy cities and the era- 
dication of their populations. 

Enough has been said to make 


Interna- 


unnecessary a repetition of the 
probable horrors of a war in 
which atomic weapons were used 
by both combatants against the 
cities of their enemy. But it is 
hardly possible to overestimate 
the deep impression of horror 
and concern which insight into 
these future possibilities has made 
so widespread, 

The second point recognized in 
the Agreed Declaration is that 
there can be no adequate military 
defense against atomic weapons. 
A great mass of expert testimony 
is involved in an appreciation of 
the firmness of this point, but it 
appears to be accepted without 
essential reservation, and subject 
only to an appropriate openmind- 
edness, about what the remote 
future of technical developments 
in the arts of war may bring. 

The third point, and again we 
quote from the Agreed Declara- 
tion, is that these are weapons 
“in the employment of which no 
Single nation can in fact have a 
monopoly.” 

Of the three, this is perhaps 
the most controversial. Strong 
arguments have been brought for- 
ward that the mass of technical 
and scientific knowledge and ex- 
perience needed for the success- 
ful development of atomic weap- 
ons is so great that the results 
attained in the United States can- 
not be paralleled by independent 
work in other nations. 

Strong arguments have also 
been put forward that the degree 
of technical and industrial ad- 
vancement required for the actual 
realization of atomic weapons 
could hardly be found in other 
parts of the world. 

These arguments have been met 
with great and widespread skep- 
ticism. 

It is recognized that the basic 
science on which the release of 
atomic energy rests is essen- 
tially a world-wide science, and 
that in fact the principal find- 
ings required for the success of 
this project are well known to 
competent scientists throughout 
the world. 

It is recognized that the in- 
dustry required and the tech- 
nology developed for the realiza- 
tion of atomic weapons are the 
same industry and the same 
technology which play so essen- 


tial a part in man’s almost uni- 
versal striving to improve his 
standard of living and his con- 
tro] of nature. 

It is further recognized that 
atomic energy plays so vital a 
part in contributing to the mili- 
tary power, to the possible eco- 
nomic welfare, and no doubt to 
the security of a nation, that the 
incentive to other nations to 
press their own developments is 
overwhelming. 

Thus the Agreed Declaration 
bases its policy on the revolution- 
ary increases in the powers of de- 
struction which atomic weapons 
have injected into warfare, and on 
the fact that neither counter- 
measures nor the maintenance of 
secrecy about our own develop- 
ments offers any adequate pros- 
pect of defense. 

There are perhaps other consid- 
erations which have contributed 
to the popular understanding of 
the necessity for international con- 
trol, although they do not appear 
explicitly in the Agreed Declara- 
tion. 

The United States is in a rather 
special position in any future 
atomic warfare. Our political in- 
stitutions, and the historically 
established reluctance of the Unit- 
ed States to take the initiative in 
aggressive warfare, both would 
seem to put us at a disadvantage 
with regard to surprise use of 
atomic weapons. This suggests 
that, although our present posi- 
tion, in which we have a monop- 
oly of these weapons, May appear 
strong, this advantage will dis- 
appear and the situation may be 
reversed in a world in which 
atomic armament is general, 

The atomic bomb appeared at 
the very end of hostilities at a 
time when men’s thoughts were 
naturally turning to devising 
methods for the prevention of 
war. The atomic bomb made it 
clear that the plans which had 
been laid at San Francisco for the 
United Nations Organization 
would have to be supplemented by 
a specific control of an instrument 
of war so terrible that its uncon- 
trolled development would not 
only intensify the ferocity of war- 
fare, but might directly contribute 
to the outbreak of war. 

It is clear, too, that in the solu- 
tion of this relatively concrete and 
most urgent problem of protecting 
mankind from the evils of atomic 
warfare, there has been created 
an opportunity for a collaborative 
approach to a problem which could 
not otherwise be solved, and the 
successful international solution 
of which would contribute im- 
measureably to the prevention of 
war and to the strengthening of 
the United Nations Organization. 

On one hand, it seemed unlikely 
that the United Nations Organi- 
zation could fulfill its functions 
without attempting to solve this 
problem, On the other hand, there 
was hope and some reason to be- 
lieve that in attempting to solve 
it, new patterns of co-operative ef- 
fort could be established which 
would be capable of extension to 
other fields, and which might 
make a contribution toward the 
gradual achievement of a greater 
degree of community among the 
peoples of the world. 

Although these more general 
considerations may appear sec- 
ondary to the main purpose of this 
report, they are not irrelevant to 
it. There is another phrase of the 


Agreed Declaration which rightly 
asserts “that the only complete | 
protection for the civilized word 
from the destructive use of scien- 
tific knowledge lies in the pre- 
vention of war.” 

The proposals which we shall 
make in this report with regard 
to the international control of 
atomic energy must of course be 
evaluated against the background 
of these considerations which have 
led to the universal recognition of | 
the need for international control. 

We must ask ourselves to what 
extent they would afford security 
against atomic warfare; to what 
extent they tend to remove the 
possibility of atomic weapons as a 
cause of war; to what extent they 
establish patterns of co-opera-| 
tion which may form a useful 
precedent for wider application. | 

We ourselves are satisfied that | 
the proposals in this report pro-| 
vide the basis of a satisfactory an-| 
swer to these questions. | 


Early Ideas on Safeguards. | 


So much for the main outline of | 
the political action that led to the| 
setting up of the United Nations’ 
commission on atomic energy. 
There is a further aspect of the 
general background that also re- 
quires discussion at the outset. | 

When the news of the atomic 
bomb first came to the world 
there was an immediate reaction | 
that a weapon of such devastating 
force must somehow be eliminat-| 
ed from warfare; or, to use the. 
common expression, that it must! 
be “outlawed.” 
That efforts to give specific con-| 
tent to a system of security have 
generally proceeded from this ini- | 
tial assumption is natural enough. | 
But the reasoning runs immedi-| 
ately into this fact: ° | 

The development of atomic | 
energy for peaceful purposes and | 
the development of atomic en- | 
ergy for bombs are in much of 
their course interchangeable and 
interdependent. From this it 
follows that although nations 
may agree not to use in bombs 
the atomic energy developed 
within their borders, the only 
assurance that a conversion to 
destructive purposes would not 
be made would be the pledged 
word and the good faith of the 
nation itself. 

That this fact puts an enormous | 
pressure upon national good. faith | 
and that indeed it creates sus-| 
picion on the part of other nations | 
that their neighbors’ pledged word | 
will not be kept is accentuated by 
the unusual characteristics of 
atomic bombs, namely, their devas- 
tating effect as a surprise weapon | 
—that is, a weapon secretly de-| 
veloped and used without warning. | 

Fear of such surprise violation 
of pledged word will surely break 
down any confidence in the 
pledged word of rival countries 
developing atomic energy if the 
treaty obligations and good faith | 
of the nations are the only assur-| 
ances upon which to rely. 

Such considerations have led to 
a preoccupation with systems of | 
inspection by an_ international | 
agency to forestall and detect vio-| 
lations and evasions of interna- | 
tional agreements not to use atom- | 
ic weapons. For it was apparent 
that without international enforce- 
ment no system of security holds 
any real hope at all. 

In our own inquiry into possi-'| 
bilities of a plan for security we} 
began at this point, and studied /

We have concluded unan- 
imously that there is no pros- 
pect of security against atomic 
warfare in a system of inter- 
national agreements to outlaw 
such weapons controlled ONLY 
by a system which relies on in- 
spection and similar police-like 
methods. 

The reasons supporting this 
conclusion are NOT MERELY 
TECHNICAL, but primarily the 
inseparable political, social, and 
organizational problems involved 
in enforcing agreements be- 
tween nations each free to de- 
velop atomic energy but only 
pledged not to use it for bombs. 

Nationa] rivalries in the de- 
velopment of atomic energy 
readily convertible to destruc- 
tive purposes are the heart of 
the difficulty. So long as in- 
trinsically dangerous activities 
may be carried on by nations, 
rivalries are inevitable and fears 
are engendered that place so 
great a pressure upon a system 
of international enforcement by 
police methods that no degree 
of ingenuity or technical com- 
petence could possibly hope to 
cope with them. 


a factory of whose principle of de-. 
sign and operation one has never 
heard. One cannot effectively iIn- 
spect if the purpose of the operae- 
tor is to conceal the discoveries 
by which he hopes to evade inspec¢. 
tion. 

In a field as new and as sub- 
ject to technical variation and. 
change as this, the controlling’ 
agency must be at least as in- 
ventive and at least as well in- 
formed as any agency which may 
attempt to evade coztrol. 

Human Factors in Inspection. 

Even more important that the 
technical difficulties of realizing 
an adequate system of inspection, 
against a background of national 
rivalry in the field of atomic 
energy, or through an organiza- 
tion whose major or whose sole 
directive is suppressive, are the 
many human factors which in 
such an arrangement would tend 
to destroy the confidence and the 
co-operation essential to its suc 
cess. 

The first of these appears when 
we ask whether it would in fact 
be possible to recruit the very 
large and very highly qualified or 
ganization of experts and adminis- 
trators needed for the work. 

The work itself, which would be 
largely policing and auditing and 
attempting to discover evidence of 
bad faith, would not be attractive 
to the type of personne! essential 
for the job. The activity would of 


We emphasize this fact of na- 
tional rivalry in respect to in- 
trinsically dangerous aspects of 
atomic energy because it was 
this fatal defect in the common- 
ly advanced proposals for out- 
lawry of atomic weapons cou- 
pled with a system of inspec- 
tion that furnished an important 
clue to us in the development of 
the plan that we recommend 
later in this report. 

We are convinced that if the 
production of fisslonable mate- 
rials by national governments 
(or by private organizations un- 
der their control) is permitted, 
svstems of inspection cannot by 
themselves be made “effective 
safeguards ... to protect com- 
plying states against the hazards 
of violations and evasions.” 


It should be emphasized at this 
point that we do not underesti- 
mate the need for inspection as a 
component, and a vital one, in 
any system of safeguards—in any 
system of effective international 
controls. 

In reading the remainder of this 
section it is essential to bear in 
mind that throughout the suc-

sole safeguard) would be to as- 


sure observance of international!

and others which have as their! 
‘purpose peaceful applications of | 
— energy would be permit-| 


ted. 
The fact that in much of their 


course these two types of activity 
are identical, or nearly identical. | 


makes the problem one of peculiar 
difficulty, 

In our study of the technical 
factors involved in appraising sys- 
tems of inspection, we were great- 
ly aided by consultations with the 
Technical Committee reporting to 
the War Department on the tech- 
nical aspects of this problem.

We are indebted to this uniquely 
qualified group of experts for help- 
ful discussions and for making 
available to us many of their re- 
ports, without which we should 
doubtless have been very much 
slower to understand the situa- 
tion. 

As a result of our work with 
this Committee, we are clear: 
That every stage in the activity, 
leading from raw materials to 
weapon, needs some sort of con- 
trol, and that this must be 
exercised on all of the various 
paths that may lead from one to 
the other; that at no single 
point can EXTERNAL control 
.of an operation be sufficiently 
reliable to be an adequate sole 
safeguard; 

That there is need for a very 
extensive and technically highly 
qualified and varied staff if the 
job is to be done at all: 

That the controlling agency 
must itself be active in research 
and development, and well in- 
formed on what is an essentially 
living art; and 

That, for effective control, the 
controlling organization must be 
as well and as thoroughly in- 
formed about the operations as 
are the operators themselves. 

Finally—and this we regard as 
the decisive consideration—we 
believe that an examination of 
these and other necessary pre- 
conditions for a_ successful 
scheme of inspection will reveal 
that THEY CANNOT BE FUL- 
FILLED IN ANY ORGANIZA- 
TIONAL ARRANGEMENTS IN 
WHICH THE ONLY INSTRU- 
MENT OF CONTROL IS IN- 
SPECTION. 

A fundamental objection to an 
agency charged solely with inspec- 
tion is that it will inevitably be

One cannot look intelligently for

mense and dreary task. 

The presence of a large number 
of “foreigners” necessarily having 
special privileges and immunities 
inquiring intimately ard gener- 
ally into industrial and mining 
operations would be attended by 
serious social frictions. 

For adequate inspection the 
numbers are large. As an exam- 
ple, it has been estimated that 
for a diffusion plant operated 
under national auspices, to offer 
any real hope of guarding against 
diversion, 300 inspectors would be 
required. They would have to 
check not merely accounts and 
/measuring instruments but also 
|individuals personally. Inquiries 
| would need to be made of indi- 
viduals without regard to rank or

Industrial secrets would be at 
least to some extent open to “pry- 
ing.”

In Developing 


NTRODUCTION—At the outset 
| of our inquiry we were preoccu- 

pied with some way of making 
an inspection system provide se- 
curity. This is a preoccupation 
that is apparently common to 
most people who have seriously 
tried to find some answer to the 
extraordinarily difficult problem 
presented by the atomic bomb. 

But as day after day we pro- 
ceeded with our study of the facts 
concerning atomic energy, and re- 
flected upon their significance, we 
were inescapably driven to two 
conclusions: 

(a) The facts preclude any 
reasonable reliance upon inspec- 
tion as the primary safeguard 
against violations of conventions 
prohibiting atomic weapons, yet 
leaving the exploitation of atom- 
ic energy in national hands; 

(b) The facts suggest quite 
clearly a reasonably and work- 
able system that may provide 
security, and even beyond secur- 
ty, foster beneficial and humani- 
tarian uses of atomic energy. 

WHAT SHOULD BE THE 
CHARACTERISTICS OF AN EF- 
FECTIVE SYSTEM OF SAFE- 
GUARDS: 

It may be helpful to summarize 
the characteristics that are desir- 
able and indeed essential to an 
effective system of safeguards; in 
other words, the criteria for any 
adequate plan for security. 

a. Such a plan must reduce to 
manageable proportions the 
problems of an_ international 
policy against atomic warfare. 

b. It must be a plan that pro- 
vides unambiguous and reliable 
danger signals if a nation takes 
steps that do or may indicate 
the beginning of atomic warfare. 

Those danger signals must flash 
early enough to leave time ade- 
quate to permit other nations— 
‘alone or in concert—to take ap- 


propriate action. 


Chapter |—The Problem _, 
Has Definable Boundaries ||. 


HIS problem of building se- 
T curity against catastrophic 

use of atomic energy is not 
one without boundaries. This is 
important. For if the fact were 
that tomorrow or a year hence we 
might reasonably expect atomic 
energy to be developed from clay 
or iron or some other common 
material, then it is apparent that 
the problem of protection against 
the misuse of energy thus derived 
would be vastly more difficult. 


But such is not the case. The 
only scientific evidence worthy of 
regard makes it clear that, in 
terms of security, uranium is in- 
dispensable in the production of 
fissionable material on a_ scale 
large enough to make explosives 
or power, The significance of this 
fact for effective international 
control] will appear. 

As a first step in our work, we 
undertook a study, with the help 
of the qualified members of our 
group, aimed at an understanding 
of the well-established principles 
of nuclear physics upon which, 
among other things, the con- 
clusion is based that uranium is 
indispensable as the primary 
source of atomic energy. 


These scientific principles are 
not familiar, but they are capable 
of being appreciated by laymen. 
Because the specific content of 
any system of control will be im- 
portantly influenced by the scien- 
tific principles and facts, we 
would emphasize the importance 
of an appreciation of them. 


For present purposes, we shall 
state in greatly simplified terms 
certain conclusions that are drawn 
from a full technical account of 
this subject. 


Until 1942 the energy which 
man had learned to control for 
his useful purposes derived almost 
exclusively (except for water, 
wind and tidal power) from chem- 
ical reactions. For practical pur- 
poses, chemical combustion was 
the main source of energy. This 


energy is the product of rear- 
rangements of electrons in the’ 
periphery of atoms and results 
from the change in chemical 
structure which occurs in the 
process of combustion. 


“Atomic energy,” as that term 
is popularly used, refers to the 
energy that results from rear- 
rangements in the structure of 
atomic nuclei of elements. 

There are very strong forces 
which hold such nuclei together 
and account for their stability. 
The nature of these forces is not 
adequately understood, but enough 
is known about their behavior, 
not only to make it certain that 
the energy of an atomic bomb or 
an atomic power plant comes 
from the work done by these 
forces when the structure of 
atomic nuclei is rearranged, but 
also to explain one major fact of 
decisive importance: Only in re- 
actions of very light nuclei, and 
in reactions of the very heaviest, 
has there ever been, to the best 
of our knowledge, any large-scale 
release of atomic energy. 

The reasons for this can be 
given in somewhat over-simplified 
form. 

As to the Light Nuclei — The 
forces which hold all nuclear par- 
ticles together are _ attractive. 
When lighter nuclei combine to 
make heavier ones, and in particu- 
lar when the lightest nucleus of 
_ all, that of hydrogen, is combined 
with another light nucleus, these 
attractive forces release energy. 


This combination of light ele- 
ments to form somewhat heavier 
ones occurs in the’stars and in 
the sun; in the sun effectively 
what happens is that hydrogen 
nuclei combine to form thé more 
stabie nuclei of helium. 

Almost all sources of the ener- 
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c. The plan must be one that, 
if carried out, will provide se- 
curity; but such that, if it fails 
or the whole international situa- 
tion collapses, any nation such 
as the United States will still 
be in a relatively secure position 
compared to any other nation. 


d. To be genuinely effective 
for security, the plan must be 
one that is not wholly negative, 
suppressive, and police-like. We 
are not dealing simply with 
statecraft and the ways of the 
human spirit. Therefore the 
plan must be one that will tend 
to develop the beneficial possi- 
bilities of atomic energy and en- 
courage the growth of funda- 
mental knowledge, stirring the 
constructive and imaginative 
impulses of men rather than 
merely concentrating on the de- 
fensive and negative. It should, 
in short, be a plan that looks to 
the promise of man’s future 
well-being as well as to his se- 
curify. 

e. The plan must be able to 
cope with new dangers that may 
appear in the further develop- 
ment of this relatively new field. 
In an organizational sense, 
therefore, the plan must have 
flexibility and be readily ca- 
pable of extension or contrac- 
tion. ; 

f. The plan must involve inter- 
national action and minimize 
rivalry between nations in the 
dangerous aspects of atomic de- 
velopment. 

The facts we have come to think 
essential, and the elements of our 
thinking as we moved toward the 
plan we herein recommend, are set 
out in this section, in the form 
of the considerations that are rele- 
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vant to an effective program for 
security, and that have led us to 
devise what we believe is an ade- 
quate plan,

For the foreseeable future the 
maintenance of such reactions on 
earth will not be possible; in the 
immediate future it is certainly 
not possible, | 

As to the heaviest nuclei — Al-. 
though nuclear reactions gan be 
carried out in the laboratory for 
all nuclei, and although in some 
cases a given nuclear reaction 
may release energy even for nuc- 
lei of intermediate weight, the 
properties which make the large-| 
scale release of such energy pos- | 
sible are peculiar to the very light | 
nuclei and to the very heaviest. 

And the very heaviest nuclei 
have a property shared by none. 
of the other elements. These very 
heavy nuclei generate energy if 
they can be caused to split into. 
lighter ones; this unique process 
is called “fission.” 

Perhaps a dozen nuclear species 
are known which can be made to. 
undergo fission; under more 
drastic treatment no doubt the 
list will be extended. 

But to make atomic energy 
takes more than the property of 
fission. The fission process itself 
must maintain itself or grow in 
intensity so that once it is started 
in a few nuclei a chain of re- 
actions will be set up and a large

The agency which initiates this 
process is the neutron. In fission 
neutrons are emitted; and in 
certain nuclei bombardment by 
neutrons is enough to cause fis-| 
sion, 

There are several substances for 
which this is true, but there is 
only one substance which occurs 
in nature with any significant 
abundance for which it is true— 
that substance is uranium. Uran- 
ium is the only natural substance 
that can maintain a chain reac- 
tion, Jt is the key to all foresee- 
able applications of atomic en- 
ergy. 

One may ask why there are so 
few materials which undergo fis- 
sion, and why so few of these can 
maintain a chain reaction. The 
reason lies in the fact that only 
the heaviest nuclei are sufficiently 
highly charged to come apart 
easily, and that only the most 
highly charged of all are suffi- 
ciently susceptible to fission on 
neutron bombardment to maintain 
a chain reaction. It is not to be 
anticipated that this situation will 
be invalidated by further scien- 
tific discovery. 

A word needs to be said about 
the role of thorium, which is 
slightly more abundant than ura- 
nium, and for which fission is also 
not too difficult to induce. 

Thorium cannot maintain a 


possible the exploitation of tho- 
rium produce dangerous 
amounts of atomic explosive, 
provisions governing thorium 
should be incorporated in the 
system to compensate for pos- 
sible margins of error in the 
control of uranium. The co- 
existence of uranium and tho- 
rium in some natural deposits

ve, 


There can be little hope of 
devising a successful scheme of 
control unless the problem can 
somehow be limited to the im- 
mediate future, by arrangements 
that have a reasonable prospect 
of validity for the next decade 
or two, and which contain suf- 
ficient flexibility to accommo- 
date themselves to inevitably 
changing conditions. 


We believe that a system of 
control which disregards all ma- 
terials except uranium and tho- 
rium satisfies these conditions. 
_ Indeed, if a successful system 
of control can be commenced 
now, based upon these materials, 
and if the time should ever come 
when other materials lend them- 


selves to the same activities, it 
should in fact be far easier to 
include them within the system, 
than it will be to set up the 
initial control system with which 
we are now concerned. 


Because the constituent raw ma- | 


terials of atomic energy can be 
limited to uranium and thorium, 
the control problem is further 
narrowed by the geological condi- 
tions under which uranium and 
thorium are found, and the fact 
that at present those elements 
have only a restricted commercial 
significance. 


Although they are distributed 
with relative abundance through- 
out the world, and although it is 
clear that many sources beyond 
the known supplies will be dis- 
covered, it is apparently the view 
of the authorities that these ele 
ments occur in high concentra- 
tions only under very special geo- 
logic conditions. 


This would seem to mean that 
the areas which need to be sur- 
veyed, to which access must be 
had, and which would ultimately 
have to be brought under control, 
are relatively limited. 


Chapter Il—Adequacy

HERE can be no question

and we do not know how to dupli- 
cate them on earth; we may very 


fairly substantial amount of ura- 
nium to begin with and suitably 
large quantities of thorium, a 
chain reaction can be established 
to manufacture material which is 
an atomic explosive and which can 
also be used for the maintenance 
of other chain reactions. 
Absolute control of uranium 
would, therefore, mean adequate 
safeguard regarding raw materi- 
als. Yet, since any substantial

Does this mean that a system 
of safeguards is impossible be- 
cause new knowledge will com- 
pletely change the nature of the 
préblem from year to year or 
even month to month? 


The answer is in the negative. 

When the atomic bomb was 
first used there was a widespread 
belief that its development in- 
volved a few simple, static 
secrets, 

As it became possible for people 
to learn how rapidly ideas and 


techniques had changed in this 
field in the last years, and how 
many further developments the 
future seemed to have in store, 
the original opinion was replaced 
by another: that we knew very 
little of the possibilities and limi- 
tations of this field and that it 
was so rapidly changing that no 
account. of the present technical 
Situation would have much 
validity. 


This view has been expressed 
both in the preamble to a pending 
bill, which indicates that too little 
is known of the technical facts to 
provide a firm basis for political 
action, and in such statements as 
one attributed to a high official, 
that it would not be long before 
we could extract atomic energy 


} 


from common materials such as 
clay. 

Neither the initial view of a 
static body of knowledge nor 
the later one of unpredictably 
rapid change accurately de- 
scribes the present situation. 


As the preceding chapter has 
shown, there is a great deal that 
we know about nuclear reactions 
—know solidly, firmly, and with 
vast, interrelated experimental 
checks on the soundness of the 
description, 

Novelty will of course appear in 
scientific discoveries, but it will 
appear for the most part, not as 
a negation of present knowledge, 
but as the result of new types of 
physical experience made possible 
by new methods of physical ex- 
ploration, and in turn requiring 
new modes of description. 

This future experience may 
have something to do with the 
basic knowledge involved in re- 
lease of atomic energy, but there 
is no basis for believing this, 
and the chances are against it, 

There is another type of novel- 
ty that lies in ingenious applica- 
tions of the fundamental facts as 
they are now known. This does 
not lessen the importance of the 
underlying facts and of con- 
clusions which can unambiguously 
be erawn from them, 

For the limited, but useful, 
objective of devising a system 
of control valid for the reason- 
ably foreseeable future, we be- 
lieve the present knowledge in 
the field of atomic energy is 
adequate, 

We know, for example, that 
uranium occupies a unique role 
in the productien of fissionable 

substances and that without it 
atomic explosives cannot be made. 
We know that there is no evi- 
dence whatever that this situa- 
tion will soon change. We know 
that a vast scientific and indus- 
trial effort ‘:; necessary in order 
to produce atomic bombs. 

This is not to say that the ef- 
fort, however vast, cannot be con- 
cealed—although we believe that 
measures can be taken to reduce 
this danger, 

We know that the release of 


atomic energy does demonstrate 
the convertibility of mass. to 
energy, but we also know that the 
|familiar example of this physical 


| principle—that the annihilation of | 
a kilogram of any kind of matter | 


lis equivalent to all the power con- 
sumed in the United States in a 
period of three months—is a state- 
ment of a possibility, the realiza- 
tion of which ig so remote that 
for the purposes of devising a sys- 
tem of safeguards it may be en- 
tirely disregarded. 


We know, too, that many areas 
in this’ field which are now un- 
clear will be clarified by further 
investigations. Within a few years 
much more could be learned about 
atomic explosives. Within a rela- 
tively few years the technology of 
atomic enerrv power plants will 
become clearer. 


It seems likely that before very 
long we shall have discovered 
many useful therapeutic and tech- 
nological applications for the 
radioactive substances which can 
be made in production of fission- 
able materials. 

Nor can there be much question 
that ways will be found to cheapen 
and simplify the processes _in- 
volved in the production of the 
fissionable inaterials themselves. 

But what needs most to be 
emphasized is that the dynamic 
quality which has so _ excited 
popular interest must be seen in 
its proper perspective in rela- 
tion to the general field of 
scientific knowledge. 

The prophecies as t6 future 
discoveries must not be per- 
mitted to obscure the fact that 
there are at key places through- 
out the field of knowledge firm 
anchor points around which it 
should be possible to construct 
an effective and adequate sys- 
tem of control. 

In this report it ig possible for 
us to do little more than record 
our own sense of the soundness of 
this statement, 

Those who must assume respon- 
sibility for political action should 
test for themselves the correctness 
of our conclusions. This testing 


will require an examination of dif- 


ficult and complicated technical 
facts, but we are confident that 
the process is one which other 
laymen, with the appropriate help 
of experts, can readily repeat. 

We are also confident that un- 


O “outlaw” atomic energy in 
all of its forms and enforce 
such a prohibition by an army 
of inspectors roaming the earth 
would overwhelm the capacity and 
the endurance of man, and provide 
no security. 

This conclusion has a further 
implication in a search for a se- 
curity system. While suppression 
is not possible where we are deal- 
ing with the quest for knowledge, 
this thirst to know (that cannot 
be “policed” out of existence) CAN 
be used, affirmatively, in the de- 
sign and building of an effective 
system of safeguards. 


Human history shows that any 
effort to confine the inquiring 
human mind, to seek to bar the 
spirit of inquiry, is doomed to 
failure. 

From such efforts comes sub- 
version fraught with terrible con- 
sequences: Gestapo, inquisitions, 
wars, 

The development of atomic en- 
ergy is one of a long, long line of 
discoveries that have their well 
springs in the urge of men to 
know more about themselves and 
their world. Like the jujitsu 
wrestler whose skill consists in 
making his opponent disable him- 
self with his own thrusts, the de- 
signers of a system of safeguards 
for security should and can utilize 
for enforcement measures that 
driving force toward knowledge 
that is part of man’s very nature. 


” If atomic energy had only one 
conceivable use — its horrible 
powers of mass destruction—then 
the incentive to follow the course 
of complete prohibition and sup- 
pression might be very great. In- 
deed, it hag been responsibly sug- 
gested that, however attractive 
may be the potentialities for bene- 
fit from atomic energy, they are 
so powerfully outweighed by the 
malevolent that our course should 
be to bury the whole idea, to bury 
it deep, to forget it, and to make 
it illegal for anyone to carry on 
further inquiries of developments 
in this field. 


We have concluded that the 
beneficial possibilities — some of 
them are more than possibilities, 
for they are within close reach 
of actuality—in the use of 
atomic energy should be and 
can be a reasonably successful 
system of security, and the plan 
we recommend is in part predi- 
cated on that idea. 


That mankind can confidently 
look forward to such beneficial 
uses is a fact that offers a clue 
of not inconsiderable importance 
to THE KIND OF SECURITY 
ARRANGEMENTS that can be 
made effective. 


The difficulty of recruiting en- 
forcement officers having only a 
negative and policing function, one 
of prohibiting, detecting, and sup- 
pressing, is obvious. Such a job 
lacks any dynamic qualities. It 
does not appeal to the imagina- 
tion. Its future opportunities are 
obviously circumscribed. It might 
draw the kind of man, let us say, 
who was attracted to prohibition 
squads in years past. 

Compare this type of personnel 
with those who could be expected 
to enter a system under which it 
is clear that the constructive pos- 
sibilities of atomic enerty may 
also be developed. Atomic energy 
then becomes a new and creative 
field in which men may take pride 
‘as participants, 
particular role. Thev are in 
enterprise. Growth, opportunities. 
future development—these are the 
characteristics, let us say, of the 
field of air transport that have 
made it possible for the airlines 
to attract a high grade and youth- 
ful personnel. 


The importance of this fact that 
atomic energy has beneficial uses 
as well as destructive uses, in 
terms of the attraction of per- 
sonnel] in a security organization 
will, of course, depend upon the 
functions given to that organiza- 
tion. If the security organization 
has not only enforcement but also 
DEVELOPMENT FUNCTIONS, 
then this consideration of benefi- 
cial possibilities becomes a most 
weighty one. 

What are the beneficial possi- 
bilities? We have had the benefit 
of a thoughtful, unpublished re- 
port on the technical possibilities 
now apparent in this field. This 
report was prepared for the Sec- 
retary of War’s Interim Commit- 
tee of Atomic Energy by a panel 
of scientists who worked with a 
large additional group of leading 
scientists in the field. 

(NOTE: This panel included 
A. H. Compton, E. Fermi, E. O. 
Lawrence, and J, R, Oppenheimer. 
Their report was prepared in con- 
sultation with 8S. K. Allison, Zay 
Jeffries, C. C. Lauretsen, I. I. Robi, 
C. A. Thomas, H. C. Urey and with 
the further help of numerous spe- 
cialists.) 

The conclusions there stated rep- 
resent an appraisal of these possi- 
bilities that is, in our opinion, 
challenging and at the same time 
balanced and restrained. 

In introducing its conclusions 
the report observes that “We are 
probably no more able to foresee 
the ultimate fruits of development 
than were Faraday’s contempo- 
raries to understand what would 
come of the discovery of electro- 


less the effort is made it will be 
impossible to come to grips with 
the problem of devising political 
measures to prevent atomic war- 
fare and to promote the benefi- 
cent use of atomic energy. 


Chapter IlI—Applications 
|For Atomic Energy 
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further sense of perspective in em- 
phasizing that “the unique preoc- 
cupation of the war years in the 
use of atomic energy for. military 
weapons ... has probably retard- 
ed our understanding of other ap- 
plications.” We believe that this 
is egually true at present. 


The report discusses two “great 
fields” for beneficial use, “the de- 
velopment of atomic energy as 
controlled source of power” and 
“the application of radiations and 
radioactivities to the growth of 
the sciences and the practical 
arts.” 


It gives a sober appraisal of 
each of these possibilities: “It is 
probable,” the report states, “that 
the exploitation of atomic energy 
as a tool for research will out- 
weigh the benefits to be derived 
from the availability of a new 
source of power.” But this new 
source of power is itself regarded 
as of great significance, and is 
thought to be “the most appro- 
priate focal point for the work of 
the next few years.” 


“We have examined in some 
detail (the report continues) the 
technical problems of making 
available heat and power on the 
scale of present world consump- 
tion from controlled nuclear re- 
actors. We see no significant 
limitations on this development, 
either in the availability or in 
the cost of the fundamental ac- 
tive materials, 

“We see characteristic limita- 
tions and characteristic advan- 
tages in atomic power which 
make us regard it in great meas- 
ure as a supplement to existing 
sources, and an incentive to new 
developments, rather than as a 
competitor, let us say, to coal or 
to petroleum products, 


“We see no foundation in cur- 
rent science for the hope that 
atomic power can be effectively 
used for light, small portable 
units such as are required for 
aircraft and for . automotive 
transportation; but we believe 
that the development of rather 
large power units for heat and 
conversion to electrical energy is 
a program for the near future; 
that operating units which will 
serve to demonstrate the use- 
fulness and limitations of atomic 
power can be in existence within 
a few years, and that only the 
gradual incorporation and adap- 
tation of such units to the spe- 
cific demands of contempo- 
rary ecqnomy will involve «a 
protracted development.” 


Finally, the report takes up the 
opportunities which have * been 
opened in the field of research by 
the prospect of a plentiful supply 
of radioactive substances as by- 
products of the manufacture of 
fissionable materials, a circum- 
stance which it has been said may 
well be as significant for scien- 
tific progress as the ready avail- 
ability of microscopes for every 
laboratory. ; 


“It should be understood (the 
report says) that work specifi- 
cally focused on atomic power 
need not and should not inter- 
fere with making available to 
biology, medicine, chemistry and 
physics the radiations and ac- 
tivities characteristic of this 
field. ... We should not be as- 
tonished if the greatest benefit 
of this program were in fact to 
lie in therapy for some of the 
neo-plastic diseases, such as 
cancer, or in the increased

understanding of biological sys- 
tems or of the realities of the 
physical world, which will in 
turn open up new fields of hu- 
man endeavor.” 


The full report contains descrip- 
tions in more concrete terms of 
some of these possibilities. We 
are convinced that in the vigorous 
exploitation of them lies one of 
the greatest hopes of developing 
a successful system of interna- 
tional control. 


Under the most favorable con- 
ditions, the peril of atomic war- 
fare can be averted only by draw- 
ing upon the best human resources 
of good will, imagination and in- 
genuity. 


All experience teaches that these 
resources cannot be tapped except 
by challenging opportunities. One 
of the most serious dangers to 
the promotion of effective inter- 
national action is the danger that 
our natural preoccupation with 
the destructive aspects of atomic 
energy may blind us to its useful 
aspects, 


Upon searching investigation, 
some of the latter may prove fl- 
lusory. But if the lessons of past 
scientific and technological prog- 
ress mean anything, we also know 
that many of these opportunities 
will materialize, 


We believe that only a system 
of safeguards which is built 
around these hopeful prospects 


can succeed. We have tried 
throughout this report to make 
explicit the connection between 
a system of safeguards and these 
opportunities. 


Important, perhaps even deci- 
sive, in the proposals we put forth 
in this report is the fact that 
many of the constructive activ- 
ities required in the development 
of atomic energy involve no risks 
of providing a material basis for 
weapons of war. This aspect of 
the matter is dealt with in detail 
in Chapter V of this Section. 
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Chapter 1V—Elimination 
Of International Rivalry 


T is clear that uranium and 

thorium are materials of great 

strategic)importance to nations 
seeking to establish for them- 
selves a powerful position in the 
field of atomic onergy. 

The fact that rich sources of 
such materials occur in a relative- 
ly few places in the world, as 
compared, for example with oil, 
creates a competitive situation 
which might easily produce intol- 
erable tensions in international re- 
lations, 


We believe that so long as na- 
tions or their subjects engage in 
competition in the fields of atom- 
ic energy the hazards of atomic 
warfare are very great indeed. 
We assume the General Assembly 
of the United Nations in setting 
up an Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion had this disturbing fact much 
in mind. 

What is true in respect to the 
dangers from national competi- 
tion for uranium is similarly true 
concerning other phares of the de- 
velopment of atomic energy. 


Take the case of a controlled 
reactor, a power pile, producing 
plutonium, Assume an internation 
agreement barring use of the plu- 
tonium in a bomb but permitting 
use of pile for heat and power, 
No system of inspectior we have 
concluded, could afford any rea- 
sonable security against the di- 
version of such materials to the 
purposes of war. 

If nations may engage in this 
dangerous field, and only nation- 
al good faith and international 
policing stand in the way, the 
very existence of the prohibition 
against the use of such piles to 
produce fissionable material suit- 
able for bombs would tend to 
stimulate and encourage surrep- 
titious evasions. 

This danger in the situation is 
attributable to the fact that this 
potentially hazardous activity ‘is 
carried on by nations or their 
citizens. 


It has become clear to us that 
if the element of rivalry be- 
tween nations were removed by 
assignment of the intrinsicall 
dangerous phases of the devyel- 
opment of atomic energy to an 
international organization re- 
sponsible to all peoples, a re- 
liable prospect would be afford- 
ed for a system of security, 

For it is the element of rival- 
ry and the impossibility of po- 

licing the resulting competition 
* through inspection alone that 
make inspection unworkable as 
a sole means of control, With 
that factor of international ri- 
valry removed, the problem be- 
comes both hopeful and man- 
ageable. 


To restate the conclusion: 


It is essential that a workable 
system of safeguards remove 
from individual nations or their 
citizens the legal right to en- 
gage in certain well-defined ac- 
tivities in respect to atomic 
energy which we believe will be 
generally agreed to be intrin-, 
sically dangerous because they 
are or could be made steps in 
the production of atomic bombs. 

We schematically describe 
what we regard as intrinsically 
dangerous steps later in Chap- 
ter V. Those activities thus clas- 
sified as dangerous we conclude 
are far less dangerous when 
carried on not by competing 
nations but by an international 
organization whose obligation it 
is to act for all nations. They , 
can, in our opinion, be rendered 
sufficiently less dangerous to 
provide an adequate measure of 
security, 

We can fllustrate the force of 
these conclusions in a few simple 
cases. 

(a) Take the case of uranjum | 
ores. If any nation may engage 
in prospecting for and mining 
uranium ore, subject to the in- 
spection as to the proper (i.e., 
peaceful use thereof) inspection is 
a most difficult thing. But if the 
only legal ownership and develop- 
ment of uranium ore is in the 
hands of an international agency 
manned by and representing al! 
nations, the problem of detection 

of evasions is, by a single stroke 
reduced tremendously. 

Indeed, we are persuaded that it 
{fs reduced to quite manageable 
proportions in the light of existing 
knowledge about uranium ore de- 
posits through the world. For 
then it would be true that, not the 
purpose of those who mine or pos- 
sess uranium ore, but the mere 
fact of their mining or possessing 
it becomes illegal, and national 
violation is an unambiguous dan- 
ger signal of warlike purposes. 
The very opening of a mine by 
anyone other than the internation- 
al agency is a “red light” without 
more; it is not necessary to wait 
for evidence that the product of 
that mine is going to be misused, 

(b) Take another illustration in- 
volving the building and operation 


of a plutonium pile. The product 
of that operation is a materia] 
that can be used for atomic weap- 
ons, The product is also useful 
for power piles. 

If all such piles are designed 
and operated exclusively by an in- 
ternational agency, then the build- 
ing or operation of such a pile by 
any one else is illegal without re- 
spect to the use he says he plans 
to make of it, and constitutes a 
plain and simple danger signal 
calling for action of a preventative 
character by an _ international 
agency. 

(NOTE: In Bection IIT we dis- 
cuss what would happen if the in- 
ternational organization should 
fail or an international plutonium 
plant should be seized by a nation; 
we shall not digress from the prés- 
ent point to discuss that here.) 

Nor could there be a clearer 
sign of danger calling for imme- 
diate international action or coun- 
ter measures than interference 
with the operation of an inter- 
national plant, 

We conclude that the interna- 
tional development and operation 
of potentially and intrinsically 
dangerous activities in connection 
with atomic energy would bring 
the task of security within man- 
ageable proportions because of 
the elimination of the hazards of 
rivalry between nations. 

But there is a further advan- 
tage to vesting exclusively in an 
international agency these activi- 
tiles so hazardous world secu- 
rity. That advantage grows out 
of the nature of the development 
of atomic energy itself. 

This is a growing and changing 
field. New advances in technolo- 
gy may be confidently expected. 
It therefore becomes absolutely 
essential that any international 
agency seeking to safeguard the 
security of the world against war- 
like uses of atomic energy should 
be in the very forefront of tech- 
nical competence in this field, 

If the international agency is 
simply a police activity for only 
negative and repressive functions, 
inevitably and within a very short 
period of time the enforcement 
agency will not know enough to 
be able to recognize new elements 
of danger, new possibilities of 
evasion, or the beginnings of a 
course of development having dan- 
gerous and warlike ends in view. 

There is a striking example of 
this. The art of atomic weapons 
is in its infancy and we are quite 
ignorant of the possibilities in 
this field. Such ignorance, such 
uncertainty of such catastrophic 
weapons, is itself a source of dan- 
ger, and its continuation, through 
the prohibition of further study 
and development, would in our 
opinion not only be hard to effect, 
put would itself be dangerous, Yet 
the development of atomic wea- 
pons can hardly be left to nation- 
al rivalry. 

A further example: The present 
separation plants for U 235 at Oak 
Ridge are huge and bulky in the 
extreme, and use enormous 
amounts of power. Quite prob- 
ably this will always be true. But 
it is not a law of nature. Those 
in whose hands lies the prevention 
of atomic warfare must be the 
first to know and to exploit tech- 
nical advances in this field. 


We have, therefore, concluded 
that here was an additional rea- 
son and a very practical one why 
a responsibility for the develop- 
ment of atomic energy should be 
vested in the same international 
agency that has also responsibil- 
ity for developing and enforcing 
safeguards against atomic war- 
fare. 

For unless the international 
agency was engaged in develop- 
ment activities itself (as, for ex- 
ample, in the design and opera- 
tion of power piles or in the sur- 
veying and exploration of new 
sources of raw materials) its per- 
sonnel would not have the power 
of knowledge or the sensitivity 
to new developments that would 
make it a competent and useful 
protection to the people of the 
world, 

We have therefore reached 
these two conclusions: 

(a) That only if the danger- 
ous aspects of atomic energy 
are taken out of national hands 
and placed in_ international 
hands is there any reasonable 
prospect of devising safeguards) 
against the use of atomic energy 
for bombs, and 

(b) Only if the international 
agency was engaged in develop- 
ment and operation could it 

poornny discharge adequately 
ts functions as a safeguarder 
of the world’s future. 

Such a development function 
also seems essential in terms of 
attracting to the international 
agency the kind of scientists and 
technicians that this problem re- 
quires, recognizing that a mere 
policing, inspecting, or suppress- 
ing function would neither at- 
tract nor hold them. 


Chapter V—'Safe’ and 
‘Dangerous’ Activities 


T IS TRUE that the interna- 
tionalization of activities in- 
trinsically dangerous to secur- 
ity reduces the hazards in the 
way of security and does bring in- 
to more manageable form the 
problems of enforcement and the 
suppression of atomic weapons. 

If it were necessary, in such a 
scheme of safeguards, to vest in 
an international agency a total 
monopoly as to all aspects of 
atomic energy, disadvantages 
would arise so great as conceiv- 
ably to make the prospect of effec- 
tive internationalization itself be- 
yond realization. 

Such an over-all grant of exclu- 
sive right to develop, operate and 
utilize, conferred upon an inter- 
national agency, would change 
many of the industrial and eco- 
nomic practices of this country, 
for example, and would change 
them quite disadvantageously. 

Such a complete international 
monopoly would be hard to live 


under. Yts restrictive limitations 
would chafe, and might in time 
cause serious loss of support to 
the security purposes that lay be- 
hind the proposal itself. 

Many of the considerations of 
complexity, irritation, the engend- 
ering of suspicion, and the encour- 
agement of deceit that we found 
militated against a system of safe- 
guards based upon national opera- 
tion and international inspection 
would to a lesser degree be re- 
peated by such an all-out proposal 
for centralization. 

This problem need not arise. 
For there are important areas 

in the field of atomic energy 
where there is no need for an 
international monopoly, and 
where work may and should he 
open not exclusively to the in- 
ternational organization, but to 
private and to national institu- 
tions in a quite free manner. 

These fields are among those 
of 


the greatest immediate

promise for the beneficial ex- 
ploitation of atomic qneney 
They are technically complex 
and closely related to the cen- 
tral scientific problems. 

That open and, in some re 
spects, competitive activity is 
possible in much of the field 
should go a long way toward in- 
suring contact between the ex- 
perts of the international organi- 
vation and those outside it, in- 
dustry and in scientific and 
educational organizations. 

The same fact should help cor- 
rect any tendencies that might 
otherwise develop toward bu- 
reaucratic. inbr ing and over- 
centralization, and aid in provid- 
ing healthy, expanding national 
and private developments in 
atomic energy. 

The technical facts which under- 
lie the possibility of regarding 
many developments in the field of 
atomic energy as safe for national 
and private exploitation are in 
themselves rather complex; to the 
discussion of these we must now 
turn. 

These are, of course, activities 
which, without reliance on the 
conscious determination of the 
operators, and with a minimum of 
control and supervision, are phys- 
ically incapable of contributing 
to the making of atomic weapons. 

A word may be in order about 
our views on what constitute “dan- 
gerous” activities—those that, in 
our opinion, ought to be subject 
to an international monopoly, It 
will be appreciated at the outset 
that this distinction between the 
“gafo” and the “dangerous” can 
be useful without being complete- 
ly sharp or fixed for all time, 

In our view, any activity is 
dangerous which offers a solu- 
tion either in the actual fact of 
its physical installation, or by 
subtle alterations thereof, to one 
of the three major problems of 
making atomic weapons: 

I. The provision of raw mate- 

als 


II. The production in suitable 
quality and quantity of the fis- 
sionable matevials plutonium 
and U 285 and, 

Ill. The use of these mate- 
rials for the making of atomic 
weapons. 

Thus we regard the mining 
and processing of uranium as 
a dangerous activity even 
though it must be supplemented 
by plants and ordnance estab- 
lishments if atomic weapons are 
to result, 

We regard the facilities for 
making atomic weapons as dan- 
gerous even though some con 
trol be exercised over the pro- 
vision of the fissionable mate- 
rial; and we regard the opera- 
tion of reactors or separation 
plants which make the mate 
rial for bombs or which, by 
relatively minor operational 
changes, could make the mate- 
rial for bombs, as dangerous 
even though they in turn would 
have to be supplemented by 
supplies of raw material and by 
installations for assembling 
atomic weapons. 

We need not regard as dan- 
gerous either amounts of ma- 
terial which are small in re- 
lation to those needed to make 
a weapon or installation whose 
rate of production is small to 
these terms, 

A further point which will 
prove important in establishing 
the criteria for the safety or 
danger of an operation is this: 

U 235 and plutonium can be 


denatured; such denatured ma- 
terials do not readily lend them- 
selves to the making of atomic 
explosives, but they can still be 
used with no essential loss of 
effectiveness for the peaceful 
applications of atomic energy. 


They can be used in reactors 
for the generation of power or 
in reactors useful in research 
and in the production of radio- 
active tracers. 

It is important to understand 
the sense in which denaturing 
renders material safer. 


In the first place, it will make 
the material unusable by any 
methods we now know for ef- 
fective atomic explosives unless 
steps are taken to remove the 
denaturants. 


In the second place, the de- 
velopment of more ingenious 
methods in the field of atomic 
explosives which might make 
this material effectively usable 
is not only dubious, but is cer- 
tainly not possible without a 
very major scientific and tech- 
nical effort. 

It is possible, both for U 235 
and for plutonium, to remove 
the denaturant, but doing so 
calls for rather complex instal- 
lations which, though not of the 
scale of those at Oak Ridge or 
Hanford, nevertheless, will re- 
quire a large effort and, above 
all, scientific and engineering 
skill of an appreciable order for 
their development. 


It is not without importance 
to bear in mind that, although 
as the art now stands, de- 
natured materials are unsuitable 
for bomb manufacture, develop- 
ments which do not appear to 
be in principle impossible might 
alter the situation. This is a 
good example of the need for 
constant reconsideration of the 
dividing line between what is 
safe and what is dangerous. 


We would, however, propose 
as criterion that installations 
using material both denatured 
and insufficient in quantity for 
the manufacture of bombs could 
be regarded as safe, provided 
the installations did not them- 
selves make large quantities of 
suitable material. 


With some safeguards in the 
form of supervision, installa- 
tions in which the amounts of 
material are small, or in which 
the material Is denatured, might 
also be regarded as safe; but in- 
stallations using or making 
large amounts of material not 
denatured, or not necessarily de- 
natured, we would call danger- 
ous. ‘ 


Let us see now what we regard 
as safe activities in this field. 

(1) Perhaps the clearest case is 
the application of radioactive ma- 
terial as tracers in scientific, med- 
ical and technological § studies. 
This is a field in which progress 
may be expected to be very rapid, 
and we can see no reagon at al! 
for limiting, on grounds of safety, 
the activities using such tracer 
materials, 


(2) It is easy to design small 
nuclear reactors which use dena- 
tured U-2385 or plutonium. These 
reactors can be operated at a 
power level low enough to be in- 
capable of producing dangerous 
quantities of fissionable materials 
but high enough to provide neu- 
tron sources and gamma fray 
sources of unparalleled intensity. 


The material in these reactors is 
neither in quantity nor in quality 
significant for bomb production; 
even if one combined the material 
from many, no practical method of 


making weapons would be avail- 
able. 


On the other hand, reactors of 
this kind can and almost in- 
evitably will be designed to op- 
erate at so low a power level that 
they cannot be used to produce 
quantities of fissionable material 
which are of military significance. 

Reactors of this general kind 
have the following important ap- 
plications: 

(a) They may be used to make 
radioactive materials, and as 
such may be a supplement, and 
a valuable supplement, to the 
more dangerous reactors operat- 
ing at higher power levels; in 
particular, they can make use- 
ful radioactive materials that 
last too short a time to permit 
them to be provided from re- 
mote plants. 

(b) As a source of radiation, 
primarily of neutron radiation, 
such reactors are research tools 
for physics, for chemistry, and 
for biology. This may, in fact, 
be one of the most important 
applications of the release of 
atomic energy. 

(c) The high intensity of radia- 
tion from such reactors will 
bring about changes in chemical 
and biological systems which 
may be of immense practical 
value, once they have been 
understood, 


(3) More marginal from the 
standpoint of safety but neverthe- 
less important, is another case of 
an operation which we would re- 
gard as safe. This is the develop- 
ment of power from the fission 
of denatured U-235 and plutonium 
in high power-level reactors, Such 
power reactors might operate in 
the range from 100,000 to 1,000,000 
kw. ° 


If these fissionable materials 
are used in installations, where 
there is no additional uranium or 
thorium, they will not produce 
further fissionable material. The 
operation of the reactors will use 
up the material. If the reactors 
are suitably designed, a minimum 
of supervision should make it pos- 
sible to prevent the substitution 
of uranium and thorium for the 
inert structure of the materials 
of the reactors. 


In order to convert the material 
invested in such reactors to 
atomic weapons, it would be nec- 
essary to close down the reactor; 
to decontaminate the fissionable 
material of its radioactive fission 
products; to separate it, in what 
is a fairly major technical under- 
taking, from its denaturant; and 
to establish plants for making 
atomic weapons. 

In view of the limited amount 
of material needed for such a 
power reactor, and of the spec- 
tacular character and difficulty of 
the steps necessary to divert it, 
we would regard such power re- 
actors as safe provided there were 
a minimum of reasonable super- 
vision of their design, construc- 
tion, and operation, 


If the material from one such 
reactor (of a size of practical in- 
terest for power production) were 
diverted, it might be a matter of 
some two or three years before it 
could be used to make a small 
number of atomic weapons. 


We attach some importance to 
reactors of this type because they 
make it possible in large measure 
to open up the field of atomic 
power production to private or 
nationa] enterprise. 

It is, In this connection, im- 
portant to note that the materials 
required to construct these reac- 
tors cannot themselves be produced 
in installations which we could re- 
gard as safe, It is, furthermore, 
important to note that for every 
kilowatt generated in safe reac- 


tors, about one kilowatt must be 
generated in dangerous ones in 
which the materia] was manufac- 
tured. 


Thus if atomic power is in fact 
developed on a large scale, about 
half of it will inevitably be an in- 
ternational monopoly, and about a 
half might be available for com- 
petitive exploitation. That is to 
say, the primary production plants 
necessary to produce the materials 
required to construct safe power 
plants will in that process of pro- 
duction produce large amounts of 
power as a by-product. 


It is, furthermore, clear that the 
stockpiling of appreciable quanti- 
ties of fissionable material suit- 
ably denatured, must precede the 
development of these safe power 
reactors. We think it fortunate 
that the actual operation of such 
reactors will have to await the 
production of these essential ma- 
terials, so that there will be time 
for further study cf means by 
which they may be Aupervised and 
their safety insured. 


All the above illustrations show 
that a great part of the field of 
atomic energy can be opened with 
relative safety to competitive ac- 
tivity. They also show that the 
safe operations are possible only 
because dangerous ones are being 
carried out concurrently. 


It is not possible to devise an 
atomic energy program in which 
safeguards independent of the 
motivation of the operators pre- 
clude the manufacture of mater- 
ial for atomic weapons. But it is 
possible, once such operations are 
undertaken on an international 
basis, to devise others of great 
value and of living interest in 
which safety is no longer depen- 
dent on the motivation of the op- 
erators. 


We have enumerated elements 
of the large field of non-danger- 
ous activities under (1), (2), and 
(3) above. 


Among the activities which 
we would at the present time 
classify as those dangerous for 
national exploitation are the fol- 
lowing; 


(4) Prospecting, mining, and 
refining of uranium, and, to a 
lesser extent, thorium. 


(5) The enrichment of the 
isotope 235 by any methods now 
known to us, 


(6) The operation of the var- 
lous types of reactors for mek- 
ing plutenium, and of separa- 
tion plants for extracting the 
plutonium. 


(7) Research and development 
in atomic explosives. 

Of these activities, (6), as we 
‘have indicated, not only pave 
an essential part in providing 
active materials, but involves 
installations capable of generat- 
ing power. 


It should be added in conclusion 
that to exclude even safe activi- 
ties from international operation 
seems upwise, but these should 
not be an international monopoly. 


It would equally be unwise to 
exclude from knowledge and par- 
ticipation in the dangerous activi- 
tles experts who are not associat- 
ed with the international author- 
ity, 

As the next section will show, 
there are practical means for 
making this collaboration peone 
in such a way that security will 
be promoted rather than impaired. 
Only a constant re-examination 
of what is sure to be a rapidly 
changing technical situation will 
give us confidence that the line 
between what is dangerous and 
what is safe has been correctly 
drawn; it will not stay fixed. 

No international agency of con- 
trol that is not qualified to make 
this re-examination can deserve 
confidence.

Section Ill—Security 
Through Co-operative 


NTRODUCTION — In the pre- 
ceding sections of this report 
we have outlined the course of 
our thinking in an endeavor to 
find a solution to the problems 
thrust upon the nations of the 
world by the development of the 
atomic bomb—the problem of how 
to obtain security against atomic 
warfare, and relief from the ter- 
rible fear which can do so much 
to engender the vepy thing feared. 

As a result of our thinking and 
discussions we have concluded 
that it would be unrealistic to 
place reliance on a simple agree- 
ment among nations to outlaw the 
use of atomic weapons in war. 
We have concluded that an at- 
tempt to give body to such a sys- 
tem of agreements through inter- 
national inspection holds no prom- 
ise of adequate security. 


And so we have turned from 
mere policing and inspection by 
an international authority to a 
program of affirmative action, of 
aggressive development by such a 
body. This plan we believe holds 
hope for the solution of the prob- 
lem of the atomic bomb. We are 
even sustained by the hope that 
it may contain seeds which will 
in time grow into that co-opera- 
tion between nations which may 
bring an end to all war, 

The program we propose will 
undoubtedly arouse skepticism 
when it is firat considered, It 
did among us, but thought and 
discussion have converted us, 

It may seem too idealistic. It 
seems time we endeavor to 
bring some of our expressed 
ideals into being. 

It may seem too radical, too 
advanced, too much beyond 
human experience. All these 
terms apply with peculiar fit- 
ness to the atomic bomb. 

In considering the plan, as 
inevitable doubts arise as to its 
acceptability, one should ask 
oneself “What are the alterna- 
tives?” We have, and we find 
no tolerable answer. 


The following pages contain 
first a brief summary of the plan 
we recommend, and then an ex- 
pansion going into some detail. 


SUMMARY OF PROPOSED 
PLAN--The proposal contem- 
plates an international agency 
conducting all intrinsically dan- 
gerous operations in the nuclear 
field, with individual nations 
and their citizens free to con- 
duct, under license and a mini- 
mum of inspection, all non- 
dangerous, or safe, operations. 

The international agency 
might take any one of several 
forms, such as a UN Commis- 
sion, or an international corpo- 
ration or authority, - 

We shall refer to it as Atomic 
Development Authority. It must 
have authority to own and lease 
property, and to carry on min- 
ing, manufacturing, research, 
licensing, inspecting, selling, or 
any other necessary operations. 


This ehapter is not an attempt 
to write a corporate charter for 
such an international agency, It 
is the aim, rather, to show that 
such a charter can be written in 
workable terms, and that the na- 
ture of the organization and its 
functions will have deciswe con- 


all intrinsically dangerous op- 
erations in the field. This 
means all activities relating to 
raw materials, the construction 
and operdilon ef production 
plants, and the conduct of re- 
search in explosives, 


The large field of non-dan- 
gerous and relatively non-dan- 

rous activities would be left 
n national hands, These would 
consist of all activities in the 
field of research (except on ex- 
plosives) and the construction 
and operation of non-dangerous 
power-producing piles, ation- 
al activities in these fields 
would be subject to moderate 
controls by the international ag- 
ency, exercised through licens- 


ing, rules and regulations, col- 
a ration on design, and the 


The international agency 
would also maintain inspection 
facilities to assure that illicit 
operations were not occurring 
primarily In the exploitation of 
raw materials, 

It would be a further func 
tion of the Atomic Development 
Authority continually to reex- 
amine the boundary between 
dangerous and non-dangerous 
activities, For it must be recog- 
nized that although the d 
is subject to reasonable division, 
the dividing line ig not sharp 
and may shift from time 
time in either direction, 

The development agency it- 
self would be truly international 
in character. Ite staff would be 
recruited on an international 
basis. Ite functions would be 
such as te attract a caliber of 
personnel comparable to our 
own activities in raw materials 
during the war and our own pri- 
mary production and experi- 
mental work. It would be set 
up as one of the subsidiary 
agencies of the United Nations, 
but it would have to be created 
by a convention or charter es- 
tablishing its policies, functions, 
— authority in comprehensive 

rms. 


Whatever the formal organ- 
ization, ite integration with na- 
tional structure would of course 
be one of the major problems. 

Measures to assure the proper 
degree of accountability to the 
United Nations and to individual 
nations, measures to assure that 
individual nations would have 
ample opportunity to be in- 
formed of the agency's activi- 
ties, measures to make the 
agency responsive to the chang- 
ing needs of nations—all these 
would have to be worked out 
with extraordinary care and in- 
genuity. 

But certainly our experience 
with business and government 
institutions, national and Iinter- 
national, would afford a wealth 
of guidance in the development 
of such measures, 

In the actual conduct of its op- 
erations the development organ- 
ization would at all times be gov- 
erned by a dual purpose, the pro- 
motion of the beneficial] use of 
atomic ener and the mainten- 
ance of security. We believe that 
much can be done in a convention 
or charter to make these purposes 


sequences for world security, 


We are satisfied that the dif- 
ferences between national and in- 
ternational operations can be ex- 
ploited to make the problem of 
atomic energy manageable. This 
idea, we think, can become as fa- 
miliar as the fact that the differ- 
ences between individual enter- 
prise and corporate enterprise 
have important consequences in 
the conduct of business. 

If we are to do anything con- 
structive in relation to atomic 
energy it must inevitably be novel 
and immensely difficult. 

We think that the weeks that 
we have spent in analysis of the 
problem ehave made it appear 
somewhat less difficult and some- 
what less novel, A succession of 
such processes will be necessary, 
each building on the preceding 
analysis, before even the major 
ramifications of the problem can 
be understood and the major 
questions partially answered. 

What is chiefly important now 
is to describe the right course of 
action in terms sufficiently prac- 
tical and valid to show that the 
further exploration is worthwhile. 

The proposal contemplates an 

international agency with ex- 


concrete and explicit, to draw the 
line between the dangerous and 
the non-dangerous, to establish 
the principles determining the lo- 
cation of stockpiles and plants so 
that a strategic balance may be 
maintained among nations, to es- 
tablish fair and equitable financial 
policies so that the contributions 
of nations to, and their receipt of 
benefits from the organization will 
be justly apportioned. 

The most careful and ingenious 
definitions will be required in or- 
der to accomplish these purposes. 

In what follows we shell at- 
tempt to develop and expand the 
foregoing statement of essentials. 

We can best visualise the Atom- 
ic Development Authority in terms 
of the answer to these concrete 
questions: 

(1) What will be the functions 
of the agency; what are the 
things that it will do? 

(2) What kind of organization 
is necessary to carry out these 
functions? 

(3) How will the organization 
be related to the United Nations 
and the individual nations that 
it will represent? 

(4) What policies will guide 
the agency in determining its 
manifold actions?

Chapter !—Functions 


Of 


N THE FIELD OF RAW MA- 
| TERIALS — The first purpose 

of the agency will be to bring 
under its complete control world 
supplies of uranium and thorium. 
Wherever these materials are 
found in useful quantities the in- 
ternational agency must own them 
or control them under effective 
leasing arrangements, 

One of its principal tasks will 
be to conduct continuous surveys 
so that new deposits will be found 
and so that the agency will have 
the most complete knowledge of 
the world geology of these ma- 
terials. 

It will be a further function of 
the agency constantly to explore 
new methods for recovering these 


materials from media in which 


evelopment Authority 


they are found in small quan- 
tities. 

In this way there will be ne 
lawful rivalry among nations for - 
these vital raw materials. Through 
its surveys the agency will be 
better informed about their ge 
Ology and extraction than any 
single nation could possibly be, It 
will be in a better position to dis- 
cover whether and where illicit 
operations might occur than any 
inspection force could possibly be. 

This is not to say that there is 
no risk of illicit operations; any 
plan, any system to safeguards, in- 
volves some risk. The question 
that must be answered in apprais- 
ing the dangers is whether the 
risk is so large that it is better 
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“to make no attempt at interna- 
tional control] and abandon the 
world to national atomic arma- 
ment. 

As we have pointed out earlier, 
if the Atomic Development Au- 
thority is the only agency which 
may lawfully operate in the raw 
materials field, then any visible 
operations by others will consti- 
tute a danger signal. 

This situation contrasts vividly 
with the conditions that would 
exist if nations agreed to conduct 
mining operations solely for prop- 
er purposes; for surreptitious 
abuse of such an agreement would 
be very difficult to detect. It is 
far easier to discover an oper- 
ation that should not be going on 
at all than to determine whether 
a lawful operation is being con- 
ducted in an unlawful manner. 

For the purpose of its surveys, 
the international agency would re- 
quire access to various nations for 
its geologists and mining en- 
gineers. But the known geology 
of the critical materials is such 
that it may be possible to limit 
the degree of access from the 
start. And, as explorations pro- 
ceed and various areas are elimi- 
nated it may be hoped that the 
need for access would narrow, 
rather than expand, but at all 
times the right of access to any 
region for re-survey in the light of 
new knowledge would be neces- 


ry. 

All the actual mining operations 
for uranium and thorium would 
be conducted by the authority. 
It would own and operate the re- 
fineries for the reduction of the 
ores to the metal or salt. It would 
own the stockpiles of these ma- 
terials and it would sell the by- 
products, such as vanadium and 
radium. It would also provide 
the necessary supplies of uranium 
and thorium for the present lim- 
ited commercial uses. All these 
gales would presumably ae) 
— normal commercial chan- 
nels. 

In the field of raw materials 
as in other activities of the au- 
thority, extremely difficult policy 
questions, with the most serious 
social, economic, and political im- 
plications, will arise. 

How shall nations and individ- 
uals be compensated for reserves 
taken over by the authority? 

As between several possible 
mines in different areas, which 
shall be operated when it is clear 
that the output of all is not pres- 
ently required? 

How can a strategic balance be 
maintained between nations s0 
that stockpiles of fissionable ma- 
terials will not become unduly 
large in one nation and small in 
another? 

We do not suggest that these 
questions are simple but we be- 
lieve that practical answers can 
be found. An attempt to suggest 
an approach to such answers is 
made later where the _ general 
question of policies of the author- 
ity is discussed. 


Production Plants—The second 
major function of the authority 
would be the construction and op- 
eration of useful types of atomic 
reactors and separation plants. 

This means that operations, like 
those at Hanford and Oak Ridge 
and their extensions and improve- 
ments, would be owned and con- 
ducted by the authority. Reactors 
for producing denatured plutoni- 
um will be large installations and 
by the nature of the process they 
will yield large amounts of ener- 
gy as a by-product. 

As the technology of power de- 
velopment by this method ex- 
pands, ways will be found for 
utilizing this power both as heat 
and as electricity. The existing 
plants are not designed to oper- 
ate at a sufficiently high temper- 
ature for the energy to be used 
for the generation of electrical 
power. 

One of the first research and 
development problems of the au- 
thority would be to develop de- 
signs of reactors such that the 
energy released would be in a 
form usable for the generation 
of electric power. 

These production plants are in- 
trinsically dangerous operations. 
Indeed they may be regarded as 
the most dangerous, for it is 
through such operations that ma- 
terials can be produced which are 
suitable for atomic explosives, 

In addition to questions similar 
to these mentioned in the case of 
raw materials, many new ones 
suggest themselves in relation to 
such production plants, 

What measures can be taken 
to assure the minimum degree of 
danger in design of plants and 
output? What measures can be 
taken to assure the minimum 
danger of diversion? What 
measures- can be taken to assure 
location of plants that both will 
permit the disposition of by- 
product power and heat in areas 
where they are most needed and 
at the same time will maintain 
a strategic balance between na- 
tions so that none may be in- 
spired with fear lest the existence 
of plants in another would give 
that nation an advantage if it 
suddenly developed aggressive in- 
tentions? How will the vast 
amounts of by-product power be 
disposed of by an international 
agency operating geographically 
within a national economy? 

Like the questions previously 
stated, these are not easy to an- 
sewer. But here again we think 
that answers can be found and we 
venture later to suggest a way 
of going about the process of for- 
mulating answers. 


Research Activities — We have 
already referred to the research 
that the authority will conduct 
to extend the field of knowledge 
in relation to recoverable raw ma- 
terials. We have referred to re- 
search in power development. 
There will be many other forms 
of research in which the authority 
will have to engage, relating to 
simplifying reactors and the like. 

Here we desire to emphasize 
that the field of research in ites 
broadest sense is the field in 
which the greatest opportunities 
present themselves for national 
and private activities. For re- 
search in relation to the applica- 
tion of discoveries related to 
atomic energy is a great area of 
work which in the context is the 
general plan of safeguards herein 
proposed, is non-dangerous. 

For the reasons already 
eated the authority 


indi- 


bave to engage in a wide eal 
of research activities. 


For example, one of the impor- 
tant things that the authority will 
have to do is research in atomic 
explosives, 


We are by no means sure that 
important new discoveries in this 
field do not lie ahead, Possibly 
the study of atomic explosives 
may yield by-products useful in 
peaceful activities. But this will 
not be the main purpose of the 
authority’s research. 


Only by preserving its position 
as the best informed agency will 
the authority be able to tell where 
the line between the intrinsically 
dangerous and the non-dangerous 
should be drawn. If it turns out 
at some time in the future, as a 
result of new discoveries, that 
other materials lend themselves 
to dangerous atomic develop- 
ments, it is important that the 
authority should be the first to 
know. At that time measures 
would have to be taken to extend 
the boundaries of safeguards. 


But, as we have said, it seems 
highly desirable that, while con- 
ducting its own necessary re- 
search, the authority must not dis- 
courage, but rather must give 
vigorous encouragement to re- 
Search in national or private 
hands. The universities and pub- 
lic technical agencies, industrial 
enterprises, research institutes, al) 
will have a direct interest in par- 
ticipating jn these activities. 


A good example of the oppor- 
tunities in this direction is af- 
forded by considering the situa- 
tion with respect to radioactive 
isotopes. It will be possible for 
the authority to produce these 
isotopes in primary production 
plants. The chemical separation 
and purification of them, howev- 
er, is an involved industrial proc- 
ess, but involves no threat to 
security; states or private ‘organi- 
zations should be encouraged to 
go into these activities. 


But for many purposes it will 
also be possible to produce these 
isotopes in small non-dangerous 
reactors that can be safely oper- 
ated by nations or private insti- 
tutions, In the interest of avoid- 
ing overexpansion of the interna- 
tional authority, we think a delib- 
erate effort should be made to 


encourage the production of iso-. 


topes in national hands, 

It would be premature, of 
course, to seek now to draw any 
hard and fast line between the 
functions that the authority 
should have in producing these 
isotopes and the functions which 
ought to be left to nations and 
their citizens. But it is impor- 
tant to be aware at all times of 
the necessity for taking advan- 
tage of the opportunity for pro- 
moting decentralized and diversi- 
fied national developments and 
of avoiding unnecessary concen- 
tration of functions in the author- 
i 


ty. ‘ 

The field of research is an area 
in which the keenest awareness 
of this problem will be essential 
when the time comes to draft a 
charter and when thereafter the 
time comes for establishing the 
detailed administrative policies of 
the authority.

In the following paragraphs we 
shal] refer to three of the general 
types of activities of great im- 
portance in the field of atomic 
energy which, as already indi- 
cated, are or can be made suffi- 
clently safe to be carried on by 
nations under suitable arrange- 
ments with the proposed author- 
ity. 

These types of activity, as we 
have pointed out earlier, open up 
a broad field for national and 
private exploitation of the useful 
applications of atomic energy. In 
particular, they will permit broad 
scope for research and develop- 
ment in this field by nations and 
private groups within such na- 
tions. 

One of the first licensing ac- 
tivities of the authority might be 
in the field of research reactors 
for which it would furnish on 
lease denatured plutonium or 
U235. 

In, carrying on such operations, 
presumably those desiring to 
build such research reactors would 
submit their designs to the au- 
thority both for approval and for 
advice as to improvements, and 
would obtain a license to build 
such a reactor, and lease of the 
denatured fissionable material 
needed for It. 


There would be a minimum of 
danger involved in allowing the 
construction and operation of re- 
search reactors not exceeding a 
prescribed power level. As we 
have seen, the amounts of fission- 
able material which might be pro- 


Licensing Functions—Up to now | duced through their use would be 


we have been dealing with the 
exclusive proprietary functions of 
the Atomic Development Author- 
ity. Except as to the discussions 
just concluded we have been de- 
scribing the things it must do 
wholly withdrawn from natural 
hands. 

We turn now to a discussion of 
functions more regulatory than 
proprietary in character. These 
are the functions through which 
the agency will maintain moderate 
control over the activities that will 
be conducted by nations or pri- 
vate agencies. For convenience 
we shall refer to these activities 
as “licensing” functions though we 
think that various devices besides 
licensing may in fact be developed 
to do the job. 

Licensing Activities—The ura- 
nium and thorium which the au- 
thority mines and the fissionable 
materials which it produces will 
remain the property of the au- 
thority. By such ownership the 
authority could determine the con- 
ditions under which these dan- 
gerous materials might be used. 
Through the lease of such dena- 
tured materials to those desiring 
to build and operate reactors of 
various non-dangerous kinds, the 
personnel of the authority could 
have access to the establishment 
in which such material is used. 

Moreover, through its own re- 
search and development activ- 
ities and through establishing co- 
operative relationships with re- 
search and development labor- 
atories in this field throughout 
the world, the authority would be 


material 


so small that for any individual 
unit, or even for units in one 
country which might number a 
dozen or more, there would be no 
real dangér in terms of producing 
s.fficient for use in 
atomic explosives. 


Presumably the authority from 
time to time would send its re- 
search personnel, in the dual role 
of research workers and inspec- 
tors, to the laboratories in which 
these reactors were used, but a 
minimal inspection would be 
needed. Moreover, such research 
reactorg would fulfill to a large 
extent the urgent requirements 
for further Intensive scientific re- 
search in this field. 


Presumably licenses and leases 
of material would be arranged be- 
tween the authority and. individu- 
al nations so that the authority 
would not be dealing with private 
groups within nations. 

The authority would also license 
and lease in the same manner as 
deacribed for research reactors 
the construction and operations of 
reactors for making radioactive 
materials. 

There may well be, as suggested 
above, a field for the national or 
private production of such radio- 
active materials which will re- 
quire a pile to produce materials 
for industrial and other peaceful 
uses, The fissionable materials 
leased by the authority would al- 
ways be in the form of denatured 
plutonium or U235.

itself will | 
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authority should also be in a posi- 
tion to license the construction 
and operation of power piles and 
to furnish on lease denatured plu- 
tonium or U235, 

The design of such piles would 
have to be carefully reviewed, and 
the construction perhaps should 
be inspected by the authority, to 
insure that the pile was not read- 
ily convertible to a dangerous 
form. 

For example, there should be no 
provision within such piles for 
the introduction of uranium or 
thorium. Iron or lead might be 
requiréd as structural materials 
and if these were made non-re- 
movable, there would be a large 
factor of safety against abuse. 

Such power reactors would 
“burn” the cactive materialg and 
require replenishin;; from time to 
time. The fissionable materials 
for such power reactors would be 
derived from the operation of the 
production plants of the authority. 
There is no prospect that for sev- 
eral years such power reactors as 
described here could be licensed, 
for the reason that there would 
not be enough fissionable mate- 
rials produced in the plants of the 
authority. 

Thus there is a reasonable peri- 
od during which research and de- 
velopment may proceed both in 
the laboratories of the authority 
and in national and private groups 
throughout the world, as a result 
of which much more will be known 
as to the safe and unsafe features 
of design prior to the time when 
decisions will be required. 

The questions of policy that 
arise in relation to the licensing 
activities of the authority will 
likewise require the utmost in in- 
genuity and resourcefulness for 
their solution. 

How shall control be exercised 
lightly enough to assure the free 
play of national and private enter- 
prise without risk to security? 
How shall facilities and materials 
available for national and private 
exploitation be allocated and at 
what cost? How may safe activi- 
ties, assigned to national hands, 
be withdrawn if new @iscoveries 
show them to be dangerous? 

Again, we do not minimize the 
difficulties, We say only that we 
believe them to be of manageable 
proportions, and that techniques 
can be devised to facilitate solu- 
tions. 

Inspection Activities—Through- 
out this report we have recorded 
our conviction that international 
agreements to foreswear the mill- 
tary use of atomic weapons Can- 
not be enforced solely by a sys- 
tem of inspection—that they can- 
not be enforced in a system which 
leaves the development of essen- 
tially dangerous activities in the 
field of atomic energy in national 
hands and subject to national 
rivalry, and, to insure against dil- 
version of these activities to ag- 
gressive ends, relies upon super- 
vision by an agency which has 
no other function. 


But inspection in a wide variety 
of forms has its proper place in 
the operations of the Atomic De- 
velopment Authority — it has a 
proper and essentia] place. Some- 
times it may take a form scarcely 
recognizable as inspection, but 
that may be regarded as one of 
the virtues of the proposal. 

It may at the outset be useful 
to recall some of the factors 
which lead us to believe that as 
a function of the Atomic Develop- 
ment Authority inspection can be 
effective. We do not by this wish 
to suggest that the necessary in- 
spection functions are trivial or 
that they can be carried out with- 
out inventiveness and effort. We 
do believe the proposals of this re- 
port create a framework within 
which such inventiveness and 
such effort can be effective. 

In the inspection of declared 
and legal activities—to be sure 
that they are really legal—it Is 
of the greatest advantage that the 
operations can themselves be s0 
conducted as to make this inspec- 
tion and contro] easy. 

The Atomic Development Au- 
thority will have the double re- 
sponsibility of technically effec- 
tive development and of safety. It 
would be in a position to insure 
that in the plan of operations, in 
the physical layout, in the system 
of audits, and in the choice of de- 
velopments, full weight and full 
consideration can be given to the 
ease of detecting and avoiding 
diversion and evasion, 

Thus, the authority may con- 
ceivably find it unwise to exploit 
certain types of deposits because 
of the difficulties they present to 
adequate auditing. The authority 
may have reason to decide on one 
or another method of the separa- 
tion of isotopes because it lends 
itself more readily to control. 

In the location of its opera- 
tions, it will be in a position to 
take into account political and 


} 


sociological factors which might 
make control difficult, or to al- 
low such considerations to influ- 
ence its choice of operating per- 
sonnel and procedures, 

We attach great weight to the 
importance of unifying at the 
planning stage the requirements 
of development and control. We 
also attach great weight to the 
far-reaching inseparability of the 
two functions in the personnel of 
the development authority. 

As we have pointed out repeat- 
edly, the authority will be aided 
in the detection of illegal opera- 
tions by the fact that it is not 
the motive but the operation 
which is illegal. 

Any national or private effort 
to mine uranium will be illegal; 
any such stockpiling of thorium 
will be illegal; the building of any 
primary reactor or separation 
plant will be illegal. 

This circumstance is of very 
great importance for the follow- 
ing reason: It is true that a thor- 
ough-going inspection of all phas- 
es of the industry of a nation will 
be general an unbearable burden; 
it is true that a calculated at- 
tempt at evasion may, by camou- 
flage or by geographical location, 
make the specific detection of 
an illegal operation very much 
more difficult. But the total ef- 
fort needed to carry through from 
the mine to the bomb, a surrep- 
titious program of atomic arma- 
ment on a scale sufficient to make 


tation to evasion, is so vast, and 
the number of separate difficult 
undertakings so great, and the 
special character of many of 
these undertakings so hard to 
conceal, that the fact of this ef- 
fort should be impossible to hide. 

The fact that it is the existence 
of the effort rather than a spe- 
cific purpose or motive or plan 
which constitutes an evasion and 
an unmistakable danger signal is 
to our minds one of the great ad- 
vantages of the proposals we have 
outlined, 

We have frequently emphasized 
the related difficulties of provid- 
ing in an inspection agency per- 
sonnel with the qualifications 
necessary for that work, and with 
enlightened and constantly im- 
proving understanding of the 
technical realities. 


We believe that these problems 
can be solved in an Atomic De- 
velopment Authority to which is 
entrusted the technical explora- 
tion of the field, and in which in- 
spection activities will be carried 
out in part by the very personnel 
responsible for the new develop- 
ments and in part by the men of 
the same organization, who have 
access to, and who have an inter- 
est in, the research and develop- 
ment activities of the authority. 


We do not wish to. overempha- 
size the advantages that may 
arise from the free association of 
the authority's scientists and ex- 
perts with those engaged in pri- 
vate or national undertakings, 
but we believe that if a serious 
effort is made to cultivate this 
association it will greatly reduce 
the chance of evasive national 
or private action, or of the exist- 


ence, unknown to the authority, 
of technical developments which 
might constitute a potential dan- 
ger. 


As an example of an association |__ 


which would on technical grounds 
be most appropriate for the au- 
thority, we may cite the problem 
of power. The authority will be 
engaged in the production of 
power. It will be engaged in li- 
censing power plants of non-dan- 
gerous type for private or nation- 
al operation. It should take ad- 
vantage of these associations to 
be informed about the power re- 
quirements which play so large 
a part in the operation of separa- 
tion plants. 

It will be seen that we do not 
contemplate any systematic or 
large-scale inspection activities for 
the authority except those di- 
rected to the control of raw ma- 
terials. , 

It is our hope—and we believe it 
a valid hope—that when the au- 
thority is in full operation it will, 
through the application of ingenu-

a sufficiently complete control 
over raw materials and the fis- 
sionable products so that no ela- 
borate and formal inspection pro- 
cedures will be needed to supple- 
ment it. 

It is clear that final decision on 
this matter must take into ac- 
count the events of the transition 
period from our present condition 


the authority. It is also clear that 
the more rapidly the initial steps 
leading to the authority’s control 
of raw materials are taken, the 
greater the chance of the elimina- 
tion of the more burdensome 
forms of inspection.

on a world-wide search and sur- 
vey for the discovery of the es- 
sential raw materials. In the 
conduct of research and develop- 
ment, and through the location of 
the authority’s laboratories in var- 
jous parts of the world, the au- 
thority should become cognizant 
of a wide range of research and 
development activities in various 
countries, Therefore, the purpose 
of inspection would be served in 
that personnel of the authority 
should be currently and _ intelli- 
gently informed regarding na- 
tional and private research and 
development activities in this 
field . 

In operating mines, refineries 
and primary production plants in 
various countries, the personne! of 
the authority will likewise acquire 
insight regarding the activities 


and trends in various countries. 
In its licensing activities the 
Authority will maintain contact 
with the research and develop- 
ment laboratories authorized to 
use reactors, Exchange of person- 
nel, visits and even formal inspec- 
tion, may all be involved. 


In Heensing power 
which are somewhat less safe 
than research reactors, the au- 
thority would send its representa- 
tives to inspect or visit these 
plants at frequent intervals. Such 
personnel would presumably be 
trained in the development or en- 
gineering branches of the author- 
ity and their primary purpose 
might well be to furnish engineer- 
ing services and advice to the op- 
erators. The inspection that would 
actually result would be far more 
effective than any direct attempt 
to inspect. 

Under the relations described 
between the authority and na- 
tional or private groups using de- 
natured fissionable material, the 
inspectors would have a right of

Furthermore, if the authority 
conducted the operations de- 
scribed it would have within its 
organization a unique knowledge 
of the whole field of atomic en- 
ergy and the changes in that 
field, which are almost certain 
to be rapid if it is developed in 
a healthy manner. To the extent 
inspection was required it could 
be done by competent engineers 
or scientists who would be far 
more knowledgeable than those 
inspected and who could furnish 
useful aid and advice at the same 
time. 

In the course of its activities, 
the authority might acquire in- 
formation which would cause it 
to suspect evasions or violations 
in places to which it did not have 
the right of access for geological 
survey or for -inspection of in- 
stallations using leased material. 

Some means would have to be 
provided so that the authority by 
making out a prima facie case 
would be granted access to the 
suspected plant or laboratory. 
This might be arranged through 
the presentation of such a request 
to some international body such 
as the International Court. If the 
Court were satisfied with the ade- 
quacy of the reasons presented 
by the authority, it might then 
request the nation in which the 
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suspected activities were located 
to grant access to representatives 
of the authority. 

This seems to us one of the 
possible means of approach to the 
limited problem of detection of 
evasions that would be present 
even under the atomic develop- 
ment proposal, 

The procedure 


seems suf- 


ficiently limited in its effect upon 
national sovereignty to be practi- 
cal. 

We recognize that the idea 
raises a host of questions that 
would have to be answered before 
the feasibility and effectiveness 
of the device could be established 
but we think it worthy of this 
further exploration, 


Chapter [l—Organization 


N the light of the scientific and 
; technological facts and of broad 

human and political factors, we 
have undertaken, up to this point, 
to describe the kind of functions 
that an Atomic Development Au- 
thority would have to be given in 
order to be effective. 


In considering the problems of 
organizational structure and de- 
tailed policies for such an author- 
ity it is also clear that the facts 
concerning atomic energy are de- 
cidedly pertinent. But ag to these 
problems, there is much relevant 
experience in the general field of 
inte national organization. 


Obviously the systematic ap- 
proach necessary for a solution of 
these problems must draw heavily 
on that experience. 


But there is an important 
question of timing. It would be 
premature now to seek defini- 
tive answers to many of the 
questions as to organization and 
policy. For in order to have 
validity the answers will have to 
be the product of international 
discussion and deliberation rath- 
er than any unilateral statement 
of a detailed plan. 


In considering the type of or- 
ganizational problem involved in 
setting up an Atomic Development 
Authority under the United Na- 
tions, it should be readily possible 
to find helpful analogies in other 
international operations, public 
and private, and even in national 
activities. In the course of our 
discussions numerous questions 
concerning these matters have 
niturally occurred to us as they 
would to anyone studying the in- 
ternational issues created by 
atomic energy. It has been nec- 
essary to reflect intensively on the 
possible answers to such questions 
as a means of testing the sound- 
ness of our main conclusions. 


We present here some of the fe- 
sults of our own discussion and 
reflection, not in the form. of a 
systematic statement but rather 
for the purpose of illustrating the 
types of questions that arise and 
possible answers which occurred 
to this group. 


One of the key problems of 
cours. will be the question of per- 
sonnel. It will be of the essence 
to recruit that personnel on a 
truly international basis, giving 
much weight to geographical and 
national distribution, 


It does not seem to us an un- 
reasonable hope that the organ- 
‘ization would attract personnel of 
high quality. For the field of 
knowledge is one in which the 
prospects for future development 
have become an absorbing inter- 
est of the entire world. 


Certainly there is a far better 
chance that the authority would 
jattzact personnel of a high cal- 
iber tham that any purely policing 
organization would do &6o, 

At any rate, it is clear that the 
success of the organization would 
depend upon the quality of the ad- 
ministrators, geologists, mining 
experts, engineers, physicists, 
chemists and other personnel, and 
every possible effort must be 
made to establish the kind of or- 
ganization that will attract them. 

It is not alone necessary for 
the organization to be thoroughly 
informed in the field of atomic 
energy. It will also be necessary 
for the nations of the world to be 
thoroughly informed at all times 
about the operations of the au-| 
thority. There are many ways of 
assuring this necessary degree of 
accountability on the part of the 
authority to the nations and 
peoples whose instrument it will 
be. 

Some integral organ of the 
United Nations, perhaps the Se- 
curity Council itself, will need to 
serve as the overseeing body for 
the authority, 

But it could do so in ways gen- 
erally comparable to those em- 
ployed by Congressional appro- 
priations and investigating com- 
mittees and the Bureau of the. 
Budget in relation to govern- 
mental institutions in the United) 
States. 


Detailed measures would have 


\and Policies of Authority 


to be worked out to assure the 
proper connection between such 
an overseeing or “accountability” 
body and the Atomic Development 
Authority itself. Ways will also 
have to be worked out to assure 
that individual nations may main- 
tain enough direct contact with 
the organization to give them a 
sense of intimate relations with 
it, 

This need will be served in part 
by the fact that the staff of the 
organization will be recruited 
from various nationalities, The 
operations of the authority in its 
licensing activities, where it will 
be dealing directly with individual 
states, will also be one of the ways 
in which this objective is accom- 
plished. For in this field there 
will be constant collaboration be- 
tween the authority and individual 
states in working out the detailed 
scientific, technological and polit- 
ical problems which will cluster 
around the authority's licensing 
activities. 


None of these matters appears 
to present insuperable difficulties, 

The foregoing is intended mere- 
ly as a statement of the possibil- 
ities for actually creating an orm 
ganization that will have sound 
relations with the United Nations 
and with individual states. These 
possibilities must be made the 
subject of further exploration as 
intensive as that which we have 
directed to the _ scientific and 
technological facts concerning 
atomic energy itself. 


Until qualified men set them- 
selves the task of actually writing 
a charter, chapter by chapter, 
anything said about policies must 
be merely by way of preface. The 
actual statement of policy, like 
the form of organization, will have 
to grow out of the international 
discussions and deliberations. 


The fundamentals governing 
the Atomic Development Author- 
ity must of course be those which 
have been so well stated in the 
resolution of Jan. 18, 1946, setting 
up the United Nations Atomic 
Energy Commission, that is, the 
strengthening of security and the 
promotion of the beneficial use 
of atomic energy. 


In our report we have adopted 
as the first principle in the ac 
complishment of these fundamen- 
tal objectives the proposition that 
intrinsically dangerous activities 
in the field must not be left open 
to national rivalry but must be 
placed in truly international 
hands. 

To establish the boundaries be- 
tween international and national 
action, we have grasped the for~ 
tunate circumstance that a divid- 
ing line can be drawn between 
dangerous and non-dangerous ac 
tivities. 

We have emphasized that not 
the least in the fortunate circum- 
stances that we have observed 
is the fact that the field of non- 
dangerous activities is so chak 
lenging that it provides an oppor~ 
tunity to avoid such centraliza- 
tion of authority as might make 
the price of security seem too 
high, 

In this connection it is impom 
tant that a purposeful effort 
should be made to keep as broad 
and diversified. as possible the 
field of activities which is left in 
national and private hands. Every 
effort must be made to avoid cen- 
traliging exclusively in the au- 
thority any more activities than 
are essential for purposes of se- 
curity. 
| These are the kind of basie 
considerations which we assume 
the United Nations Atomic Ener 
gy Commission would seek to 
make explicit in its recommenda- 
tions for the charter of an Atomie 
Development Authority. Many oth- 
ers can be added to the list. 

We mention some now which 
are typical and illustrative and 
which are drawn from the kind 
of questions which have arisen 
in our own discussions. 

We would expect that the chan 
ter itself shoul¢, so far as prac 
_ticable, define the areas that are 
| clearly dangerous, in which there 
must be an exclusive international 
| operation, and the areas which 
now seem clearly non-dangerous, 
in which there may be national 
and private operations. 

One of the most difficult prob- 
lems will be the creation of char- 
ter provisions and administrative 


machinery governing the manner 


‘in which the line will he drawn 
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between safety and danger near 
the middle of the spectrum of ac- 
tivities where the division be- 
comes lesg sharp. 

Another difficult problem will 
be to provide the means to rede- 
fine as either “dangerous” or 
“safe” when new knowledge shifts 
the line. 


In these matters close ouestions 
will arise, of course, as to the 
issues which must be referred for 
approval to the individual nations, 
the issues which need only be re- 
ferred to some organ of the Tinited 
Nations, like the Security Conncil, 
and the issues which can be deter- 
mined by administrative action o*” 
the Atomic Development Author- 
ity itself. 

In strengthening security, one 
of the primary considerations will 
relate to the geographical location 
of the operations of the authority 
and its property. For it can never 
be forgotten that it is a primary 
purpose of the Atontic Develpp- 
ment Authority to guard against 
the danger that our hopes for 
peace may fail, and that adven- 
tures of aggression may again be 
attempted. 

It will probably be necessary to 
write into the charter itself a sys- 
tematic plan governing the loca-

ity, protection will be afforded 
z2zainst the eventuality of sudden 
seizure by any one nation of the 
stockpiles, reduction, refining, and 
separation plants, and reactors of 
all types belonging to the author- 
ity. 

This fill have to be quite a 
different situation from the one 
that now prevails. At present, 
with Hanford, Oak Ridge and 
los Alamos situated in the 
United States, other nations can 
find no security against atomic 
warfare except the security that 
resides in our own peaceful pur 
poses, or the attempt at secur- 
ity that is seen in develSping 
secret atomic enterprises of 
their own. 

Other nations which, accord- 
ing to their own outlook, may 
fear us, can develop a greater 
sense of security only as the 
Atomic Development Authority 
locates similar dangerous opera- 
tions within their borders. 

Once such operations and fa- 
cilities have been established by 
the Atomic Development Au- 
thority and are being operated 
by that agency within other na- 
tions as well as within our own, 
a balance will have been estab- 
lished. 

It is not thought that the 
Atomic Development Authority 
could protect its plants by mil- 
itary force from the overwhelm- 
ing power of the nation in which 
they are situated, Some United 
Nations military guard may be 
desirable. But at most it could 
be little more than a token. The 
real protection will lie in the 
fact that if any nation seizes 
the plants or the stockpiles that 
are situated in its territory, 
other nations will have similar 
facilities and materials situated 
within their own borders so that 
the act of seizure need not place 
them at disadvantage. 

Various auxiliary devices, in 
addition to a strategic geographic 
division of plants and facilities 
and stockpiles, will also be neces- 
sary. Some of these have already 
been referred to. 

The design, of primary produc- 
tion plants should make them as 
little dangerous as possible. The 
stockpiles of materials suitable 
for the production of bombs 
should be kept as small as pos- 
sible consistent with sensible eco- 
nomics and engineering. So far as 
practicable, stocks should be de- 
natured or kept in low concentra- 
tions unsuitable for the production 
of bombs. 

In other words, the design and 
operating procedures should def- 
initely prevent the accumulation 
of substantial amounts of mate- 
rial quickly convertible into im- 
portant quantities of explosives. 

All these matters must be the 
subject of the careful considera- 
tion in the writing of the charter 
itself. 

With appropriate world-wide 
distribution of stockpiles and fa- 
cilities; with design rendered as 


kept at the lowest level consis- 
tent with good economics and en- 
gineering; there will be no need 
for a sense of insecurity on the 
part of any of the major powers. 

Seizures will afford no imme- 
diate tactical advantage. They 
would in fact be an instantaneous 
dramatic danger signal, and they 
would permit, under the condi- 
tions stated, a substantial period 
of time for other nations to take 
all possible measures of defense. 

For it should be borne in mind 
that even if facilities are seized, 
a year or more would be required 
after seizure before atomic weap- 
ons could be produced in quan- 
tities sufficient to have an im- 
ea influence on the outcome 
of wa 


ing of danger signals that are 
clear, simple, and vivid seems to 
us of utmost importance. 

There are other basic problems 
of only slightly less difficulty 
which will also need to be dealt 
with in the international delibera- 
tions. »These have to do with 
such matters as compensation to 
nations and private agencies for 
the raw materials which the au- 
thority would take over, they 
have to do with the problem of 
initial financing, they iiave to do 
with allocations and distribution 
of the materials and the facili- 
ties which the authority will li- 
cense or sell to individual nations 
and, through them, to their citi- 
zens. 


One of the difficult problems 
in this respect will be the ques- 
tion of priority in establishing 
non-dangerous power plants with- 
in various nations and the rela- 
tion between these licensed activi- 
ties and the power-producing ac- 
tivities of the authority itself, A 
special word needs to be said on 
this subject.

In other words, the distribution 
of these plants throughout the 
worli will have to be based pri- 
marily on security considerations. 
But there will still be ample room 
for an individual nation, once it 
is decided that such a plant can 
be located within its borders, to 
determine where the plant shall 
be. situated in relation to its own 
economic and social needs. 

It also appears fair to assume 
that the charter could provide 
specifically for the authority to 
turn the power over to the nation 
or its designee at the bus bar of 
the power plant, thus leaving it 
to each individual state to deter- 
mine policy in relation to trans- 
mission, distribution, and use, or 
the authority might deliver steam 
to the individual state, leaving 
all electrical operation in  na- 
tional or private hands as deter- 
mined by the policies of the par- 
ticular nation. 


Problems of price will be diffi- 
cult, but here again it should be 
possible to state basic policies in 
the charter which will give 
reasonable assurance of fairness 
in the fixing of cost. 


The problem of power produc- 
ing piles should be somewhat less 
difficult in the case of the non- 
dangerous plants. In these, fission- 
able materials will be denatured. 
The charter should be able to pro- 
vide for their allocation of this 
type of plant in accordance with 
more conventional economic 
standards, 


It might be possible to provide 
that they should be located on the 
basis of competitive bids among 
interested nations. On such a 
basis, countries with ample power 
resources in water, coal, or oil 
would limit their bids to those 
warranted by the costs of alter- 
native sources, Those countries 
having few or expensive ordinary 
sources of power might bid higher, 
but below the cost of other al- 
ternatives., 


In this way the maximum use- 
fulness of fissionable materials 
with the greatest conservation of 
other sources of power would be 
secured, 

Many other questions of the 
same order as those we have dis- 
cussed can readily be imagined.

Section 1[V—Transition 
To International Control 


HEN fully in operation, the

It is essential to consider what 
will be the condition of affairs 
during the necessary period of 
transition. 

In particular we must take note 
eof the nature of the commitment 
international 
in order to determine 
whether the proposal satisfies the 


which the United States has made 
and sponsored in concert with 
other nations, the commitment for 
action hag always been coupled 
with the requirement that the 
process of moving toward the goal 
of complete international collabo- 
ration must be accompanied at 
each stage by appropriate safe- 
guards. It is the purpose of this 
gection to describe the extent to 
which the suggested plan will sat- 
isfy this requirement. 

The period of transition may be 
broken down into two sub-periods. 
In the first there will be no 
Atomic Development Authority. 
There will be discussions in the 
Atomic Energy Commission of the 
United Nations Organization, and 
as a result of these discussions, 
proposals will be referred to the 
United Nations Council and As- 
sembly and to the several nations 
for further discussion and accept- 
ance. From this process, there 
will result a charter that has been 
ratified by the various nations. 

It is at this stage that the 
Atomic Development Authority 
will come into being. All of this 
will inevitably require time. 


Atomic Development Authority {s 
created by the ratification by the 
several nations of the charter 
which establishes it, it will have 
an immense task before it, in- 
volving many different fields and 
many different activities. It would, 
of course, be possible to leave the 
ordering and sequence of these ac- 
tivities, or rather of undertaking 
them, to the discretion of the 
authority. It seems far more like- 
ly that provisions governing the 
sequence of steps by which the 
authority will come into full oper- 
ation will .e provided in the 
charter. 


Two different kinds of consider- 
ation will be involved in setting 
up the steps of discussion and 
operation. On the one hand there 
are, as we shall see, certain in- 
dispensable requirements for the 
adoption and the success of the 
plan itself, which require that cer- 
tain steps be taken before others 
can be effective. On the other 
hand, there is a wide range of 
schedules all equally compatible 
with the operability of the plan 
and affecting primarily its ac- 
ceptability to the several nations. 

We shall be concerned in this 
section with outlining the require- 
ments of the plan as to schedule, 
and pointing out what other ele- 
ments are not fixed by the plan 
itself and in fixing of which quite 
new considerations are essential. 

In other words, we shall at- 
temipt to describe those steps 
which must be undertaken in a 
particular order if the plan is to 
become effective at all. We shall 
also indicate other steps which 
are a necessary part of bringing 
the plan into operation, but as to 
which there is some freedom of 
choice in determining their se- 
quence. 

The sequence of the first set 
of steps is fixed by the plan it- 
self; the sequence of the second 
set is a matter that will have to 
be fixed by the negotiation be- 
tween the nations. 


States During the Transition—In 
order to have meaning, the exam- 
ination of the transition period 
must take account of the present 
position of the United States in 
the field of atomic energy, and 
that position must be compared 
with the one that this country 
would occupy during the period 
when the plan for international 
action is being adopted and exe- 
cuted. Today's position must also 
be compared with the conditions 
that will prevail when the plan 
has finally been brought into full 
operation. We must also consider 
what our position would be some 
years hence if we were forced 
to abandon our present commit- 
ment for international action and 
pursue instead a purely national 
treatment of the problem. 

Today the United States has a 
monopoly in atomic weapons, We 
have strategic stockpiles; we 
have extensive facilities for mak- 
ing the ingredients of atomic 
bombs and for making the bombs 
themselves; we have a large group 
of people skilled in'the many arts 
which have gone into this proj- 
ect: we have experience and 
know-how obtainahle only in the 
actual practice of making atomic 
weapons; we have considerable 
resources of raw material; and 
we have a broad theoretical knowl- 
edge of the field which may ap- 
pear inadequate in future years, 
but which enables us to evaluate 
not only the performance of the 
past but also what the future is 
likely to hold, 

It is true that some part of our 
monopoly we hold in common with 
the United Kingdom and Canada. 
This applies principally not to ma- 
terial facilities or to weapons,. but 
to the availability of raw -ma- 
terials, to theoretical knowledge, 
and to some elements of the 
know-how. 

It has been recognized that this 
monopoly could not be permanent. 
There have been valid differences 
of opinion on the time which it 
would take other nations to come 
abreast of our present position, or 
to surpass it; but it is generally 
admitted that during the next 
five to twenty years the situation 
will have changed profoundly. 

International control implies an 
acceptance from the outset of the 
fact that our monopoly can not 
last. It implies substituting for a 
competitive development of 
atomic armament a conscious, de- 
liberate, and planned attempt to 
establish a security system among 
the nations of the world that 
would give protection against sur- 
prise attack with atomic weapons. 

Above all, it involves the substi- 
tuting of developments which are 
known to the world for develop- 
ments by the several nations 
which might well remain more 
or less secret, and where the very 
fact of secrecy would be a con- 
stant source of fear, incitement 
and friction. 

Inherent in the adoption of 
any plan of international control 
is a probable acceleration — but 
only acceleration — of the rate 
at which our present monopoly 
will inevitably disappear, since 
our knowledge and our mastery 
of practical arts, and to some ex- 
tent our physical installations, 
must ultimately be made available 
to an international agency in the 
process of establishing control. 

Let us consider, for example, 
the plan we recommend in this 
report, If adopted and executed 
in good faith, this will have 
reached a reasonably full degree 
of operation in a period of 
years. At that time nearly all 
the factors making the present 
position of the United States in 
relation to atomic energy a pre- 
ferred one will have been elimi- 
nated. For, when the plan is in 
full operation, no nation will be 
the legal owner of atomic weap- 
ons, of stockpiles of fissionable 
materia) or raw materials, or of 
the plants in which they can be 
produced, An attempt will have 
been made to establish a stra- 
tegic balance in the geographi- 
cal distribution of the interna- 
tionally owned plants and stock- 
piles. 

The security which we see in 
the realization of this plan lies 
in the fact that it averts the 
danger of the surprise use of 
atomic weapons, 

The seizure by one nation of 
installations necessary for mak- 
ing atomic weapons would be 
not only a clear signal of war- 
like intent, but it would leave 
other nations in a position — 
either alone or in concert — to 
take counter-actions. 

The plan, of course, has other 
security purposes, less tangible 
but none the less important. For 
in the very fact of co-operative 
effort among the nations of the

It is clear that it would be un- 
wise to undertake a plan based 
on the proposals which we have 
put forward unless there were 
some valid hope that they would 
be entered into and carried 
through in good faith; neverthe- 
less, we must provide against the 
hazard that there may not be 
such good faith and must’‘ask oug- 
selves this question: What will be 
the state of affairs should the 
plan be adopted with the inten- 
tion of evasion or should evasion 
be undertaken by any nation dur- 
ing the years when it is being put 
into effect? 

The basis of our present mo- 
nopoly now lies in two rather dif- 
ferent things: knowledge, and 
physical facilities, The ultimate 
geographical balance toward 
which a plan for international 
control must work will witness 
the loss of both kinds of monopo- 
ly. Knowledge will become gen- 
eral, and facilities will neither in 
their legal possession nor in their 
geographical distribution marked- 
ly favor any one nation. 

Although both elements of our 
present hegemony will thus dis- 
appear over a period of years, 
quite different considerations are 
involved in the sharing of our 
knowledge and in the balancing 
of physical facilities, 


The Material Aspects of the 
Transition—The transfer of such 
facilities to international control; 
the establishment under interna- 
tional control of similar facilities 
in other nations; the creation of 
stockpiles; the gradual building 
up of groups of men skilled in the 
various necessary arts—these are 
changes which from their very, na- 
ture will require time to bring 
about, and which can, within not 
too wide limits, be scheduled and 
controlled. In the discussions with- 
in the United Nations Commis- 
sion leading up to the adoption 
of the charter for the authority, 
and even more in the early plan- 
ning phases of the authority's 
work, there will have to be some 
disclosure by us of theoretical in- 
formation. 

But these discussions and these 
plans will not essentially alter the 
present superiority of the United 
States. They will not move its 
stockpiles of uranium or of fis- 
sionable material or its bombs or 
its operating plants, and need 
not alter the operation of these 
plants. These disclosures of in- 
formation, now secret, will not 
create in any other nation ex- 
perience and the know-how 
which are so great a part of our 
present position of superiority. 

No matter what may be the 
schedule of operations adopted, 
this situation cannot change over- 
night under any circumstances, 

Nevertheless, it is clear that 
very serious consideration must be 
given to the scheduling of those 
physical and legal changes which 
over a period of years will bring 
about a balanced international 
operation. 

On the one hand, the general 
principles underlying this schedul- 
ing will have to be the subject of 
negotiation, and the outcome will 
in one form or another have to be 
written into the charter. The 
charter may, for instance, pro- 
vide that some things should not 
be done before a specified num- 
ber of years have elapsed, or be- 
fore the activities of the authority, 
let us say, in the field of raw 
materials, have reached a certain 
stage of effectiveness. 

On the other hand, the authori- 
ty itself may by charter provision 
be given responsibility and dis- 
cretion in the planning of its ac- 
tivities. It may, for instance, be 
called upon to certify that it is 
in satisfactory control of the raw 
materials situation before it un- 
dertakes certain of its other func- 
tions. 

We are aware of the great im- 
portance which attaches to a pru- 
dent and reasonable scheduling 
of the step by step transition 
from our present position, But 
this problem is of a fundamental- 
ly different kind from those that 
have been discussed in this re- 
port. In this report we have at- 
tempted to discover and describe 
the conditions which, as we view 
the matter, a workable system 
of international control would 
have to satisfy. 

The consideration of the steps 
of transition by which the special 
position of the United States may 
be relinquished involves quite 
other values. The sequence, the 
ordering, and the timing of these 
steps may be decisive for the.ac- 
ceptability of the international 
controls, but they will not affect 
its operability. 

Therefore, they present prob- 


lems of negotiation between the 
nations within the UNO in the 
course of agreeing upon a charter 
for the Atomic Development Au- 
thority. 

Such problems of negotiation, 
in our opinion, are separable from 
the nature of the objective of the 
negotiation. They are problems 
which cannot be solved now, be- 
cause they depend, among other 
things, on the motivation of the 
participating nations, on the polit- 
ical background of the negotia- 
tions, and on what may be con- 
ceived to be the separate, as op- 
posed to the collective, interests 
of these nations. 

The extent to which special pre- 
cautions need to be taken to pre- 
serve present American advan- 
tages must be importantly in- 
fluenced by the character of the 
negotiation and by the earnest- 
ness which is manifested by the 
several nations in an attempt to 
solve the common problems of 
international control, These ques- 
tions lie in the domain of highest 
national policy in -international 
relations. 

We are convinced that the first 
major activities of the authority 
must be directed to obtaining cog- 
nizance and control over the raw 
materials situation. 


This control may of course be 
subject to limitations, defined in 
the charter, on the freedom of the 
authority in its early operations to 
alter the national distribution of 
raw materials, The problems of 
making a geological survey re- 
liable and not prohibitively dif- 
ficult are major technical prob- 
lems. The raw materials control 
will bring the authority face to 
face with the problem of access, 
which is both a technical and a 
political problem, It will bring it 
face to face with the need for 
establishing its own research 
agencies and for their co-ordina- 
tion with private and national 
ones. 

These undertakings are funda- 
mental for the operation of the 
authority and to all of its future 
prospect of success. 

There are other things ‘which 
no doubt the authority would wish 
to do at once. Without much de- 
lay it should set up laboratories 
for the study of nuclear physics 
and the technological problems 
that it must expect to encounter 
in its future work, It should at- 
tempt to establish suitable forms 
of liaison and interchange with 
private and national institutions 
working on atomic energy or on 
its applications or on the funda- 
mental sciences which may be in- 
volved. 

In short, the authority should 
get started on its research prd- 
gram and in establishing the pat- 
terns of its liaison with other 
agencies for which it will be re- 
sponsible in the future, ; 

It would be desirable that even 
in the earliest days the authority 
act to permit the use of radioac- 
tive tracer materials and those 
laboratory reactors which use 
small amounts’ of denatured active 
material, and which seem to pro- 
vide such valuable tools for re- 
search in a variety of fields. 

The authority may need to estab- 
lish, even in its earliest days, 
planning boards to make studies 
of the difficult questions of stock- 
piling, power development, future 
plant construction; it may need to 
set up a system for the interim re- 
cording and accounting of opera- 
tions in the field of raw materials, 
and in the production plants of 
the United States. 

These seem to us reasonable 
plans for initia] operations. All the 
other operations of the authority 
are certainly subject to schedul- 
ing. They may accompany these 
initial operations, or they may 
come later. But the control of raw 
materials is an essential prerequi- 
site for all further progress and 
it is the first job that the author- 
ity must undertake. It will be a 
continuing activity, but what we 
are concerned with is that it 
should start. 


In considering the special posi- 
tion of the United States, there 
are, as we have seen, the follow- 
ing important components, the 
discontinuance or transfer of 
which to the jurisdiction of the 
authority will have to be very 
carefully scheduled by interna- 
tional negotiation: our raw ma- 
terial supplies; the plants at Oak 
Ridge and Hanford now operat- 
ing to make atomic explosives; 
the stockpiles of undenatured 
fissionable materials: our atomic 
bomb plant and laboratory at 
Los Alamos, Our loss of monop- 
oly in these elements cannot be 
indefinitely postponed, 

Some of the things we now 
have will have to cease; some 


will have to be transferred to 
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the <atiaaidiees some will have to 
be paralleled by activities else- 
where. 

The scheduling will determine 
the rapidity with which a condi- 
tion of international balance will 
replace our present position, 
Once the plan is fully in opera- 
tion it will afford a great meas- 
ure of security against surprise 
attack; it will provide clear dan- 
ger signals and give us time, if 
we take over the available facili- 
ties, to prepare for atomic war- 


fare. 

The significant fact is that at 
all times during the transition 
period at least such facilities 
will continue to be located within 
the United States. Thus should 
there be a breakdown in the 
plan at any time during the 
transition, we shall be in a 
favorable position with regard 
to atomic weapons. 


Disclosure of Information as an 

Essential of International Action 
—one of the elements 
present monopoly of the United 
States is knowledge. This ranges 
all the way from purely theoreti- 
cal matters to the intimate prac- 
tical details of know-how. 


It is generally recognized that 
the transmission of any part, or 
all, of this knowledge to another 
nation could provide the basis 
for an acceleration of a rival 
effort to make atomic weapons. 
Even that part of our knowledge 
which is theoretical, which can 
be transmitted by word of 
mouth, by formula, or by writ- 
ten note is of value in this con- 
text, 


If such knowledge were avail- 
able to a rival undertaking, it 
would shorten the time needed 
for the solution of the practi- 
cal problems of making atomic 
weapons, by eliminating certain 
unworkable alternatives, by fix- 
ing more definitely design fea- 
tures which depend on this 
theoretical knowledge, and by 
making it possible to undertake 
the various steps of the program 
more nearly in parallel, rather 
than in sequence, 


It is not, in our opinion, possi- 
ble to give a reliable estimate 
of how much such revelation 
would shorten the time needed 
for a successful rival effort. It 
is conceivable that it would not 
be significantly shortened. It is 
conceivable that it might be 
shortened by a year or so. 

For an evaluation on this 
point depends on information 
which is not available to us, on 
the detailed plans and policies 
of such a rival undertaking, as 
well as on their present state of 
knowledge underlying it. 

It is, of course, clear that even 
with all such _ theoretical 
knowledge available, a major 
program, surely lasting many 
years, is required for the actual 
production of atomic weapons, 

Our monopoly on knowledge 
cannot be, and should. not be, 
lost at once. Here again there 
are limitations on the schedul- 
ing inherent in the nature of 
our proposals; and in the nature 
of the deliberations necessary 
for their acceptance. But even 
with the recognition of these 
limitations, there is a rather 
wide freedom of choice in the 
actual scheduling of disclosures. 
Here considerations of accepta- 
bility and of general political 
background will make a decisive 
contribution. 

[t is clear that the Information, 
which this country alone has, can | 
be divided more or less roughly | 
into categories. The acceptance | 
and operation of the plan will re-| 
quire divulging certain categories 
of this information at successive 
times, A schedule can outline the 
point at which this must occur. 

In particular, there is a limited 
category of information which 
should be divulged in the early 
meetings of the United Nations 
Commission discussing these prob- 
lems. There is a more extensive 
cate.ory which must be divulged 
some years hence after a charter 
has heen adopted and the Atomic 
Development Authority is ready to 
start its operations; and there are 
other categories that may be re- 
served until the authority later 
undertakes some of the subse-| 
quent stages of its operations, for 
instance, those that involve re- 


‘search on weapons. 


We are convinced that under 
the plan proposed in this report 
such scheduling is possible, though 
it is clear, as we have pointed out, 
that many factors beyond the 
scope of this report, and involv- 
ing the highest considerations of 
international policy, will be in- 
volved in such schedules, 


We wish to emphasize that it

Above all, they must have a 
sound enough over-all knowledge 
of the field a’ a whole to recog- 
nize that no relevant or signifi- 
cant matters have been withheld. 
For the process of reaching com- 
mon agreement on measures of 
international control presupposes 
an adequate community of knowl- 
edge of fact. 


Much of the information which 
is required for this purpose is al- 
ready widely known, We are con- 
vinced, however, that there are 
further items now held by us as 
secret without which the neces- 
sary insight will be difficult to

constructive applications of atomic 
energy. In our opinion, they are 
largely qualitative; and they in- 
volve almost nothing of know-how. 

On the other hand, when the 
Atomic Development Authority is 
in existence and undertakes oper- 
ations in a given field, it must 


have made available to it all in- 
in the 


formation bearing on that field— 
practical as well as theoretical. 


Thus, if the authority, as its 
first major undertaking, attempts 
to obtain control of raw materials, 
we must be prepared to make 
available to it ALL knowledge 
bearing on this problem. This 
will, of course, be a common ob- 
ligation on all participating na- 
tions. 


Conversely, should it by charter 
agreement be determined that re- 
search and development in the 
field of atomic explosives will be 
undertaken by the authority only 
at a late date, the specific techno- 
logical information relating to 
such developments would not be 
required by it in the earlier 
phases. 


It is important to bear in mind 
that before the authority can un- 
dertake some of its functions, such 
as the construction of reactors or 
the development of power, it will 
have to spend some time in plan- 
ning these activities and in re- 
search directed toward them, and

'—no doubt because of the dam- 


aging effect which continued se 
crecy in these matters could have 
on our own scientific and techni- 
cal progress. 

Corresponding to these distine- 
tions, the committee divided our 
secret scientific and technical in- 
formation into three categories, 
the first of which it recommended 
for immediate declassification; the 
second of which it recommended 
for eventual declassification in the 
interests of long-term national se- 
curity of the United States; and 
for the third of which it recom- 
mended against declassification in 
the absence of effective interna- 
tional control. 


We have tried to see what tech- 
nical information this board would 
find essential for the sort of un- 
derstanding that must be estab- 
lished as a basis for discussion in 
the UNO Commission, and to com- 
pare this with the items listed 
in the report of the Committee of 
Declassification, 

Many of the facts needed are 
already public; many are included 
in Class One; the remainder are 
all in Class Two, and comprise 
perhaps one-third of the items 
there listed. 

It is important again to em- 
phasize that the Declassification 
Committee’s recommendation was 
aimed at furthering our own long- 
term national security in the ab 


sence of international measures. 
We wish to emphasize that 
the initial disclosures will place 
in the hands of a nation (should 
it be acting in bad faith) infor- 
mation which could lead to an 
acceleration of an atomic arma- 
ment program. We do not re- 
gard this circumstance as in 
any way peculiar to the plan 
recommended in this report. It 
is inherent in the concept of in- 
ternational control. The adop- 
tion of any workable scheme 
of international control may 
shorten the time during which 
the United States has a position 
as favorable as it has today. 
We cannot be sure of this, but 
we must be prepared for it, 


that information must be made | 
available early enough to make 
such planning and research ettec-| 


tive. 


These are examples of. require- 
ments for information by the 
Atomic Development Authority at 
certain stages of its progress. In 
accepting the plan here recom- 
mended for international control, 
the United States will be com- 
mitted to making available this 


full measure required by the op- 
erating necessities. 


Once the sequence and timing 
of stages has been fixed by nego- 
tiation and agreement between 
the nations, a minimum rate of 
disclosure of information = will 
have been fixed by the agreement 
as well, 

A too cautious release of infor- 
mation to the Atomic Development 
Authority might in fact have the 
effect of preventing it from ever 
coming to life. For one of the 
decisive responsibilities of the 
authority is the establishment and 
maintenance of the security of the 
world against atomic warfare. It 
must be encouraged to exercise 
that responsibility, and to obtain 
for itself the technical mastery 
that is essential. 

We may further clarify the na- 
ture of the disclosures required by 
this board’s proposals by a refer- 
ence to a report. We have had the 
opportunity to examine in detail a 
report of December, 1945, prepared 


for the Manhattan District by its 


Committee on Declassification, a 


N this section we have been dis- 

cussing the problem of transi- 

tion to international control as 
it affects the security of the 
United States. During this tran- 
sition the United States’ present 
position of monopoly may be lost 
somewhat more rapidly than 
would be the case without inter- 
national action. But without such 
action the monopoly would in 
time disappear in any event, 

Should the worse happen and, 
during the transition period, the 
entire effort collapse, the United 
States. will at all times be in a 
favorable position with regard to 
atomic weapons, This favorable 
position will depend upon material 
things; leas and less will it rest 
upon keeping nations and individ- 
uals ignorant, 

When fully in operation the 
plan herein proposed can provide 
a great measure of security 
against surprise attack. It can do 
much more than that. It can 
create deterrents to the initiation 
of schemes of aggre‘sion, and it 
can establish patterns of co-opera- 
tion among nations, the extension 
of which may even contribute to 
the solution of the problem of 
war itself. When the plan is in 
full operation there will no longer 
be secrets about atomic energy. 
’ We believe that this is the firm- 
est basis of security; for the long 
term there can be no interna- 
tional control and no international 
co-operation which does not pre 
suppose some international com- 
munity of knowledge.

The plan does not eliminate war nor would it eliminate the 
use of atomic energy weapons in war, but it would prevent 


its surprise use. 

‘“Many people will hope and ask for a plan which can 
be guaranteed td serve these purposes or even larger pur- 
poses. This is impossible, I think, not only with respect to 
this plan but to any other that should be devised, That being 
the case, one may well ask in this as we do in more ordinary 
affairs: Why embark on a course involving any risks against 
which there really can be no genuine insurance?

OUTH SIDE DAY NURSERY, 

which will celebrate its six- 

tieth anniversary this year, 
will benefit from a large card 
party to be given at the Gates- 
worth Hotel Friday afternoon, 
April 26, at 2 o’clock. 


The nursery, which is non- 
sectarian, was organized in 1886 
and incorporated two years later. 
It has occupied its present quar- 
ters at 1621 South Tenth street 
since 1888, purchase of the 
building having been made in 
1890. It is the oldest day nurs- 
ery west of the Mississippi, and 
at the time of its establishment 
only two others of its kind ex- 
isted in this country. 


The nursery is maintained for 
the purpose of caring for the 
children of working mothers and 
is equipped to care for 50 chil- 
dren a day.

In the Ozarks 


Redbud Is Blooming 
_In Every Woodland 


By Leonard Hall 


HAT statement in last Sunday’s article about the redbud 

T not blooming fully this season was a bit premature. We 

went south into the Ozark eountry the other day, with 

the thermometer climbing into the nineties and it seemed that 

everything was blooming ex- 

cept the dogwood. Redbud 

was everywhere along the 

roadsides, scattered through 

the timber, lining the edge 

of every woodland where it 

met the field. Thickets of 

wild plum were still snowy 

white. Here and _ there, 

where some worn-out hill 

farm had been abandoned, 

the wild peach trees scat- 

tered their bright blossoms. 

This will be, I think, the 

last week to see the fruit 

trees and redbud in bloom. 

Perhaps by the end of the 

week, the dogwood will have 

flowered. We found the 

first blossoms yesterday. 

Spring also came early in 

the Shenandoah valley, along 

the Blue Ridge and up 

through Tennessee and Kentucky. I'd say we missed the laurel 

and rhododendron by little more than a week On our way 

home from the coast. There was one interesting experience 

coming down the Blue Ridge “Skyline Trail.” This road rides 

the erest of the mountains down the most spectacular part of 

the range and it is a matter of constant amazement to see 

homesteads set literally on edge instead of lying flat as a 

farm normally does. We saw one such farm—of considerable 

size, judging by its outbuildings—and stopped to try to trace 

its road down through the hollows until it reached the valley 

floor many miles away. There were too many intervening 

ridges which overlapped each other and we couldn’t see the 

way down. But we did hear, far off, a pack of hounds run- 

ning—one of them with a great, deep voice like an old church 
bell. 
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@ WE STARTED DOWN THE LAST 50 MILES of this high- 
way in late afternoon. A sign said “No gasoline, food or other 
services—50 miles.” At this point it was 20 miles out to a 
town on a cross-highway, so I looked at the gas gauge and 
decided we had plenty to finish the day. There was not a 
ear to be seen on this stretch of road, which wag just being 
put into shape for the summer’s traffic. At 3000 feet there 
was snow, though hardly enough to bother. But the grades 
were tremendous and the gravel was soft and the needle on 
the gas gauge went down and down. We'd look into those 
deep hollows, where the sun had set an hour since, and see 
smoke curling up from a cabin invisible in the purple shadows 
and wonder just what would happen if the tank went dry! 
Suddenly at the bottom of a big dip, a sign said “Construction 
Ends—500 Feet.” Off to the side, a trail plunged down the 
mountain into the dark and, sure enough, a small, dimly- 
lettered sign said “To Highway 60.” | 
There was nothing else for it, so down we went. A creek 
running alongside the road gradually became a rushing tor- 
rent. On the other side, the mountain climbed straight as a 
wall. It was pitch dark, but luckily downhill so we could con- 
serve gas by coasting. Finally we saw a white mule plodding 
up the road, with a small Negro boy perched on his back, 
“How far to the highway?” we asked. “Oh, hit ain’t fur,” he 
answered.| “Giddap.” It was, in fact, only a mile, so we were 
soon in Lexington, which was our destination. | 
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@ NEXT DAY, HEADING DOWN ALONG the Holston River, 
we saw the headwaters of the TVA. Unfortunately the power 
pools of the upper dams were at low level. Ugly mud flats 
stretched out to the water from all sides and, in many places, 
_ these were eroding badly, to fill the bottom of the reservoir 
with silt, The same was true at Norris Dam where the water 
was down perhaps 30 feet to leave an ugly, scarred band of 
red clay and rock between the wooded shoreline and the 
water-level. There was no sign of such soil conservation 
measures as terracing and contouring to hold the rainfall on 
these precipitous hills, though some reforestation may be 
under way. But it looked as if these upper reservoirs might 
be doomed to failure before many years through filling in with 
silt and rock, as has happened already to some 2000 of Ameri- 
ea’s artificial water impoundments. Of course, I understand 
that farther down on the TVA system, both soil conservation 
and reforestation are being practiced to a considerable degree. 
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Many times on the drive home from Washington to 
St. Louis, and particularly when we were in mountain 
country, I wished that we had a bus-load of high-dam 
builders along with us. I am certain the evidence of their 
own eyes would have convinced them that dams alone will 
never end floods and that we will save billions of dollars 
for the American people if we put them last instead of 
first in the flood control program. All the way from the 
Shenandoah Valley in Virginia to the Arcadia Valley in 
Missouri, there was clear evidence that restoring our land, 
rebuilding our forests and holding the water where it falls 
are the basic steps not. only in flood control bat in creat- 
ing a healthy economy for America, 
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@ IN THE MOUNTAINS OF KENTUCKY and Tennessee we 
saw bad forest fires raging. When JI talked to the soil con- 
servation agent at Corbin about this he said, “Well, they got 
it all burned off good, early this spring, and now they are 
starting on the second round!” But he had also heard a 
county judge fine a man for permitting a fire to run over onto 
a neighber’s property. That may be the beginning of the end 
of “firing the woods to make the grass grow.” I hope there'll 
soon be laws in Missouri with teeth in them to protect our 
trees. Coming back from the Ozarks the other evening, we 
drove through two bad fires which had burned several hundred 
acres—and this within 30 miles of the city. There will be less 
good pasture, more worthless annual grass and lots of young 
trees dead or scarred for life in the pathway of those fires. 
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Youthful Parents Say Presence of Youngsters Caused 
Arguments, "So We Decided to Give Them Up'— 
Omaha Official Calls the Mother a

OMAHA, Nebr., April 6. 

IKE many Dn parents, Mr. 

and Mrs. Eugene Van Horn, 

of Omaha, found that their 
three small active children in their 
crowded two-room apartment 
made them nervous, caused con- 
stant turmoil, and hampered their 
social life, until at times they 
wished the children belonged to 
someone else. 


Unlike most parents, the Van 
Horns took the way out of 
their domestic difficulties by sim- 
ply giving the children away, and 
now if all goes well, at the April 
29 court hearing, four-year-old 
Tommy, three-year-old Caroline, 
and two-year-old Stanley will be- 
long to Mr. and Mrs. John Yu- 
nick, and g» to live with them 
permanently at their farm on the 
outskirts of town. 


Perhaps to tbe Van Horns this 
seemed like a sane and sensible 
solution to the problem, but the 
mirror of public opinion doesn’t 
quite reflect this view. 


Mary Van Horn might be slight- 
ly uncomfortable if she could hear 
the comments on her case history 


around Omaha, from the eity of- 
ficial, who referred to her as a 
“modern pagan,” to the woman 
taxicab driver, a widow who raised 
seven children single-handed and 
has her own unexpurgated opin- 
ion of the affair Van Horn. 

The Van Horns are not around 
to hear, however, having gone to 
Minneapolis for a “vacation.” But 
from all the comments of others 
involved in the case, the disposal 
of the children was a casually and 
cheerfully conducted operation as 
far as the Van Horns were con- 
cerned. 

“Sure, we love the children,” 
Mrs. Van Horn told Omaha’s Pub- 
lic Defender Joe Lovely and his 
assistant, Ed Hayes, when they 
tried to point out the future im- 
plications of signing one’s chil- 
dren away. 

“But we get nervous and argue 
when they’re around. When 
they’re not, we get along fine. So 
we just decided to give them up.” 

“Mary didn’t have any time to 
be young,” Van Horn defended 
his wife, who was married at 15 
and is now 21. “She married too 
early. If she’d had any idea of 
birth control, maybe we wouldn’t 
have had the kids and we'd be 
better off.” 
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OTH the Van Horns are from 
B broken homes themselves. Van 

Horn’s mother, who lives in 
Minneapolis, was separated from 
his father many years ago, and 
Mrs. Van Horn'’s mother, who 
lives in Plattsmouth, Nebraska, 
divorced her father, an invalid, 
and remarried several years ago. 
Both attended high school a year, 
and Van Horn was a truck driver 
before entering the Army. A vet- 
eran of five-and-a-half years ser- 
vice, though none of it overseas, 
he was discharged in December 
1944. 

The Van Horns took a two room 
apartment in a shabby, very-off- 
white frame building in the 2200 
block of Cass street and hap- 
pened to meet the Yunicks who 
own a rooming house on North 
23rd, through a mutual acquain- 
tance. Mrs. Van Horn had asked 
the other woman to care for her 
children, but the woman had no 
room for the three youngsters 
and suggested her friend, Mrs. 
Yunick. 

The Yunicks kept the children 
from March through September 
during which time their parents 
saw them very little. On one oc- 
casion, Mrs. Yunick recalls, the 
parents came to the Yunick farm, 
where they now live and which 
they then used for picnics, and 
Van Horn got into a slight alter- 
cation with Yunick because the 
father kept tossing his daughter 
in the air and letting her fall on 
her stomach into his arms. 

When Yunick protested that he 
might hurt Caroline, Van Horn, 
according to Mrs. Yunick, said, 
“Oh well, what’s the difference— 
she’s insured.” 

Yunick replied rather hotly that 
if Van Horn felt that way he'd 
be glad to keep all three of the 
children permanently. 
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HE Van Horns took their chil- 
T aren back shortly after that, 

but apparently the idea had 
taken hold because on March 26 
they called the Yunicks and told 
them to come after the children 
and several days later visited 
Public Defender Lovely and asked 
him to handle legal proceedings. 

“They were advised by this of- 
fice as to the consequences of 
adoption,” Lovely’s assistant, Ed 
Hayes, said. “We told them that 
it would mean the permanent loss 
of the children, that they might 
be allowed the right to visit them 
but it would be entirely up to 
the discretion of the adopting par- 
ents. In spite of this they signed 
their consent.

personal difficulties if they get rid 
of the source of those difficulties, 
the children.” 


Under Nebraska law, adoption 
requires first the signing of a pe- 
tition by the adopting parents, the 
signing of consent by the natural 
parents including a statement 
that they believe the act to be in 
the best interest of the children. 
After the filing of the papers and 
an investigation by the juvenile 
department of the adopting par- 
ents, a hearing is held 28 or 30 
days later. 


In this case it would seem a 
simple enough matter for the Yun- 
icks since they are able to provide 
a home for the children, and have 
sufficient financial resources, as 
Yunick who works for a retail fur- 
niture store, also owns the room- 
ing house and farm. 


The only difficulty now in the 
way is the fact that Yunick is 50 
and his wife, 51, ahd the court 
frowns on giving small children 
to persons over 45 years of age. 

“If the court cecides against it, 
the juvenile court will have juris- 
diction over the children,” Hayes 
explained, “and later on, they'll be 
adopted by someone else, prob- 


ably separately, although in my 
mind, it would be a crime to 
separate those three children. 

The Yunicks, childless them- 
selves, are delighted at their good 
luck, and hope they will be able 
to keep the children. The three 
of them, two small overall-clad 
boys, and their sister, in cotton 
dress and sweater, her head-ker- 
chief not quite concealing the tin 
curlers in her hair, were playing 
around the door of the house, 
when we arrived at the farm, on 
Route 6, Florence, Neb., about 12 
miles out of Omaha.

in the living room, occasionally 
stopping to settle a dispute in- 
volving a toy, to advise the older 
two on their color book activities 
involving a blue-faced rabbit with 
a green tail and purple ears, or 
admonish them not to squeeze the 
doggie too hard, 


“We'll count it a rare privilege 
if we get to keep them,” she went 
on, “and I think we'll be able to 
take better care of them than 
they’ve had up till now. 


“When we lived near their par- 
ents, I saw their mother go out 
many times and turn all three of 
them outside totake care of them- 
selves as best they could. 


“Many’s the time I’ve seen this 
littlest fellow go all the way 
around the block with no one 
looking after him. 


“The investigator who visited 
us said she didn’t see any reason 
why we shouldn’t have them, un- 
less, of course, it would be our 
ages, but my husband says a lot 
of older people than us have 
taken care of small children.” 


With an ideal location for child 
raising, the Yunicks have a 
neatly-kept five-room house with 
all linoleum floors, new modern 
style furniture, and lace curtains 
and numerous thriving geraniums 
in the living room.

Trixie and Trixie’s three new 
pups, and chickens, for diversion, 
and plenty of out-of-doors for 
play. 


“The children seem a  \lot 
healthier already,” Mrs. Yunick 
said. “When they first brought 
the baby to us last year, everyone 
thought he was going to be an 
invalid. He couldn’t ‘use his 
arms and legs or walk at all. His 
mother could hardly believe it 
was the same child when she 
came back to see him. 


“The baby’s never known any- 
one else as ‘Mommy’ except me. 
I didn’t see him from September

Along with new parents, 
they have also acquired a grand- 
mother, Mrs. Yunick’s mother 
who lives there also, and who 
stops her rag rug making occa- 
sionally to tie small shoes or to 
wipe small noses. Only the old- 
est of the children has been told 
anything about the situation.

Life as Lived in the Primer Books -:-  y Dickson terry 


PEAKING of progressive edu- 

cation, which is a popular pas- 

time nowadays, a new school of 
thought has recently appeared, a 
school of thought which holds 
that the chief fault with progres- 
sive education lies in the fact that 
it isn’t progressive enough. At 
least, not in certain quarters. 

Its members are chiefly young 
parents who have sons and daugh- 
ters in the first grade, or there- 
abouts. They are wondering 
what kind of start in life a young- 
ster gets who, while at school, 
gains his conception of what life 
is really like from the way it is 
lived in the primer books, and 
who at home views life as it is 
lived period. 

Not only is there a wide di- 
vergence between the kind of par- 
ents little boys and girls have in 
primer books and the kind . little 
boys and girls in real life are af- 
flicted with, but the whole busi- 
ness of living in the primer books 
takes on an ethereal and some- 
what unreal quality which, while 
engaging, is also extremely mis- 
leading. It is bound to cause con- 
fusion in a child’s mind, whereas 
among the parents it can lead to 
all sorts of situations, such as 
frustration, pantry drinking and 
a feeling of inferiority. Eventual- 
ly it is bound to lead to a state 
of guarded mistrust between par- 
ent and child. 
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Take, for instance, the case of 
Mrs, x, who was a perfectly nor- 
mal young mother, as young 
mothers go nowadays. The kind 
you see on the cover of the Ladies 
Home Journal. Happy, carefree, 
fond of her family and unbur- 
dened by guilt complexes. Until 
one day, in a moment of: idle 
curiosity, she started thumbing 
through her little daughter’s 
primer. What she found there 
started her to wondering. It was 
just a step from wondering to 
worrying, and from worrying to 
plain, old-fashioned brooding. In 
fact, she hasn’t been the same 
since. 

Her trouble might be diagnosed 
as a sort of split personality, 
brought about by her inability to 
decide whher shy should try 


to live up to the standards set by 
the mothers in the primer books, 
or whether to be herself, buck the 
primera and compel her young- 
asters to face the realties of life. 
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Mrs. X., had noticed, for in- 
stance, that the mothers in the 
primer books seemed to spend 
most of their time sitting around 
on the porch, or under a large 
shade tree, talking to their starry- 
eyed off-spring about things like 
the birds and the flowers. For 
example, she told us, there is les- 
son 15 in her daughter's primer. 
It is illustrated by a picture of 
mamma, all neat and starched, 
sitting on the front porch with a 
book in her lap and a pensive look 
on her face. Little daughter, 
whose name is Lucy, and who 
looks singularly stupid for her 
size, is leaning against the porch 
rail starring vacantly off into 
space. Mamma and Lucy are 
carrying on the following conver- 
sation: 

“Come here, Lucy, and listen! 
What is in this flower?” 


“@ mother! It is a bee. I won- 


der how it came to be shut up in 
the flower!” 

“It went into the flower for 
some honey, and it may be that 
‘it went to sleep .. .”, and so on, 
in the same vein. 

Mrs. X. got to thinking that 
perhaps it was her duty to go in 
for more of this sort of thing her- 
self, so she set out to do some- 
thing about it.

SHANGHAI, April 6.

age, probably it won’t help 
much to report that a lot of 
Chinese have been living ade- 
quately without houses for cen- 
turies. These are the sampan 
dwellers whose whole existence 
proceeds from birth to death in 
the weatherbeaten little gray 
boats moored bow to stern and 
gunwale to gunwale in the 
filthy waters of the Whangpoo 
and Soochow creek outside my 
window. 
The average home sampan is 
a flat-bottomed boat about 20 
feet long, with a six-foot beam. 
It is half roofed with semi- 
cylindrical straw and bamboo 
matting and in dirty weather, 
which is frequent in Shanghal, 
the abundant openings in this 
dubious shelter are haphazardly 
closed with a hodgepodge of 
canvas rags. 
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Idle Americans and eager 
amateur photographers like to 
gather along the railing of 
Garden Bridge to watch the life 
processes of the sampan popu- 
lation, an intrusion upon pri- 
vacy which the families beneath 
appear to neither resent nor 
notice at all. About the only 
conclusion you can draw from 
such research is that it is pos- 
sible to achieve great simplicity 
and compressibility in family 


life. 
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Cooking, for example, pre- 
sents only .a small problem 
when groceries are scarce and 
your tastes are simple. Amid 
the clutter of household gear 
and babies on the tiny after- 
deck, the lady of the house 
works expertly over a charcoal 
brazier no larger than a stove 
lid.

— fancy, souvenir and plain 
barnyard—and President Truman 
has obediently picked his court. It 
is just outside the east windows of 
his oval study so that he can step 
out and test his skill at will within 
easy reach of his telephone. 

The President tossed off the no- 
tion that he might take up horse- 
shoe pitching in a fit of nostalgia 
for the good old days when he 
had more time for exercise to keep 
that trim figure of which he is 
plenty vain. He is the first presi- 
dent since Coolidge to install a 
mechanical exerciser in the White 
House. He didn’t go so far as to 
bring back Coolidge’s famous 
horse but admits to a gadget that 
will help him keep in trim. He 
also takes his swimming seriously 
as a weight reducer and a parer 
of the menacing waistline, 
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The horseshoes, the early 
morning walks, the silver-striped 
bow tie which startled the Jack- 
son day diners — these are a 
rather wistful effort on the 
President’s part to recapture his 
happy time as a senator, Those 
were the days when a fellow 
could take a slug of bourbon or 
a walk, touch up his drab male 
costume with a natty Broadway 
effect in haberdashery or give 
the matter of hiu expanding 
tummy a little attention.

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When W.L. Laurence, Science Reporter, Witnessed the 
Birth and Demonstration of Atomic Energy, He Got His 
Long-Delayed Wish to Cover World's Greatest Story

N the early 1930s, William IL. 

Laurence, then as now a science 

reporter for the New York 
Times, asked Albert Einstein if he 
thought the energy of the atom 
would ever be released. 


“No,” said Einstein, “never.” 


Being a newspaper man Laur-, 


ence naturally wanted to know 
why. 

“We are marksmen shooting at 
birds in the dark,” explained ri 
stein, “and in a country where 
there are very few birds.” 


As Einstein had established a 
theoretical basis for the unlocking 
of the atom in his now famous 
equation describing the relation- 
ship of mass to energy, his un- 
equivocal “no” could have been 
regarded as authorative and final. 
_ Laurence’s bemusement with the 
subject, however, would not allow 
him the same finality. The 
thoughts that spun around in his 
mind were brought into focus by 
a questionnaire that came to his 
desk one day not long afterward. 
The question, propounded by a 
slick-paper New York magazine, 
was this: 


“If you could cover the greatest 
ne f in the world,’ what would it 

e ”” 

Laurence wrote: 
atomic energy.” 


Some 11 years later this same 
Laurence saw in the New Mexico 
skies a light that was never be- 
fore on land or sea, Still later 
“a giant pillar of purple fire” that 
swirled upward from the Japanese 
earth, as he crouched in the nose 
of a plane over Nagasaki, confirm- 
ed again the awful reality that he 
had first toyed with as with a 
dream. 


If the circumstances had been 
favorable to strictly personal ela- 
tion, Laurence could well have 
told himself that he was indeed a 
darling of the gods. He had ex- 
pressed a wish that represented 
the boldest possible thrust of his 
imagination—and it had come 
true. Atomic energy was here to 
stay. But, as he afterward ex- 
pressed it “Are we?” 
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§:: Laurence’s. emotions were 


“The release of 


anything but those of personal 

triumph. The main events of his 
career, in fact, have always exer- 
cised a severe corrective to ex- 
cessive vanity. For when one 
lives in the presence of cosmic 
phenomena, the ego acquires a 
very high boiling point. And 
Laurence’s job of reporting the 
speculations and accomplishments 
in the field of science amounts to 
a perpetual assignment. 

Recently, this assignment 
brought him to St. Louis where he 
covered the proceedings of the 
American Association for the Ad- 


vancement of Science. In a con- © 


vention of celebrities, he was still 
something of a celebrity himself 
though, as he admitted, he had 
never specialized in science during 
his school and college years. 


“When I went to Harvard,” he 
said, “I soon found out that you 
had to have money to study 
science. You needed laboratory 
equipment and expensive. text 
books. So I had to do something 
that needed only a pencil and 
paper.” 

He had the pencil. He also had 
something that can only be de- 
scribed as a dynamic drive and it 
was this, no doubt, that brought 
him across the seas from his na- 
tive Lithuania and deposited him 
on the sidewalk in front of the 
Harvard Yard. As a boy, though 
surrounded by a devoutly Ortho- 


dox Jewish family (his name at 


birth was Siew) he was an inde- 
pendent thinker whose thoughts 
had frequently touched on the 
United States. So when he finally 
reached Boston via Berlin, Swit- 
zerland and Brooklyn and found 
himself gazing into the cold 
groves of learning, he decided that 
this was the place to start the 
real adventure of his mind. 


He entered Harvard in 1908. As 
he had no money, he had to in- 
terrupt his scholastic career sev- 
eral times in order to accumulate 
enough cash to go on.

This was his first experience 
in the popularization of an intri- 
cate subject and it was a reveal- 
ing one. It taught him that there 
was more than one way to express 
an idea, a lesson that was to 
serve him continuously and to 
give him his special distinction 
when he undertook to translate 
the abstruse facts of science into 
everyday language, 

A considerable interval elapsed, 
however, before he began to put 
this principle into active practice. 
Meanwhile he was graduated from 
Harvard (after having become 
naturalized), directed a tutoring 
school, served overseas in the 
army, worked on a Boston news- 
paper, from which he was fired 
because he “would never make a 
newspaper man,” operated an- 
other tutoring school, studied law 
at Boston University and passed 
the Massachusetts bar examina- 
tions. He passed them twice as a 
matter of fact, but the first try 
was no go because several other 
applicants had managed to get 
copies of the questions before- 
hand. When this was discovered, 
the whole examination was de- 
clared null and void, 


But though Laurence was doub- 
ly entitled to practice law in 
Massachusetts, he had by that 
time become tired of Boston cul- 
ture and decided to have a go at 
New York. On arriving there he 
registered at a Mills Hotel. Slight- 
ly depressed by the fact that the 
Mills chain was an institution that 
cattered exclusively to the forgot- 
tenman, hetelephoneda Harvard 
friend who was living in a 10- 
room apartment on Park Avenue, 
This was a lucky stroke. The 
friend immediately dispatched a 
limousine and chauffeur with in- 
structions to pick up Laurence 
and all his - belongings. 
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found himself surrounded by a 

group that seemed to consist, 
in equal parts, of sundry Vander- 
bilts, Whitneys and Manhattan 
literati, For his friend had in- 
sisted on taking him to a party 
that very night. Later the whole 
party was reassembled at the 
home of Herbert Bayard Swope 
in Sands Point, Long Island. 
Laurence’s chief recollections of 
the occasion revolves around 
Swope and Ethel Barrymore. He 
remembers that he was trying to 
make light conversation with Miss 
Barrymore, who had been an idol 
of his ever since he had first seen 
her from the second balcony of a 
Boston theatre, and at the same 
time to answer a lot of irrelevant 
questions. 

The questions were .part of a 
parlor game, called “Asked Me 
Another,” which at that time was 
all the rage in Manhattan’s bright- 
er social circles. When the game 
was over, it developed that Laur- 
ence had the highest score. Swope, 
who up to that time had been the 
undisputed champion of New

AURENCE didn’t know Swope 
Le where his office was. But he 

found out soon enough that he 
had@ been addressed by none other 
than the executive editor of the 
morning “World.” Before another 
24 hours had passed, he had a job 
as a reporter. He did general as- 
signments on the “World” until 
1929, about five years in all. Some 
of these touched on scientific sub- 
jects and for this and other rea- 
sons, he began a course of self- 
instruction in the sciences, theo- 
retical and applied, which was to 
form the basis of his present 
knowledge. 


In 1929, Ralph Renaud, the last’ 


managing editor of the “World,” 
became interested for personal 
reasons in a lecture being deliver- 
ed by a professor from Dartmouth 
College, Laurence was given the 
assignment and the story was 
printed on page one under the 
following headlines: “Dartmouth 
Savant Demolishes Einstein The- 
ory of Relativity.” Both Einstein 
and Laurence survived this de- 
molition very nicely. 

It was a turning point for Laur- 
ence in fact, for when shortly aft- 
erward in a fit of disenchantment, 
he applied to the New York Times 
for a job, it was this story, among 
all the clippings that he submitted 
that caught the eye of the man- 
aging editor. Laurence went to 
work for the Times as a science 
reporter and has written about 
nothing else since. 

In these days, both the public 
and his fellow craftsmen are in- 
clined to regard him as the Bos- 
well of the atom, but actually he 
has ranged through the whole 
field, touching practically every- 
thing from the homely microbe to 
the giant galaxies. He can talk 
and write intelligibly about quan- 
tum mechanics, schizophrenia, 
chromosomes, brain waves, loga- 
rithms, macrocosms, microcosms, 
hay fever, etc., etc. He writes in- 
telligibly, he says, or not at all. 
For the whole function of the 
science reporter is to serve as an 
intermediary between the special- 
ist who speaks his own highly 
stylized language, and the Jayman,

B himself clear to the lay reader, 

he does so without diluting or 
distorting the fundamental mean- 
ing of his facts. This latter attri- 
bute has been recognized by the 
specialists themselves. In fact it 
was his reputation as a scientific 
middleman which led to his being 
chosen as consultant for the Man- 
hattan Project and to his being 
assigned to write the official War

In the spring of 1945 Laurence 
went under cover. His desk at 
the Times was empty for almost 
four months and no one not con- 
nected with the atomic bomb 
knew where he was or what had 
happened to him except his man- 
aging editor, Edwin James, and 
his wife. And Mrs. Laufence’s 
information was not always cor- 
rect. Part of the time he was 
quartered in a padded cell within 
a safe at Oak Ridge, Tenn. 


“And I was the only one who 
knew the combination,” he said. 
“Every day I would write some- 
thing and it would be sent by 
special messenger to Washington. 
And every day a couple of husky 
Tennessee guards who ewere chos- 
en for the job because they 
couldn’t read, would come into 
my cell and pick up every scrap 
of paper. These guards would 
then be escorted by an armed 
patrol to the nearest incinerator.” 


Laurence traveled over practi- 
cally the whole atomic circuit be- 
fore he finally landed on Tinian, 
the bomber base in the Marianas 
from which the Superfortress was 
launched that dropped the first 
atomic bomb on the Japanese 
homeland. Long before this, how- 
ever, he had written publicly and 
in detail about atomic power. In 
the Times of May 5, 1940, he ex- 
plained the then unthinkable pos- 
sibilities of nuclear energy. Later 
on in the same year, he wrote an 
article in the Saturday Evening 
Post, which described in detail the 
imternational race to split the 
atom that was then in progress. 
All of this of course, was before 
the United States entered the war. 
* 
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something momentous was in 

the wind since 1939 when he 
happened to wander into a con- 
clave of physicists at Columbia 
University and had deduced from 
the mathematical formulae scrib- 
bled on a blackboard that the 
lethal possibilities of uranium 
were under discussion. Enrico 
Fermi was there at the time and 
Laurence put the question to him 
point-blank. Fermi’s answer was 
slightly evasive. When the two 
met again at Los Alamos, the 
Italian scientist gave him a mirth- 
ful look as if to say, “This is the 
answer to your question.” 

When Laurence arrived at Tin- 
fan, all hands were in a state of 
tense preparation for the fitght to 
Hiroshima that was to alter the 
fate of all mankind. During those 
preparatory hours, two bombers 
crashed on the Tinian runway.

HE tasty vegetables fromm some 
Ts million garden plots: last 

year were a big help in keep- 
ing our country well-fed. This 
year we are facing the most ser- 
ious international food crisis of 
modern times and in our own 
country there is no food reserves 
to fall back on. So it is impor- 
tant that our gardens yield as 
much food as possible to help ease 
the situation. 


Scratch the vegetable frills off 
your list and make every foot of 
your garden yield big returns in 
nutritious eating. You know how 
many good salads you can pick 
from a handkerchief-sized plot, 
so check lettuce, onions and rad- 
ishes for your first plantings. 
There is still time for peas, too. 
I suggest eliminating most of the 
root crops unless they are family 
favorites. Carrots, beets, turnips, 
salsify, etc., rate low to middling 
in nutrition. Besides they taste 
almost as good from the store as 
from the garden. 


Plan for plenty of snap an?. 
lima beans, tomatoes, corn and 
greens like collards, kale or mus- 
tard. Broccoli and  hrussels 
sprouts may sound a bit on the 
fancy side, but in my garden they 
have proyed sound investments. 
Space and timing will have to 
guide you in planning for the suc- 
cessions and intercroppings to 
keep up high records for your gar- 
den’s production line. 
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LET’S SETTLE varieties on the 
“rush order” plantings. Black. 
Seeded Simpson and Grand Rapids 
are the standbyes for crisp, hardy 
leaf lettuce. My favorite in head 
lettuce is Great Lakes, which did 
exceptionally well in my garden 
last year. 


The main hazard in growing 
crisp, quality lettuce is the small 
size of the seed. Plantings are 
almost always too thick, Some 
“thinning” is usually necessary. 
But “thinning” when the plants 
are jammed up against each other 
disturbs all the root systems. The 
ideal leaf lettuce stand is three 
inches apart in the row, so try 
to space the seeds about half an 
inch apart when planting. 


I check radish varieties mainly 
for speedy growth. Early Scarlet 
Globe in the all-reds, Early Scar- 
let Turnip in the red-and-white, 
and White Icicle are my selec- 
tions. For onions, remember to 
buy the dime-size or smaller sets 
to avoid heavy seed stalks and 
thick necks. Onion plants are the 
best buy if you are planning on 
storing some of your crop. 


Peas have been going through 
new checks and analysis for nu- 
trition ratings and some amazing 
facts have turned up. Some vari- 
eties offer more than twice as 
much in important vitamins as 
others. My favorite is the tender 
and sugary World Beater or Hun- 
dredfold. A few cents for a little 
packet of nitrogen-storing bac- 
teria and a few moments to shake 
them on the seeds promise bigger 
yield and a building up of the 
nitrogen supply in the garden soil.

ONLY OLD-TIMERS remember 
a spring of blossoms and lush 
grass as early as this one. And 
then they tell you about the win- 
try breath that came along in 
May. Though the temperatures 
are way up, we are only going in 
for the early crops now and hop- 
ing that the weather will turn 
regular as other planting dates 
come up on the calendar. 


In the St. Louis area most of us 
have to work with yellow clay, 
lacking in humus and minerals. 
Rich, loamy top-soil is a distant 
goal. That’s why I see no reason 
to spade unless you turn under 
plenty of fertilizer and organic 
material. It is more than energy 
wasted. It brings even worse soil 
up to the surface; worse as a 
starting place for seedlings and 
even harder to work. Save your 
back and make the plants happy 
by sound  soil-building tactics 
right along with the first spading. 


We have been working on a 
combination “organic” and “inor- 
ganic” plan for the past few years. 
Maybe a few definitions are in 
order. “Organics” mean any and 


all decayed or composted living | 


matter like grass clippings, leaves, 
barnyard manure, kitchen waste, 
etc. The “inorganics” are the 
commercial or chemical fertilizers. 
In my opinion, “organics” follow 
nature’s way of building up a rich, 
loamy top-soil. Important angles 
are the increased moisture and 
air-holding capacities of the soil, 
stimulation of the microscopio life 
in the soil that is important for 
Plant nutrition, and an end to 
brickish texture.

SOIL-BUILDING tactics will 
have to depend on—what you get, 
of course. To be sure of balance 
for plant nutrients, keep in mind 
that barnyard manures need the 
addition of phosphate. The usual 
recommendation is about 50 
pounds of 18 per cent superphos- 
phate to a ton of manure, Your 
garden will be the talk of the 
neighborhood if you spade under 
a ton of the manure and super- 
phosphate for 1000 to 1500 square 
feet or an average 30x40 foot gar- 
den. Considering the results, the 
investment will be small. If you 
are using home-made compost or 
peat moss, add a complete fertil- 
izer such as 4-12-4 at the rate of 
50 pounds to a thousand square 
feet of garden, for similar good 
- results, 


Liming every third year with 50 
to 100 pounds of crushed or pow- 
dered limestone to 1000 square feet 
of garden becomes ever more im- 
portant as our knowledge of soil 
processes grows. Scatter it right 
on the surface along with the “or- 

anics” and chemical fertilizers, to 

e turned under as you spade.

Jitterbugs May Chain 


Themselves to Floor

first thing Duke Ellington, the big band man, does when 

he comes into a town is head for a restaurant where he gets 

a lot of something to eat. He doesn’t go to just any res- 

taurant, He doesn’t get just anything to eat. The Duke, you 

might say, has got a certain number 

of restaurants stached away here, 

there, and the other place in all 48 

of these United States. He's played 

his band everywhere, has investigated 

foods everywhere, and has a retentive 

memory for kitchens, cooks and spe- 

cialties. This restaurant may be 

famous with The Duke for the kind 

of chicken it serves. That one may 

have a way of making spaghetti and 

meatballs. It may bethe wines or the 

sauces that gets him in another. His 

ss tastes range from the plain in foods 

tcc to the ultra ultra. It is the manner 

of the preparation, as much as the 

DUKE ELLINGTON thing being prepared, that gets him. 

What's more, the tastes he reflects in his eating habits are not 

his tastes alone. By the standards of eaters who are both mighty 

and select in their diets, with the emphasis on either the mighty 

or the select, The Duke, if he weren’t a music man, could have 

been a great gourmet, an authority of the first magnitude on 

the twin arts of eating and wining.

THE TREATISE ABOVE on The Duke as eater would be 

a surprising way to start talking about a musician who finds 

himself in this page’s news because he and his band are due to 

give a concert today, at 3:00 p.m., at Kiel Auditorium Convention 

Hall—surprising, that is, if the musician were almost anybody 

but The Duke, Nothing about The Duke, who was born Edward 

Kennedy Ellington in Washington, D. C., is really surprising. 

Everything about him is indicative of something else about him. 

The music man, of whom it has been said that he “put a white 

tie on jungle rhythm,” is all of one piece. But all the facets glit- 

ter. For instance, he only sleeps about two to four hours in 

every 24. Is he tired, therefore, lackadaisical? Does he find 

it hard to get his work done, as the ads for health pills might 

put it? What do you think! The Duke Ellington ensemble is 

not only what many outstanding critics and jazz magazines 

consider the best jazz orchestra in the country, with what is 

certainly the longest record of remaining on top, no matter 

what other bands have risen and which fallen, but he is also, 

undoubtedly, America’s foremost composer of modern jazz, hav- 

ing reigned as a pace-setting stylist since 1927 and produced 

more than 1000 compositions, from songs slender and sinuous 

as dancing girls to blasts for full orchestra burly and complex 

as the city streets, sights and sounds from which The Duke, 
who loves the cities, draws his inspiration. 


THE JITTERBUGS, A! mS ee today, will have to be 
content, instead of swinging and slinging their partners at and 
about the chandeliers in time to the music, to glue their pants 
to their chairs, chain their feet to the 
floor, and to just listen. There'll be 
no period of the program wherein 
you listen, and another period of the 
program wherein you dance, This is 
in contrast to the usual practice of 
popular bands on one-night stands 
here. For that reason, the Ellington 
appearance is being billed by its 
sponsors as “A true jazz concert.” The 
shorthairs and the longhairs, like the 
lion and the lamb, are being invited 
to participate in that spirit. The 
event, from the point of view of the 
evolution of “classical jazz,” and of an 
audience for that type of music, if, 
as its enthusiasts claim, there is 
definitely such a type, distinct from other types, is one of his- 
torical importance here.

“cuthe.” The “1!” of could simply 
slipped into the word by associa- 
tion with should and would, the 


were “sholde” and “wolde.” , 
Another curious intrusion has 
occurred in such words as nick- 
name and newt, a kind of sala- 
mander. Nickname, originally, 
was “ekename” and meant “sur- 
name.” The original Middle Eng- 
lish spelling of newt was “ewte.” 
In speech, “an ekename” and “an 
ewte” were mistaken for “a neke- 
name” and “a newte.” The errors 
persisted until finally the words 
sprouted permanent initial “n’s” 
and became “nickname” and 
“newt.” 

But the opposite occurred in 
the case of apron, umpire, and 
adder, the viper. Apron entered 
Middle English from the Old 
French as napron, a word closely 
akin to napkin, both having 
evolved from the Latin nappa, 
“table napkin.” Umpire, in Mid- 
dle English, was nompere, from

Waves were caused, seismologists 
explained, by a drop in the ocean 
floor.

Effect was much the same as that 
caused by tossing a pebble into a 
pond; the pebble sucks water in after 
it, causing ripples to fan out to the 
shores. 

Scientists measured the speed of 
the waves at more than 330 miles an 
hour, think they may have traveled 
10,000 miles. They said force of the 

ake was as great as that which 
killed 143,000 persons in the Tokyo 
area in 1923. But luckily it occurred in 
a sparsely séttled area, and few com- 
munities of size are on Pacific beaches 
that face in the direction from which 
the waves came.
